ARRIVAL. 


The first thing that will call your attention after arrival, will be the number of na» 
¢ ship-hushands aud their followers, consisting of writers or clerks, moonshees or line 
gusts, khitmutgars or table attendants, and also a tribe of employés in the service of 
proprictors of hotels ; washermen, pedlars, tuitors, barbers, &c. 


SERVANTS. 


Of this officiating, asid apparently humble class of men, the only two that you, as t 
gentleman, will require, arew khitmutgar and the employe of the hotel upon which you 
muy fix to take up your quarters. ‘The khitmutgar cannot well be dispensed with, as you 
have nobody to take chargeof what baggage you may require, which, in point of quantity, 
should be small, for the reasons mentioned hereafter : besides, you willfind him ‘indispen- 
sably necessary ut the hotel: however, we do not urge him upon you, unless you can get 
one recommended by the ship's husband, whois the only person. whose security would 
uvail you in case of getting abad character. As you cannot understand the language 
colloquially, you will, by this means, be’ enabled te get a servant who speaks Kngli 
‘We wish “you could avoid having one who docs, for such, bear very indifferent charact 
it being “proverbial in Calcutta, that the native servant who speaks English, is a 
rogue: however, there is no alternative—of two cvils you must choose the lesser—either 
sutter the inconvenience of being dunned every moment without the means of sc fence, 
or sacrifice afew more rupees: the latter of the twois, inthe end, the better. Mind you 
make uo mistake as to the person of the ship’s husband, for there are always individuals 
wary enough to rey hiv to serve their friends; and place little or no dependence 
upon the written characters presented to you by the natives, unless the individual be re- 
commended as we Point out, or you can recognize the genuine signature of ‘a cular: 
. fiend at the foot ofthe document. These papers, which are not only often transferred, but 

very frequently fulse, or evpies, cannot be trusted. 


HOTELS, &e. 


Your next object is to fix upon en hotel, if you have no particular introduction to some 
resident in Calcutta. You may, very probably, have letters of introduction; but unless 
they be strong, keep them in your desk or trunk. However indifferent they may be, they 
have their advantages; tor, alter delivering them, you may occasionally “ drop in;” but 
beyond th val, they will afford you no other reception than, “ @lad to sec yous? 
aA &c. &e.; and upon taking leave, “ happy if you will eall in now and 
then." With such a prospect before you, you will be disposed to fix upon one of the 
hotels or board and. lodging houses (a ist of which will be found under the head of 
“Commercial and Trade Lists,”) before you leave the vessel, taking care tosce your baggage 
sate in the boat, and the employe ready fo accompany you. 

‘The hotels are conducted as near upon the English plan as they can be, and from what 
we cazi learn, general satisfaction is expressed at the attention and comfort gentlemen meet 
with during their stay. The board and lodging houses are replete with the same advan- 
tages, and olfer, as-~permanent residences, more focal and useful resources of valuable know- 
tedge to the Stranger: but as your object, at first, will be to take a temporary ubode, itis 
preferable to go to an hotel; for here, they are better furnished with every essential in- 
formation that cay be usctul, it being, in fact, a part of the proprietor’s business to act as a 
living directory.

CHARGES. 


As labour in this country is very cheap, owing principally to the small pittance that satis~ 
fies a native’s wants, you must ever bear in mind, that the charges for boat and patan- 
quin hire are regulated by a standard, which amply rewards the men engaged in conducting 
those indispensable conveniences ; you will, therefore, by referring to the annexed tubles, 
certuin whether a khitmutgur (whom you may trust with as much, at one time, as will cover 
‘one month’s wage) has made a propeer charge in his bills; I say biils, tor it is better that 





he defray all petty travelling expenses, &e. € 
VALLS. 


Should the khitnutgar mention the word batta or dustoory, which means custom, 
Cvails,) you will understand by it, arate of one pice taken by all money changers, out 
of every rupee that is changed.” ‘This practice (however impolitic and nefarious it may 
appear, and no doubt is) has existed for many years, and in the absence of small silver 
cuin, is absolutely necessary, particularly where the value of something less than é rupee 
is required ; but since Government have cstablished several money changers in different 
parts of the town, ail the money changers give exactly 64 pice or 16 annas for a rupee.

There is a smaller imaginary pie, but this, as well as the anna pie is nominal; the 
anna, in the way of business, bemg only used to express so many pice by another tena. 
We have noticed such cunrgucy as will best answer your purposes. 
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‘WASHING. 


Tt is not unusual for new-comers to require clean linen immediately, or as soon after 
‘their arrival as possible; and in order to obtain it, they will risk their property into the 
hands of suy body who professes to be a washerman. The danger is too apparent to re- 
quire any comment ; and to avoid it, you should ascertain, who “ washes for the ship,” or 
the captain, and have your clothes delivered to the washerman who docs; and upon the 
linen being returned, pay for it at the rate of two rupees and half, or thrce rupees, forevery 
hundred pieces, taking that your own things are returned to you, particularly the tow- 
els, which, being of Engtish manufacture, are in great demand, andare frequently kept in 
exchange for an inferior country article. The circumstance of Dhobees letting out linen 
for a trifling sum, is notorious ; and there are individuals, who, having no wardrobe of their 
own, obtain a fresh supply, whenever they require it, by such means. 

As washing in this country is a branch of economy worthy of notice, instead of paying = 
certain sum for a hundred pieces, as is generally supposed to be the custom, and adopted as 
such hy some persons, We recommend you as soon as you are settled on shore, to pay your 
Dhobee by the month ; and if you are a single man, 3 or 4 rupees is the utmost you should 
give ; for which sum he should let you haveclean linen four times each month, or every 
eighth day. Insist upon this, as it is not unusual, for Dhobees, to avail themselves of 
extra time, todo what we have stated. As to the means of obtaining a Dhobec, the land- 
lord of the hotel is the best person, after you land, torecommend you onc; or if you have 
confidence in your khitmutgar, he will get you one. Under any circumstances, obtain the 
name and place of residence of the Dhobee, as you will very jikely have eccasion to apply 
tu him for linen before the time expires when he should bring it.

‘Boats. 


Habit has accustomed most of the native servants to a practice of charging the new. 
comer, cight annas for the most trifling thing. It will be well for you to guard ‘against: this 
juiposition, and in order to assist you, When checking your servants’ bills, see that no more 
than the following prices are charged you for :

There is gencrally a country boat kept expressly for the ship’s use; when brought 
ashore in it, it is optional to give the owner of it any thing. However we would have you 
understand, that the above rates are what may be called reasonable: less is given; as to 
more, use your own discretion. ‘Lhe above are what your servant should charge. 


PALANQUINS. 


Having landed, if you have not provided yourself with a buggy ot chaise, you will have 
tostep intoa pulanquin. ‘This, or some other conveyance, is not only necessary, to guard 
against the eflects of the sun and heat, but absolutely requisite, asin theeye of the Indian 
public you would degrade yourself by walking. As you will no doubt have property in the 
palanquin, never neglect to take the number of it; for in palanquins, as in hackney coaches, 
property is frequently lost: but takecare that you look inside and out, the bearers or car- 
tiers having aftixed a second ticket inside, which is-a counterfeit and removed at pleasure ; 
you will therefore be guided by the number placed upon the outside, and in the centre of the 
palanquin. ‘The beavers also have Government badges on their arms, the numbers of which, 
should likewise be taken. ‘ 

Lhe rates of hire for palanquins and bearers ave fixed by the Magistrates, and extract- 
ed from the printed regulations.

Supposing you now at your hotel, your thoughts will probably be directed homewards ; 
and it is Matural to conclude, that you will wish-to write your letters, if an opportunity 

offers to send to Fngland. In_ order to ascertain if a ship will shortly sail, we must 

refer you to the advertisements in the daily newspspers or advertisers. Should a vessel be 

ont the point of sailing, deliver your letters to your servant, taking carc that the name-of the’ 
vessel by which you wish them to go, is written on the left hand corner, and then, upon a. 

piece of paper, write, first, the number of letters, the address of the persons to whom you 

write, the vessel they are intended to go by, the date and your signature, in the manner 

following :

Of course, no exact sums can be given as a generat guide for the charges, for these will 
wholly depend upon the number of packages; but by calculating a single boat at four or 
cight annas, each porter at 3 pice, or a cart from 4 to 6 annas (according to distance,) and 
half a rupee (at most, one rupee.) to the sircar for his trouble, you have a near estimate of 


the expenscs upon landing your baggage.

‘You will also find many natives inquiring for English gold coin—sovereigns in parti« 
cular, Should you have any, defer obtaming their equivalent in rupees, until Ht at ase 
certain the market price of them and then take them to either to one of the agency houses 
or to.a European money-changer. 

_ _ As your next object will be to present your credentials, we must refer you to the direc- 
tion under the head of* Commerciai List,’ where you will find the necessary information, 
whether you be in the capacity of a writer, medical man, or cadet. If either of these, a 
merchant or an adventurer, one thing is obviously necessary to ail, generally speaking; that 
is, 2 list of the banks and merchants, or agents, and their offices in Calcutta, for it is more 
than probable that you will have business to transact. with some of them. 


INVESTMENTS. 


Except the articles composing your investments are trom sprrovel manufacturers or 
tradesinen, you had better keep your invoices out of sight of the natives, particularly if 
you have made out fictitious ones. or what are technically relled * salt water Inviirec.”” 
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thing near prime cost, if they see a blemish in the bill of pagcels. Such is their acuteness, 
that they can recognize the genuineness of certain siguatures; aad as to names, unless 
you shew them, either Allsopp’s, Hodgson’s, Sinith’s, Savigny’s, or Broadwood’s, &e. they _ 
will scarcely deal with’ you. “Should you‘have articles from one or more ‘of these makers, 
you may possibly get an offer at a trifling it above invoice cost : but it is si doubtful 
case at present! and the only alternative leit you is, to venture your goods into the 
+market, and either dispose of them to a commission agent, or have them brought to the 
hammer: until. you ascertain the demand and the quotation for the article, by referring to 
the Price Current of the day do not dispose of it, however pressing the natives may be, 
for you may be assured they are always a considerable per-centage below the market price. 





HORSES, &c. 


There are few gentlemen in this country without a horse and buggy; hence, you will, no 
doubt, have to purchase one ; or should you even require a better equipage, you can be suited: 
equally as well by attending to what follows. It 1s not unusual for geutiemen to supply 
theniselves with the above, by applying to a horse-dealer for a horse, aud to the coach- _ 
maker for a buggy. This is certainly the most expeusive way,.but the surest, for getting war- 
ranted articles and in the end, no doubt, the cheapest ; but, as the prices so paid are too 
heavy for the majority of persons newly arrived, we recommend you to try what can be done 
elsewhere. 

As @ temporary conveyance, you may get a palanquin and bearers.. By purchasing a 
palanquin for about 50 rupees, and hiring bearers by the month, at the rate of four rupees 
each bearer, and an extra rupee for the head bearer, or 21 rupees per month, you may cour 
mand them at pleasure; and for the purpose of. yoing short distances, they will answer 
equally as well as u horse and buggy; besides, you have the advantage of muking the bear 
ers useful in the house, and in carrying letters. . :

sold will bid against you, or the auctioneer will run the price up and continue doing so, 
until he gets the value fixed upon the goods to be sold. Evo things, however, we must 
notice, which ote penctited to some extent by the natives: viz. doing up old buggies ‘and 
palanquins, as well as concocting various spurious pastes and riquids: oe sale at auction, 
und describing the floor mats several feet more than they actually are.. 

Many gentlemen prefer hiring a horse and buggy by the month and days. ‘This is 
done by applying to a livery stable-keeper, who for a certain sum, will let you have the 
use of a buggy and horse daily... At stipulated rates, you may have the same fora single 
day, to go uny distance out of town. As the charges of the different houses in Calcutta are 
Yarious, we can only give a guess at averaged sum, say—

_ When you wish to purchase horse, if for draught, take care not to buy one at auc- 
tion, if in a buggy, unless you can learn by the catalogs or otherwise, that it- belongs to 
a rentleman who would not drive an inferior animal. See whether be is warranted, and 
take care, if you have any doubt of his soundness, &c. as represented, that you ascertaiy 
if the warrunty is good, and the animal corresponds with it, by having him examined by 2 
veterinary surgeon, before the expiration ‘of the 24 hours, which ace allowed you. Should 
you wish to purchase at the Company’s sale of stud-bred horses, you may very probably 
suit yourself ; but the horse must be broken in: there are persons in Calcutta, who for the 
sum of 2 gold-moburs, will do this for you. You will uo doubt find at such sales (which 
take place at the auction,) some very good und cheap cattle. ‘The purchaser does not often 

regret his hefgain, 

‘As to buggies, the chief objects are the wheels, axles, and the makers. ‘These should 
be attended to; and if the article be either London-built or from Steuart’s, Dykes’, or 
‘Harrowell’s yards, you may purchase without risk, always allowing for the state of the 








article at the time, 


BANYANS. 


Hitherto we have presumed to be speaking to those who act for themselves ; but as it 
too frequently happens that persons recently arrived are so situated us to render the ussis- 
tapoe of a Banyan, or a money usurer, absolutely necessary, we must caution all strangers 
to beware of these agents, and we decidedly give our veto against employing them upon 
any account, provided they can be dispensed with. Rather, we would say, live upon your 
means for w time, aud before embarking in any thing, see that the agent you employ will 
lead you to the amount you require. Settle the interest, and the time of payment ; and to 
prevent any misunderstanding, have an ¢ drawn out, upon staifped papers with a 
Renalty attached, to be forfeited in case of @ther party failing to comply with its articles. 

¥ yan may object to this, as it is natural to ex ie will : however whether he be 
disposed to assist you or not, his compliance or to the proposition will-decide. 1a 
precaution may appear superfiuous and ridiculous ; granted that it does, when proposed to a 
native, whose sule object is to set aside all control over his own actions im moucy matters; 
still, there are thousands of individuals to whom such a piece of advice would have been 
invaluable ; and however impracticable it may appear, the time will no doubt come when 
it must of necessity be adopted. 

Should you employ onc of the numerous class of natives called “ Bany:dns,” endea- 
-vour to obtain in cash, what advance you require, and immediately set about furnishing 
your house in the way we have mentioned ; that is, by either attending the auctious and 
Sales yourself, or by giving the auctioneer such conm sions as you require to have execut- 
ed. ‘You may employ your sircar, should you, as is reasonable to expect you might, mot feck 
disposed ta attend personally. ‘Chis much you can do: obtain a catalogue, and a day or « 
few hours before the sale, look at the property and mark off what you want ; and if you can 
fix a price to such articles as you require, do 80, 8s & limit to the person you may employ. 
If the Banyun decline letting you have the money, it is evident he wishes to pr: 
you the same system he has adopted with others ; that is, to become the purchases 
article you require, and charge you at least 100 ee more than he actually paid. 
plan is, to buy at the ‘auctions or in the bazar, then destroy the bills and make out new 
ones at additional exorbitant prices. As the signature of w fictitious tradesman is affixed 
to each new Dill, and all that is required of the stranger is to write the words “ Pay A. B.”” 
at the foot, lic is blinded; and the Banyan, hy this means, gets uot only interest, at the 
rate of 12 per cent. per annum for his advances, but about cent. per cent. upon every article 
with which your house is furnished ; and should you not have the management of your awn 
affairs, he will invariably compel you to employ onc of his own minions, who will act as 
clerk, and watch over your concerns with the eye of an eagle, and woe be to you if you are 
not prosperous ' for the moment you begain to fail, your advances will cease, and cvery 
thing will be done to ruin you; or in other words, le will either urge you to: take further 
advances at mereased interest 5 or so unmoy you us to place your property in jeopardy, and 
ultimately obtain a sale of it at an enormous sucritice, and at which he will become the 

ICLMNACe ae eth ctank enficient ta supply the next unturtunate 
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and it is only by binding your agent or Banyan down to the wholesome form of an agree- 
ment, “ sigued, sealed and delivered,” that you will be able to keep your head above © 
water; for when one of the tribe has the eauaive control of your pecuniary affairs, it 
rily follows, that when you think yourself worth some thousands, an unexpected 
reverse in your affairs will not only deprive you of your fancied riches, but plunge you into 
irretrievable debt and misery; fur your thousands will dwindle into hundreds—to meet 
the payment of tens of thousands. "The evil does not rest here; it might sometimes happen 
that a little assistance would retrieve your affairs and restore you, but you may look around 
you in vain for relief from those who like leeches have been sucking your heurt’s blood. 

‘These remarks may appear to apply exclusively to the man of business; they do not ; 
for there is no individual who comes to India, who will not find it to be his interest to lay 
them down, and apply them as golden rules in his own individual case, 

A nefarious means of deceiving the stranger is by encouraging extravagance: this has 
been a blindfold and a stumbling-block to thousands. With a view to involve you, many 
other resources ave always at hand, and the least is not that of the enticing wiles of the 
fair sex. In short, as the Banyan has the appointing of all your servants, he invariably 
supplies you with such as are well trained ; and however diffident and modest your ma- 
trany or sweeper may appear, beware of her,.and give nor allow any liberty on either side 
to betray your weakness. You cannot be tuo mucl:on your guard with the natives: al- 
though they appear simple and unobservant in their humiliating and gentle way, they are 
great observers and interpreters of the countenances and actious of the Europeans ; 
aud us soon as they find out your “besetting sin,” they will pamper it, and ultimately 
muke you a perfect slave to it, until they either effect your ruin, or you by dint of Christian 
philosophy and industry, thwart their attempts, and so far succeed in your undertaking, 
as to get rid of the Banyan and his tribe, whom you will soon find to bea nuisance. 


HOUSES. 


In the choice of a house, should you require one for business, you must take one in the 
commercial part of the city ; thiit is, from the river side inland, as far as Cossitollah. If 
yolk have to commence upon a large scale, and are a man of family, you bad better engege 
the whole of the house; but if single, and require small premises, you may adopt the plan 
of many persons, who rent the rooms necessary to carry ou their business, and either club 
with other bachelors or go to a board and Jodgimg-house 3 the former is less expensive, and 
found more convenient. a x 

Much care should be taken in renting a house particularly upon a lease, which should 
never exceed a period of six montiis, unless you have to muke considerable additions and 
improvements, under the impression that you will require the house for more than that 
time, and the situation is such as will enable you to let it in case you require to remove. 
Before you dd@@ide, see that the house is dry, glazed throughout, has good locks and boits, 
with the.con¥eniences of a back stair-case, and a well; the necessary out-houses; as cook 
room, pantries or bottleconnahs, stabling and coach house. In the event of a lease, always 
have it understood what are to constitute “ fixtures,” and distinctly stipulate what is 
to remain on the premises, as such, when you leave, and do not omit to make the repairs 
(to be done at stated periods by the landlord) one part of the agreement. Mx. J. M. Vos 
will give best information to you if you are in search of a house. 






INTEREST. 


~ We have been rather diffuse upon the subject of pecuniary affairs ; but as the subject 
is vitally important to all, we shall be excused, even if we venture to say something ves- 
pecting interest. In Calcutta as well as in most placcs, money may be obtained to any 
amount upon good security ; and upon this principle the houses of agency have established 
their regulations. The circumstance of your embarking in something that will yield you 
. # tolerable good return, is sufficient to secure their assistance and support ; whereas a 
native may feel inclined to open his purse, at # risk, provided the necessitous place their 
affairs under his immediate control. As the usury laws do not extend to this country, 
every capitalist is at liberty to make the best bargain he can; hence, it is very common to 
charge 12 per cent. per annum interest : in fact, this is the rate at which all loans of ac- 
commodation are negociated, and if the borrower be in much need, it has been raised to 16 
and 20 per cent.—a premium, that is considered, in Europe, a fair return upon sales of 
goods. But a late decision in the Supreme Court has almost placed the right of demanding 
more than 5'per cent. out of the power of the usurer :—it is even said, that a bye-law now 
exists to that effect. Under such disadvantages, it is not surprising, that there are indivi- 
duals, whe, although they have been prosperous for 12 and even 20 years, are still with the 
original outstanding debt staring them in the face, having only been able’ to pay off the 
interest.

the recommendation of one servant. We have found -that by employing people 
of the two sects, Hindoos and Mahomedans, so as to create a division between theni, they. 
have not coalesced to defraud us; but a rivalry being thus created, we huve furnished 
weapons to protect us against imposition. This plan is not always advisable, unless you 
lave a confidential person, who, at the same time that he studies your interests, acts as at- 
biter in their quarvels. . 

As an essential point, see and obtain, if possible, an Indo-Portuguese cook, a Hindoo 
sixcar, und a Mussulman khitmugar. We have found these chime weil together ; and as to 
the rest of the servants, it matters little of what sect they are, so that you get security with. 
all those who will be daily in contaet with your more valuable property. 

Servant’s wages differ so much im tiis country that it is impossible ¢o give you a correct 
list of the rates ; however, if you confine youself tothose below, you will certainly be at a. 
anuderate ¢x pense, compared to the sums paid by some individuals, and avoid the censure 
of puny old residents, who can so far economise as to pay cousiderably less.

‘The wages, we believe, will be found upona well uated scale, and as the number of. 
yourservants will wholly depend upon your establishment, circumstances alone can direct 
you as to what servants you will require. There is an understood ation among the 
fecvants, (owing to heir easte ar professiom”) that cach individual shall contine his services 
to one particular department. Thus punctjlious, inconvenient, and expensive practice does 
not exist, strictly, in every house, and we think if the people of Calcutta would be as reso- 
lute us the inhabitants of Madras, &c. and net give way to the lazjness and eunning of 
the natives,and not encourage what is studiously adapted as a religious scruple, a less 
anunber of servants would sufhge, and much more work would be done. Many of the pre- 
Judices of these natives will vanish, by insisting upon not having any essenffal distinction 
made in your house, and we know many instances in which natives have cunceded, and 
‘become “ servants of all work ;” that is, they have pot done any thing derogatory to their 
caste, but submutted to do the duty of other servants, and in the absence of these, voluntarily 
become substitutes: acts which, in many houses, they would neither do by threat or 
entreaty. The intluence of a Portuguese tends very considerable to improve’ the native 
servants; but in every attempt, both ume and. patience-are necessary on the part.of the 
master, to bring about the reform. 

As circumstances may dispose you tobave as few servants as possible, you may embody, 
as it were, two or Three into one: for instance, your cook may pugchase your bagar—go to 
market; your khitmutgar may act as valet, table servant, and have charge of) your pantry 5 
a bearer may clean your furniture, clothes and shoes, as well as trim the hight, and occasion 
ally take chzts or letters; and with the addition ofa porter, and a sweeper, to sweep the 
house, and make himself generally useful, you will find that fuur men willdo as much as 
six inother houses. That such servants are to be found or tobe trained todo the above, 

-is beyond aildoubt ; and the littie extra care and perseverance that are required to obtain 
such a desideratunt, will be well bestowed, as the reward will prove—a house, in point of 
donresticcomtort und neatness, equal-to any in Calcutta. 

Should you be dependant upon another for your servants, you will be urged to take into 
your service one or more of the description we have given in the list: but take care that 
you look more to the actual necessity you have for them, than to the object of 2 show. 
‘The time has gone by, when a great retinue of servants, a splendid equipage, and numerous 
parties, were the steppingstones to patronage and support. At present, although many 
tradesnien live in'a styic suitable to a nobleman at home, ‘the principal object ap y 
nonty :—~and should you even be recommended to adopt the maxim of a few “to live, to 
flutter, and to die ;” iisten at least to us, and take our disinterested advice :—have every 
thing becoming yoursituation and circumstances in life—provide necessaries, as conveni- 
ences should follow, when those are supplied. 

Frequent attempts are made by gentlemen to keep their servants well dressed, by fur. 
nishine them with « suit oc two of clothes in-the vwear- thicie ucelece ac it aften hone 
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uiach wort fo be of service to any body; besides the expense of the article, the act is. lost 
upon native, whe appears to be lost to ail eof gratitude. Whiat is required of you, if you 
wish to have any livery, is to provide turbans and girdles, which are to be bought ready made 
iu the bazar, dr of men who hawk them about thestrects. . i 

Ladies, strangers in Calcutta, are often at a loss to obtain good ayahs, or lady’s maids. 
inorder to assist them in the choice of such as are likely to give satisfaction, 1 must point 
out three distinctions among the class of women who profess to be ayahs. The first is the 
Indo-Portuguese. These, owing to their Chustian, princi and habits, are better adapted 
for the situation of un attendant than native women, and no doubt, are preferred by every 
lady, us they donot scruple to do many things, at which the Hindustanee, &c. women, 
(who form the second class,) would decidedly object. The third description,. is that class, 
called * matrany ayahs,” (2ilso natives.) from the circumstance of their condescending, if 
necessary, to do the menial and lowest duties in a house. : 

As many of the Portuguese ayahs speak English, it is very desirable that a newly arriv- 
ed lady obtain one of that class: but as a preliminary step, before ging one of either 
class, it should be ascertained whether she can and will wash silk stockings, fine linen, &e. 
"To such as do this and dress hair, from 10 to 16 rupees per month are usually paid. To those 
of the second class, who rarely do the sbove, 6 or 8 rupees are quite suflicient, and from 5 to6 
to the third class. The wages of either flepend very much upon the duties undertaken, and 
except in instances of European Maids being engaged, who get from 16 to 39 rupees per 
month, and arc occasionally obtained by advertising for them, the rates are regulat by the’ 
qualifications of the ayah. ig : i . 

Your treatment to your servants is worthy of attention. It is a common practice to beat 
and abuse them, if they appear the least stupid or awkward, Do neither, but get rid of 
them as soon as youcan; for should you resort to harsh measures, you will seldom improve 
them, and few ood servants, when it is known that you ure a hard ‘task-master, will be dis- 
posed to enter your service: much can be done by giving what instruction lies in your power, 
and it seldom happens but a lesson, mildly given, will do more than coercive means, for the 
class of natives who are more immediately connected with master,” are shrewd and active, 
and disposed to learn. As all servants are engaged by the month, the wages are expected to 
be paid accordingly 5 this rule however, is not adhered to, and in fact is not considered 
binding in most families, as payments are generally made ubout the middle of the following 
month, afterthe wages are due: with yourself, and even others, it is optional; but when 
we consider that the native has no more than what goes from“ hand to mouth,” it is reason. 
able for him to look for his money when it is due. 


FRAUDS. 


An insight into a few of the frauds of Calcutta will no doubt be of service to the strang- 
er. One of them’relates’to the.all-important article “ money.” But to express myself more 
clearly, J must, quote another authority, which states that, “ there are certain rupees in wide 
circulation in Calcutta, which are, by the natives, denominated micky rupees, signifying 
rupees mixed with base metal. These rupees have -originally been gopd, but the ingenuity 
of’ the wives of certain money changers have caused them to be perforated at the edges, and 
then completely excavated. The cavity is filled up with lead, after extracting silver to the 
value of about } of a. good rupee. Although the keen eye of a native, who looks with cau- 
tion, may detect the imposition, it is difficult for a cayeless observer to do so. The act of 
perforating these coin, is performed in the sanctuary of native women, who are well aware 
that no police oficers willso far violate the customs of thecountry, as to penetrate their re- 
treuts."” - We can suggest no other means to prevent the money falling into your hands, than 
that you have ull your silver examined by your sircar at the time of receiving it; or, as it is 
possile he may have the management of your cash affairs, make bim responsible for any 
eyersight on his part. The way to detect base metal, is to place the coin upon a little heat- 

charcoal, when, should there be any defect in it, the lead will naturally melt, and leave 
“the pure silver without even defacing the impression. To shew that those natives, who have 
much money pass through their hands, are sensible of the fraud, and can recognize it in a 
moment, they have only to look round the edges of the coin, and see if there is a blemish 
upon it, or if it has the private mark put there by general consent : hence the reason, for 
a native’s looking so closely at the edges, and deciding so promptly as he does, upon the ge- 
nuineness of a rupee. 

Another, and a gross imposition, is that of the natives purchasing genuine articles at auc. 
tion, such as liquors, blacking ink, &c. &c. and after adulterating them, or concocting a 
spurious liquid or powder of their own, they fill fresh bottles, and or seal them with 
faise labels or stamps, aud pass them off for genuine as imported. In this case the irregular 
inferior type, or the badness of the seal-impression will discoyer the cheat. 

Native tailors should not be trusted with the materials they have to make up, as it is 
not unusual, (if they are allowed to take them out of the house,) to purloin a portion of 
the stuff, or give you an inferior article. - 

Upon all purchases with natives, you are entitled, by custom, to a drawhack of two pice 
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vants, and revularly deducted by most old residents. The trifle ts hardly worthy your ne. 
tice in making smafl purchases ; but when you positively know that the tradesman will be 
the loser, whether you or your servant take it, [see no reason why it should not be added 
to your purse we have even known our palanquin bearers obtain it as just demand, when. 
we have declined ; of course, if you are not aware of such a practice, and your servant 
knowingly deprives you of the benefit of it, (when making your own market.) it is a direct 
fraud if he exacts it. Ifthe servants were strictly honest, they would point this out ; 
however, as they study their own interest tov much, and with the hope of spunging, they 
try to get all the money to fee through their hands ; how is it possible, with such a system 
to obtain a servint who will economise rather than spend? He finds that by multiplying your 
necessitics, he serves himself. You should, therefore see that no understanding exists be- 
tween the tradesman and him, and that all money is paid by you, when it is optional with 
you to deduct the dustoory. Indoing this, your object, in two respects, will be obtained ; 
int one evil may possibly arise; you will perhaps, for a time, be not so well or so quickly 
served—as the nativgs, Inacting for another must have an interested motive; however, 
do not let this divert You from your object—persevere, he resolute, and you will succeed. 


BAZARS, 


The Bazar in this country furnish an opportunity of procuring nearly every article you 
renjitire, but when disposed to purchase, deal with the natives as you would with the Jews 
in Kurope,—at least offer them one-third less than they ask, and invariably see that the 
i ented ;—if there be several things of a sort, have them counted before 
your face ;—be cureful that they ace not changed before they are packed, and count the 
change, whetler rupees or pice; and if you receive notes, write the particulars of name, 
date, abode, &. upon the back, or keep a memorandum of them. These hints may appear 
supertluous; that they are not, may be best proved, by the forgerics already come to the 
knowledge of the public. 








CREDIT AND PURCHASES. 


In attending the Bazars to make your purchases, you must pay ready money, but should 
you wish, or require the usual credit, you may obtain it, as well as the same articles, at 
Europe shops: the goods of course, at increased prices, and not without the prospect of be- 
ing charged « heavy interest after the expiry of the credit. As to the prices, they bear no 
coniparison with those of the Bazar. 

According to the regulations of the “Calcutta Trade Association,” lately established, 
it would appear that all credit has ceased, except to “old customers, who have good ac- 
counts, or new ones, whose names and credit are generally well known.” From this, we 
may gather that most strangers will be exceptions to the rale, as time will not admit of their 
naines being “ well known,” neither can their credit be established. Notwithstanding, we 
dare say, if you appear, with a respectable old Indian, or you present a card, with a. 
addi to be measured for a coat, your credit will not be doubted, and your name will be 
looked. By the way,ms the coat is the only article that you cannot get decently made, or 
uitably accommodated with by a native, you may get it made by a European: but if you 
Swish to save a few rupees upon every article, you will conclude, by what J have already 
said that you can be suited elsewhere with whatever you may want, at more convenient 
prices. 








We cannot refrain giving you some information respecting your Bazar, or “ market- 
ing.” 'This busines is generally done by the khansamah, a servant kept by many families 
for that express purpose 5 but supposing that you would wish to economise, and evade the 
exorbitant overcharge invariably made for every thing he might purchase. You will ncver 
be able to ascertain the proper prices unless the person you employ does you justice. Thgt 
he will, notwithstandiag, contrive to rob you, there is no doubt; but as you have not 
the privilege of otherwise ascertaining the exact prices, you must submit, or else em- 
ploy @ provisioner in the town, to furnish you daily with what you require, at a 
stipulated rate; and you may be assured that the provisioner, for his own. credit, will 
give you warranted articles. As the wants of different families vary so much, 1 cannot give 
a fixed rate, but the terms are from one rupee and a haif to three rupees, daily, for 
which the bill of fare is various, choice and abundant. Whether you adopt either of the 
above plans, or act otherwise. you should never fail to have the articles composing 
your bazar inspected every morning, by yourself, or some deputed trust-worthy person. | This 
jsfound absolutely necessary, to prevent tainted atcat, poultry, &c., being introduced 
into your house. As the climate is unfavourable to preserving food a day after it iscooked, 
the greater portion of it is generally left to be thrown away or become the ‘perquisite of the 
cook or khansamah, who sells it for a trifle to the needy : but asthe situation of the poor 
prisoners in jail is such, as to render them objects of charity, a cart goes round the town, to 
collect the remains of dinner, &.; should you be disposed to render them an essential ser 
ee get eel one thn no tenon én call dale for sour iconents, “The followine are the

LABOURERS, &. 


Tlaving already remarked that the value of lebour done, in particular instances by 
natives, is equivalent to their wants, we must now advert mort generally to the manner im 
which tradesmen should be employed, and give an estimate of their charges, to direct 
persons how to economise in every branch of trade. , 

Tt is customary for a stranger either to get recommended, or call in, » European or 
East Indian upon every occasion, when work of any description is to be done, that requires 
care afd featness in the execution. This practice is certainly praiseworthy, as it shews a 
disposition to encourage and support, either our own countrymen, or people professing our 
religion; byt with duc reverence for the kindred feeling, we must confess, we see no reason, 
why a man should squender his money to ratify it when he can obtam the same labour 
and workmanship, by employing anot! of people at considerably reduced charges. 
‘We now allude to such undertakings ks can be performed by the natives, or even those, 
where the stranger, by his knowledge of mechznics, can give the necessary instructions. 

When a Hnropean is employed, the work is done without reference to expense or ad- 
vance, at a credit of three or more months; but @ native, whether enga; for “ pee: 
work,” or at stipulated daily or monthly wages, wi demand an advance, and probably do the 
work very indifferenthy, if not-clacély watched, or leave it half’ finished Notwithstanding, 
in many instances, the workmanship of natives, without the superintendance of a, European, 
will be equal to any thing produced elsewhere. In cases of large undertakings there is but 
ene opinion, as to what class of workmen should be employed; but in minor and trifling 
jobs, there is # great saving in engaging the natives; and, generally speaking, they give 
satisfaction, although their hours of attendance, and slow movements, are not at all com- 
patible with the active and taborious life of u tradesman in Europe. The natives will 
estimate a job, and do it “ piece-work,” or take mouthly or daily wages. If the former, 
you should endeavour to ascertain what are the comparative valuations of two or more 
jmen; if the latter, pay him according to the rates uffixed to his profession, in the list below. 
In purchasing the mterials, which you must do- if you cmploy workmen by the day or 
month, you must depend upon your sircar, if you cannot obtain them at auction,

NEWSPAPERS. 


These, as well as all literary productions, have their several partizans, and are con- 
ducted with varied talent and party spirit ; but as “ all the public writers assume to them- 
selves the possession of superior political knowledge, and immaculate purity of motive, it is 
impossible that these who hold diametrically oppostte opinions at the same time uuder simi- 
lar circumstances, and on the same subject, can aly evince in their decisions, purity. und 
wisiom ; therefore, it become necessary for those who wish to have aclear conception of . 
these disputed points, to hear what may have been advanced by aj] the parties engaged in 
the contest.” “All that the compiler of this work can do, is, to give a list of the literary 
productions of Calcutta, which will be found under the trade list. 


. PLACES OF AMUSEMENT. 


The place of public resort for amusement, or recreation, being few, are summed up ina 
vary small space: they are—the theatres, the annual concerts, reunion, occasional subscrip- 
tion and private balls, reading and billiard rooms, the Asiatic Socicty’s room, the Company's 
Botanic and private individuals’ gardens, the racket ground, the goifclub;'the races, annual 
exhibition of the fine arts. the nautches, &. &e.+ 

Some months after the destruction by fire of the Chowringhce 'Theatre, Mrs. Leach 
has, under an impression that the Caleutta public desire a series of dramatic entertain- 
ment, has been induced to en; the extensive premises whichi form the ground floor of 
Messrs. ‘Thacker ant Co.’s establishment and converted them. inte an:elegant’ ‘Theatre, 
capable of containing 400 persons, called the Sans Souct 

There is another Theatre at Dum-dum, vw imililary station, a few miles from Calcutta. 
As there are no stated nights of performance at either of them, the advertisements in the 
public papers convey the necessary information when ‘they take-piace. 

Concerts are got up generalfy by some professional gentlemen, who obtain the co-per- 
ation of amateurs an professors =nd_ is remunerated by susberibers or casual attendants. 
They are held at the Town Hall ont Sans Souci. 

As it is only to the privileged classes that the entréc is given to Government House, and 
the housés of cert»in private individuals where balls are given periodically or occasionally 
it necessarily foilows, that every individual, who delights in ‘time must seek it in that 
sirele in. which he moves : however the public subscription and bachelor’s balls axe open to 
all, and the unavoidable consequences of a mixed company, late hours, bad liquors, and 
fatigue are no common sequels to such entertainments. 


READING, &c. ROOMS. 


Although Calcutta is deficient in many useful societies which adorn cities of less mag- 
nitude and importance, she can boast of libraries and reading rooms which are only equalled 
in the “Great Town.” The one named below, vauks highest among the public ones ; and

THE COMPANY’S BOTANIC GARDEN. 


A morning may be-delightfully spent in.a visit to the Botanic Garden. There, one 
may sce, ina short ramble. all the varietics of vegetable form known throughout India, 
together with a vust collection of exotics, chiefly collected in Nepaul, Pulo Penang, Suma- 
tra, aud Java, and increased by contributions fram the Cape, Brazil, and differant other 
parts of Africa and America, as weli as Australasia and the South Seas. The Garden, 
which is about half au hour's row, (with the tide,) from Calcutta, may be visited at ary 





The Gardens of several of the native gentlemen are also worthy of a visit, as the 
style of horticulture, and the varied and select number of wild beasts. and birds, with a 
choice selection of flowers, give them a pleasing vaziegs particulurly as their owners are 
gentlemen of independent property, and delight in UR pursuit for the love of it. The 
gardens are four or five in number in the neighbourhood of Calcutta, on the Dum-Dum 
and Barrackpore roads: they may be visited by permission of the owners on application 
at the gates. f 

The Park at Barrackpore bears the nearest resemblance to the style and character 
of an English pleasure-ground, of any thing of the description near Calcutta, and until 
lately had within its bounds a good menagerie: the garden and grounds ave still in excel- 
lent keeping, and are adorned with shrubs, plants, and flowers of every kind. The Stranger 
may take a trip to it either by water or land, avd-will be amply rewarded for his trouble. 
In the event of going by water, he should leave Calcutta with the tide, # 2 bhowlia, which 
will cost from 3 to 4 rupecs. The method is preferred to going by land, as it is more rea- 
sonabie, and the scenery, é&c. up the river is sufficiently interesting to make the trip agree 
able. When so far as Barrackpore, you may cross over to Serampore, a Danish settlement ; 
or proceed on to Chandernagore, a French station; or Chinsura, a Military cantonment, 
andthe principal place in this part of the country, where rs are manufactured. There 
is nothing particularly worthy of notice at any of these places, and except the novelty of 
a change of scene, and the satisfaction of seeing the foreign settlements, one may dispense 
with going farther than Barrackpore. 
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The Races commence about the 15th of December, on the Course, a piece of ground 
exclusively appropriated for.them, about two miles from Calcutta, near Kidderpore bridge.

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Christian civilized life. The superior economy or otherwise of thus provisioning. oneself is 
entirely matter of calculation; but when it is borne in mind, that few of the articles 
especifiéd are of the slightest use to the traveller when his sea-trip has reached ita. termina- 
tion, we may repeat our opinion that the adoption of such a mode of voyaging is scarcely 
compatible with thriftiness, 

Should the traveller determine to prose by one of the passenger ships, he will find 
excellent accommodation, and a capital table, for 1000 to 1500 rupees, according to the 
size of the cabin he may engage. course his arrangements in regard’ to linen, warm 
clothing é&e. will be the same as if he were preparing for a voyage to England, due reference 
being had to the shorter duration of the voyage, which, at the most, may be calculated to 
average from five weeks to two months—more frequently the briefer period. than the 
Jonger. We may here observe that an arrival at Judda during the prosecution of the pil- 
grimage at that place should be studiously avoided, business of every description being 
at astand still during that time, and the consequent detention of the traveller, from the 
impossibility of procurmg @ passage to Cossier or Suez, inevitable. A letter dated from Jud- 
da in 1836, says, ‘ Next year the Hadjee (or pilgrimage) will commence on the 16th of 
March ; every successive season, it is twelve days earlier than the previous year, reckoning 
our era. From this statement, the traveller will be able to regulate the period of his arrival 
60 as to obviate the evil alluded to. 


It now ‘becomes necessary to speak of the articles which, expericnce has shewn,*require. 
to be provided at the towns of Bombay or Calcutta, to enable the omeward bound, to 
accomplish the journey across the desert from Cosseir or Suez (for to the latter place do the 
steam passengers from Bombay proceed,) with the lenst possible inconvenience. And here « 
the writer feels that his labor may prove, to some extent, a piece of supererogation; for if 
all the arrangements which the activity of the Bombay Steam Committee their highly 
judicious and discreet. delegate Colonel Barr, may have devised and planned, should be 
actually carried into execution, neither camel saddles, nor provisions, tents mor other ap- 
pendages to a desert trip will be any longer necessary. By the latest accounts from Suez, 
omnibuses were constructing and halting caravanseras building; and the performance of 
the journey across to Alexandria in 24 hours is talked of with a confidence, which no one 
will venture to deride after the manifold proofs of the results of human skill; which have 
lately been exibited to the world. 

But, as we have said, it is our business to treat of matters as they are, leaving futute 
editions to offer suggestions adapted to the future state of things. 

In arranging for the desert trip let it be the first care of the traveller to provide 
hinself with a servant who can speak both Hindoostance and Arabic and understands the 
vustoms of the country ; those who are deficient in these respects are utterly useléss. 


As the climate is extremely variable, alternating, at times, from the excessive heat of a 
Sirocco wind, with the thermometer in the day time at 104 to a temperature of from 70 to 80 
at night with a piercing cold wind, a wardrobe of warm clothing and a supply of blank. 
ets are matters of essential importance. 

The traveller will materially consult not only his comfort but his health by securing @ 
good wind and water tight tent. A small one, ten feet long and about nine in height, in 
the form of a sepoy’s pall, will be found sufficiently large for the accommodation of one per 
son with all his requisite paraphernalia ; such atent may be purchased at Calcutta for 30 
or 40 rupecs. To prevent the access of the cold winds in the winter season, the scorching 
hot ones of the summer and the suffocating dust atall ‘times of the year, a thick canvas 
lining attached to the bottom of the tent, so as to fall a foot or two on the floor of the in- 
terior of it will be found extremely useful ; and heavy article of furniture—bullock or 
camel trunks—will answer the purpose of keeping the flap described, close to the ground. 
A necessary tent will also be found extremely useful on the journey. 


A good supply ef bottled water is an item in the traveller's wants to which the strictest 
attention Should be paid; he must not only supply himscif with a sufficient quantity but be 
particMlarly careful that the bottles have been previously thoroughly cleaned and well cork. 
ed. Although there are places, in the desert, in which tolerable water is procurable, they 
are extremely rare ; a small quantity of fowaeret alum should be taken for its purifrcation 
—a quarter of an ounce is suilicient ‘to clarify seven gallons. Soda water will be found a 
very great luxury. : : . 

Arab bread being coarse, heavy and unwholesome—excepting some, occasionally to be 
purchasgl on the bank of the Nile—a good supply of .Payne’s Cabin biscuits and rusks 
should be taken. : ‘ : 

Although milk is procurable at almost every village, a good milch goat, which can be 
purchased for a dollar and a half, is preferable, as it obviates tedious delays. 

A lady should take a side saddle, riding on donkles being a much pleasanter mode of 
travelling to the tukt-t-rowan, (which is somewhat similar to a pebequn, with the shafts 
slung between two camls,) the motion of which is exceedingly irksome, particularly when 
the camels do not step well together. .There is another conveyance called the mahaffd, 
asort of couch slung on either side of the came]. 7 
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se ‘The pleasantest mode of travelling for gents is with stirrups and a mattress on a drome- 
‘y Si ie. Cy 

Alight lined umbrella will be found very useful to those who purpose visiting the lions 
of Egypt, and we would recommend such travellers to provide themselves with donkeys, 
as they are not at all times procurable on the banks of the Nile, and trudging it, as the 
enthusiastic are sometimes tempted to do, is very ap: to knock up those unaccustomed to 
such violent exercise in a hot climate. : 

Dollars and sovereigns are the best coins for current expences, and Messrs. Fergusson 
Brothers and Co. have bills and letters of credit negotiable at Alexandria, constantly for 
sale. Messrs. Fergusson and Co.’s advertisement on the subject wil] be found in the up. 
pendix, with several others, from the persual of which, the traveller will derive much yalu- 
able information. 

It may not be amiss in concluding this portion of our pamphlet to offer a word or two 

' of friendly udvice to those travellers who labour under an erroneous impression that 
mustachios, imperials and the like fierce appendages to the otherwise civilized phyisog- 
nomy have a potent influence over the denizens of the desert and the Nile. No crotchet 
could be more fallacious, for it is a well-established fact that the European costume, exte- 
rior, and bearing, clicit a vast deal more deference from the Aabs than any travesty elfurts to 
emulate the garb and aspect of Orientals. Some traveliers are also addicted to the argu- 
mentum bacculinum on occasions of trivial and very frequently of inevitable annoyance. 
This if a very injudicious policy, entailing discontent, obstinacy and very often desertion 
~—to say nothing of an occasional quid pro quo, (when the majority happens to be in favor 
of the assailed) which hy no means leaves the traveller a gainer in the fray. It is much 
more advisable to conciliate the Arabs with timely douccurs to expedite their labors in 
camp cquipage department—urging the camels &c. &c. and nothing will be found more 
eflicacious in that respect, thay small presents of brandy for which the Arabian palate has 
an exceeding relish, 








THE DAWK JOURNEY FROM CALCUTTA AND MADRAS TO BOMBAY. 


Dawk travelling is so well understood in India, that any hints on the subject of the 
preparations requisite for accomplishing a trip with comfort, appear to be quite superfluous. 
The entire journey bein; fenerally paid for in advance at the starting place—the traveller 
need only provide himsel with a sufficiency of clothes, apparatus for the toilette, bis. 
cuits, brandy, books, a blanket and a stock of cash to be assured of effecting the journey 
with as much ease and as little inconvenience as such a mode of travelling will admit. it 
is merely-necessary to hint to the Stranger that as the dawk bearers are kept by the Ge- 
vernment subordinates much in arrear of pay, a gratuity of eight arinns at the end of each 
stage will ensure speed and attention throughout’ ¥or this purpose it will be well for the 
traveller to provide himself with:a sufficiency of eight-anna pieces; and if he is likely to 
cross many Dullabs or rivers in his journey he may add thereto a few four anna pieces to 
be delivered to the mangies or boatmen at the several ferries. 

‘Che route from Calcutta to Bombay not being by the direct Post-oflice road across 
eountry, but via Cuttack, Hyderabad and Poonah, and through territories under different 

* governments and district authorities, it is not possible to arrange for the payment of the 
entire expence at Calcutta. Attention is therefore invited to the following brief instruc~ 
tions -— 

Fov the first dawk from Caxcurra To Gansam, three hundred and sixty-four miles, ap- 
plication should be made to the Post Master General at Calcutta, and the dawk be paid in 
advance ut the rate of eg/¢ annas a mile. 

Fron Gancam to Moonxcaxan, four hundred and ninety-seven miles, the Collector of 
Ganja is the party to be applied to, and particulars stated with regard ro the extra ban- 
gy burdars that may be required, and intimation given if any detention at stations en 
route is contemplated. These precautions apply however to every portion of the journey. 
The bearers, on this road, require to be paid at the end of each stage (varying fron®fiftcen 
to twenty miles) at the average cost of five annas a mile. te 

From MoongcaLas to Hypgxapan, a distance of one hundred miles, application must 
be made to the Resident at Hyderabad, to whom timely notice should be given, as bearers 
must be sent from that city to meet the traveller. ‘ 

From Hyprraiap to Suoarore is two hundred miles. ‘The bearers being sent from 
the former city, the Resident should receive timely information as in the preg-ding in- 
stance. This portion of the route is described by the anthorities we have consulted on the 
subject, as extremely expensive, but no information can be obtained of the specific cost of 

ers, i 

From Suotarorz To Poonan, one hundred and fifty seven miles, the Post Master at 
Sholapore will, on application, supply bearers to take the traveller to Punderpore, a dis- 
tance of seventy-seven miles. Thence to Poonah, apply to the Post Master at Poonah. 


From Poona 'to Panwexr is seventy-three miles, and the Post Master of the former 
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aid, is by water, and although little or no difficulty is usually experienced inprocuring boats, 
it would be advisable, in order toavoid any delay or disap intment that might occur, to 
instruct an agent at Bombay to have one in readiness. The cost of a set of bearers from 
Calcutta to Ganjam, with a mussauljec and bangy burdars, is, as we have said; from 
eight to nine annas a mile. Fro Ganjam to Moonegalah from five to six annas. From 
Moonegalah to Sholapore probably about two rupecs eight annas a mile. From Shola- 
pore to Poonsh, about one rupee twelve annas, and from Poonah to Panwell, the average 
cost is twelve annas a mile. 1t should always be borne in mind that whenever additional 
bearers or bangy-burdars are required, timely notice is requisite for their engagement, par~ 
ticularly on the road between Moonegalah and Poonah, where there is generally a great 
scarcity of bearers. All letters, relating to these matters in the Nizam’s territories, sfould 
be superscribed * dawk bearer service,’ and addressed to the‘ Resident’ or ‘ Post Master, 
Re: y,’ and not to the ‘ Resident’ only, a practice much in vogue, which frequently 
entails delay inthe opening of letters at the office of the party addressed. ‘The average 
actual travelling time from Oalcutta to Bombay, by the route we have above described, ts 
twenty-one days, but the occasional difficulty of getting bearers and the occurrence of 
stoppages, voluntary and sometimes the reverse, not infrequently extend the period to tive 
or six weeks. 


& 








‘The regular dawk from Madras to Bombay is precisely the same as that from Calcutta 
after reaching Moonegalah. Of the features of the route from Madras to that place we 
have no Precise information ; but we conclude that they resemble the line between Gan- 
jam and Moonegalah in all that respects expence and the application for bearers. 

It has happened ere now, however, and may happen again, that the country be- 
tiveen Hyderal and Poonah is too much disturbed and unsettled to render dawk tra- 
velling safe, or agreeable. If such case, the party bent on proceeding to Bombay would do 
well to take the road across the Peninsula to the west coast, and embarking at Tellicherry 
or Calicut on a Pattamar, or any vessel that may happen to be available, sail up to Bombay 
in 4ot Sdays. We have now before us a sketch of such a journey, undertaken some ttn or 
twelve ycars ago, and may possibly render an acceptable service to our readers by present- 
ing a resume of as much of the journal as promises to answer the purpose, of an itinerary. 
‘The traveller left Madras on the morning of the 19th February, and reached Streepermatoor 
on the morning of the 20th, ‘This village consists of a set of choultries or caravanserais, built. 
by w native merchant of Madras for the accommodation of travellers.—From Streepermatoor 
to Ball Chitty’s Choultry, Newpan, is 2 twelve hours’ dawk journey. Sixteen hours’ further 
travelling brings you to Arcot—or rather to Ronipetta, a large military cantonment, deriv- 
ing its nanie from’ the former place. ‘There is no bungalow or choultry at Arcot, as the 
hospitality of the oficers quartered there has rendered such a place of accommodation un- 
necessary.-On the 28d of February, the writer from whom we borrow, reached Chittoor, 
after fuurtecn hours’ dawk. Chittoor is a large civil station, romantically situated in a 
fertile valley surcounded by mountains. Ali the necessaries of life are here procutalle: : 

Three or four hours’ journey from Chittoor euables you to reach a village at the foot 
of the Mooghy Pass, whence the mountain is asccnded, and after seven miles trudging and 
plodding we get to the village of Pallavanary—Here isa bungalow occupied as a sum- 
mer seaidence y a Madras civilian, but left vacant for the use of travellers in the cold 
weather. 

From Pallavanary to Moolwagal is a fifteen hours’ journey. Of the hungalow at this 
latter, piece and of those along the intermediate road, we will let the traveller speak for 

Ursely. 

Fighteen miles further carries the writer to Bangalore, an extensive cantonment, with 
a well supplied Bazar, in an airy situation. The bungalow is a mile, beyond the fort. 
Another eighteen miles, and we reach Biddid: 

As the traveller appears to have journeyed ail the way with one set of bearers, and to 
have eneqliraged them with occasional gratuities and presents ot food, we can form no idea of 
the expence which he incurred, unless we assume that he hired them by the month at some- 
thing beyond the usual rate of wages. 

‘rom Biddidy to Madoor is twenty-nine miles, through Ouspetta. and Chinnapatam—a 
beautiful and cultivated tract of country. Madoor is a smali village, having a stage bun- 
galow for travellers at the Western extremity. 

Leaving Mahdoor we got to Seringapatam, distant twent; miles or thercabout. 

From Seringapatam to Housseinj we pass througha hilly and stony cotintry, and the 
accommodation of bungalows is no longer found. A small choultry or shed is the only 
shelter afforded. 

_ A night’s journey, at the rate at which one set of 4 bearers can go, caries you to 
Katti-Mallalvadi, where you can put up an old choultry, resembling a cow shed; and at 
about the same distance further on is Pariapatam. Here we may leave the Mysore territory 
and enter upon the vast primitive forests which line the western districts of that country, 
and which constitute the various parts of the Coorg country. There are villages scattered

Kallar to-Erkooroo is about 20 ‘niles and here the traveller 
will find a carravanserat, where he may refresh himself preparatory to his fina] stage of 
four or five hours’ palankeen travelling which brings him to the large station of Cannanore 
on the Malabar Coast.—Here he will meet with hospitality from the officers of the station, 
and can procure @ boat to take him to Tellichery or Calicut where he can embark for Bo 
bay, supposing there are no vessels at the time at Cannanore. ?

REGULATIONS AS TO CORRESPONDENCE. 


Laurvnrs may be sent from France te the stations at Alexandria, Constantinople, and 
Smyrna, and in the contrary direction, without being paid for at the place of des atch. 
Letters between France und the States of Italy to Malta and Greece must be paid for at 
the place of despatch. Newspapers, pamphicts, printed letters of advice, in French or 
foreign languages, will be liable for being carried by sea to four times the rate of postage 
fixed by the laws of the 15th of March, 1827, and the 14th of September, 1830, for thew 
transport over the French territory. 





REGULATIONS RESPECTING PASSENGERS. 
Passencers’ Luccace—Each passenger is allowed as luggage a weight determinable 
in the following proportions ; viz. 


165 ths. for places of the Ist class. 
110 lbs. for places of the 2nd class. ‘ 
65 lbs. for places of the 3rd class. 


When the weight of luggage excceds the weights mentioned above, each QWbs. or less 
above such weight wil be liable to the payment of two centimes (about one-fifth 
of a penny) per nautical league. In no instance the weight of one passenger’s luggage 
to excecd 660lbs. Passengers’ luggage shail be secured in trunks, boxes or portman- 
teaus, bearing the inscription of the passenger's name and place of destination. 

Gmpren.—Children under the age of 10 years accompanying @ first class passenger 
shall pay for their passage, se class fave. Children accompanying @ second class 
passenger shall pay the fare of the third class. Those of the third class shall pay half 
the fare. 

Senvanrs.—Female servants shall pay second class fare. Male servants shail pay the 
fare of the third class. + 

Canntaces.—Fare of the first class shall be demanded for the transport of a four- 
wheeled cartiage ; that of the second for a carriage on two wheels. 

Docs.—Dogs chained on deck will be admitted’ on payment of 10 francs (8s.) for a 
distance of 200 nautical leagues and less, and of 20 francs (J6s.) for the distance of 20 
leagues and upwards.

ACT XXXII. OF GEORGE ll. CHAPTER Li. 


DEPARTURE FROM INDIA OF ANY GOVERNOR GENERAL, GOVERNOR. 
COUNCILLOR, OR COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF, WITH INTENT TO 
RETURN TO EUROPE, DEEMED A RESIGNATION, &e. 


XXXVII. And be it further enacted that the Departure from India of any Governor 
General, Governor, Councillor, or Commander-in-Chief, with intent to return to Europes 
shall be deemed in Law a Resignation and Avoidance of his Office or Employment ; and 
that the Arrival in any part of Europe of any such Governor General, Governor, Councillor, 
or Commander-in-Chief, shail be a sufficient indication of such intent ; and that no act 
or declaration of any Governor General, Governor, Councillor, or Commander-in-Chief, 
during ‘his continuance in the Presidency whereof he was Governor General, Governor, 
Councillor, or Commander-in-Chiet, except hy some Deed or instrument in writing under 
his hand and seal, delivered to the Secretary in the Public Department of the same Presi- 
dency, in order to its being recorded, shall be deemed or held asa Resignation, or Surrender 
of his said Office ; and that the Salary and other Allowances of any stich Governor General, 
‘or other Officers respectively, shall cease from the day ofsuch his Departure, Resignation 
or Surrender, and that if any such Goverhor General, or any other Officer whatever, in the 
Service of the said Company, shall quit. or leave the ‘Presidency or Settlement to which he 
shall belong, other than in the known actual Service of the said Company, the Salary and 
‘Allowances appertaining to his Office shall not be paid or payable during his absence to any 
ageut or other person for his use, and in theevent of his not returning back to his Station 
‘af sich Présidency or Settlement, or of his coming to Europe, his Salary and Allowances 
shall be deemed to have ceased from the day o' his quitting such Presidency or Settlement, 
any law or usage to the contrary notwith standing. 











FILLING UP VACANCIES IN THE CIVIL LINE. 


LVIL And be it further enacted, that all Vacancies happening in any ofthe Offices, 
Places, or Employments in the Civil Line of the Company’s Serviceim India, (being under 
the degree of Counciflot,) shall be from time to time filled up and supplied from amongst 
the Civil Servants of the said Company, belonging to the Presidency whercin such Vacancies 
shall respectively happen, subject only to the restrictions in this Act contained, and not

and if the Salary, Perquisites and Emoluments of any Office, Place, or Employment, shall 
exceed three thousand pounds per annum, the same shall not be. granted to or conferred 
upon any of the said Servants who shall not have been actually resident in India in the said 
Service for the space of nine years at the least in the whole, antecedent tosuch Vacancy 5 
and if the Salary, Perquisites, and Emoluments of any Office, Place, or Exhployment, shall 
exceed three thousand pounds per annum, the same shall not be granted to or conferred upon 
any of the said Servants who shall not have been actually resident in India in the said 
‘Company's Service for the space of nine years at the least in the whole ; and if the Salary, 
Perquisites, and Emoluments of any Office, Place, or Employment shall exceed four thousand 
‘pounds per annum, the same shall not be granted to or conferred upon any ofthe said Ser- 
yants, who shal! not have been actually resident in India in the Company's Service for the 
space of twelve years at the least in the whole, antecedent to such Vacancy; and that all 
Appointments, ‘Advancements, and Promotions which sha!l be made for supplying any such 

‘acancles, other than as aforesaid, shall be null and void. : 


EXTRACT FROM A PUBLIC GENERAL LETTER FROM THE HONOUR- 
ABLE COURT OF DIRECTORS, DATED THE 12rn OF JUNE, 1816. 
Par. 20. We perceive by the Abstract of Act LUI. of His peat Majesty Chapter 

Ter cnncved to vour List of the Civil Servants dated the lst of May 1814, that according 
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tened the period two years which it}as required previously to the passing of that Act, 
for a Servant te have resided in India, Mo cnable him to recite more then ‘£1,500, 3,000 or 
4,000 a year, but it has not shortened the period which it was vequired, previously thereto 
for a Servant to have resided above-mentioned to enable him to receive more than £500 
# year, consequently that remains the same as it was before the said Act was pased, namely 
three years, allowing with respect to the Servants educated at Hertford Col lege, the time 
not exceeding two years passed in that Institution, after they were seventeen tobe consi- 
dered as time passed in India; and this will be your future guidance. 


ACT Lil. OF GEORGE Il. CHAPTER CLV. 


UXXXH. And whereas a strict adherence to the Provisions contained in the said

ACT VII. OF GEORGE IV. CHAPTER LVI. 

Extract from an Act to suspend the Provisions of an Act of His late Majesty respecting. 
the Appointment of Writers in the Service of the East India Company, and to authorize 
the Payment of the Allowances of the €ivil and Military Officers of the said Company 
dying while absent from India. 

[26th May, 1826.} 


IL And whereas by an Act passed in the thirty-third year of the Reign of His late 
Majesty King George the Third, entitled an Act for continuing in the East India Company 
for a further term the Possession of the British Territories in India, together with their 
exclusive Trade, under certain limitations, for establishing futher Regulations for the 
Government of the said territories and the better administration of justice within the 
same for appropriating to certain uses the revenues and profits of the said Company, and 
for making provision for the carder and government of the towns of Calcutta, Madras 
and Bombay; it was cnacted, that if any Governor General, or any other Officer whatever 
in the Service of the said Company, should quit or leave the Presicency or Settlement to 
which he should belong, other than in the known actual Service of the said Company, the 
Salary and Allowances appertaining, to his Office should not be paid or payable during his 
absence to any agent or other person for his use; and in the event of his not returning back 
to his Station at such Presidency or Settlement, or his coming to Europe, his Salery and. 
‘Allowances should be deemed to have ceased from the day of lus quitting such Presidency 
‘or Settlement; any law or usage to the contrary notwithstanding. And whereas it hath 
happened that Oilicers, as well Civil as Military, in the Service ot the said Company, who 
have quitted the Presidencies or Settlements to which they respectively belonged in conse- 
quence of ill health, with the intention of returning to their Stations at such Presidencies 
‘or Settlements without proceeding to Europe, have died during such temporary abscnce 
within the limits of the said Company’s Charter, or at the Cape of Good Hope. And where. 
as it is just and reasonable that the representatives of such Officers should be entitled to 
the Salaries and Allowances.of such Officers from the time of quitting their Stations. 
it therefore enacted, that it shall and may be lawful to and for the said Company to cause 
payment to he made to the representatives of Officers in their Service, Civilor Military, 
who having quitted or left their Stations, and uot having proceeded or intended to proceed 
to Europe, but intending to return to their Stations, have died, or may hereafter happen 
to die, during their temporary absence within the limits of the said Company’s Charter, or 
‘at the Cape of Good Hope, of such Salaries and Allowance, or such portion of Salaries and 
Allowances, as the Officers so dying would have been entitled to, if they have returned 
to their Stations. 

TV. And whereas certain payments have heretofore been made under the circumstan~ 
ces aforesaid, be it further enacted, that all such payments so made shall be deemed and 
taken to have been legally made; any thing in the said recited Act of Parliament to the 
contrary notwithstanding ; provided always, that nothing herein contained shall extend 
to authorize the said Company to make any such payment to the representatives of any 
such Officer who shall have quitted or left his Station prior to the Second Day of May, One 
Thousand Eight Hundred and Twenty-One.

And whereas it is expedient that the privileges so granted should 
under certain circumstauces, be extended to young men who may have spent less time 
than two years in the regular course of Education at the said College ; be it therefore 
enacted, that all such time, not excecding two years as shall have been or shall 
be bona fide spgnt in the said College in the regular course of such Education as aforesaid

that may have been drawn by themselves or by their agents, after their departure, must, 
in that case be re-adjusted, and the difference re-funded, : 

5. Civil Scrvants desiring to avail themselves of the benefit of the act above referred 
to, and to draw their allowances while absent on account of sickness under the above rules, 
will be required to give security in such amount as may be required by the Government for 
the re-fand of any excess that may be drawn, either by agents at the presidency or by them- 
selves, in case of their pyaceeding to Europe on furlough, or otherwise, coming under re- 
trenchment. fs 

6. No second leave will be granted to any Civil Servant who has been absent beyond 
sea for two years, until three yeurs after the date of return from sea, but if a Civil Servant 
is compelled by sickness to proceed to sea again within this period, after having been absent 
less than two years, he will be allowed to complete that period drawing the proportion of 
salary allowed for the remaining time, as if the leave had been continuous. . 


MILITARY OFFICERS HOLDING CIVIL SITUATIONS. 

. 7. Military Officers employed ia the civil departments and drawing a civil allowance, 
are entitled, in common with offieers holding staff situations in the military department to 
draw the Militury pay and allowances of their rank while absent at sea, on leave under 
medical certificate, and likewise, one-half of the difference between such allowances and 
the civil or staff pay of the afices to which they stand appointed. wt 

8, The above allowances are to bevdrawn for a total period not exceeding two years 
from the date when the vessel in which such officers embark may leave the presidency or 
other port of departure, and the civil situation held by any officer who shall not return 
within that period, shall be considered vacant. 

. ‘The rules for furnishing medical certificates and for regulating the forms and man- 
ner of drawing military allowances during absence on leave, have been laid down in 
General Orders in the Military Department. 

10, The Civil Auditor will pass the bills of offieers on leave beyond sca under medical 
certificate for the portion of their civil salary which they are permitted to draw by those 
rules, in like manner, as is provided for Civil Servants proceeding to sea on medical 
certificate. But it is hereby provided, that civil allowances shail not be drawn by a military 
officer under this rule after the date of departure beyond sea, unless security shall have 
been previously given in such amount as may be fixed by Government. i 


ECCLESIASTICAL DEPARTMENT. 

11. Chaplains proceeding to any place beyond sea for the benefit of their health under 
the rules prescribed for oflicers of the Ecclesiastical Department, shall in respectato the 
proportion of allowances to be drawn during the period of absence, as also in respect to the. 
conditions and period for which such aliowances are-to be drawn and likewise in respect 
to the allowances to be drawn in case of their not returning within two years be subject 
to the same precise rules as Civil Servants proceeding to any place beyond sea on sick leave,

16. Members of the Pilot Service absent at Cape or elsewhere under the rule for such

47, it is further provided in respect to all the above classes of officers, 
that if they embark with the permission of Government, at any other presidency than 
their own, or at any other place or port in India, provided, that it be net more distant from: 
their station than the ports of their own presidency, thé date for the commencement of the 
ation of the above rules for sick leave beyond sea, shall be that of actual embarkation 
at such place or port, and not that of leaving ths frontier of their own respective presidency, 
and the same privilege in respect to the date of leaving India, will be granted to officers 
of the several services referred to embarking at other presidencies or places in India not 
inore distant from thei station than the ports of their own presidency with the leave of 
Government previously obtained for the purpose of proceeding to Ewope on furlough, or 
of retiring from the setvice altogether. : 

in the above rules no provision is made for the case of servants of the classes 
mentioned resigning the service after leaving their presidency with the permission of the 
Government in consequence of sickness. The case of such persons has been considered by 
the President in Council to require a new rule, which under the terms of the act requires 
to be submitted for the confirmation of the Hon’ble the Court of Directors before it can 
take effect. It is accordingly declared, that the security to be given by servants as the 
condition of their drawing allowances while absent from their presidency, must provide 
for the case of such retirement, and the servants must bind themselves to re-fund the whole 
of the allowances so drawn in_case of their resignation and departure for Europe without 
previous return to their presidency, provided, that the new rules to be established, should 
require such refund.

_. Whereas by wn Act passed in the fourth f the Reign of His late Majesty King 
‘William the Fourth, intituled * An act for the better duiinistration of justice in his Ma~ 
desty’s Privy Council, it is amongst other things enacted, that ‘it shull be lawful for His 

fajesty Yu Council from time to time to make any such rules and orders as may be thought 
fit, for the regulating the mode, furm, and time of a) to be made from the decisions of 
the Courts of Sudder Dewanny Adawlut, or any other Courts of Judicature, in India or 
elsewhere, to the eastward of the Cape of Good Hope (trom the decisions of which an ap- 
peal lies to His Majesty in Council, and in like manner from time to time to make such 
other regulations for the preventing delays in the making or hearin such appeals, and as to 
the expenses attending the said appecls. and as to the amount or wale of property in respect 
of which any such appeal may be mi And Whereas His said lite Majesty did. by his 
order in council, on the 16th day of January 1836, approve certain rules and orders for 
regulating the mode, form, and time of. appeal from the decisions of the said Court of 
Sudder Dewanny Adawlut, and also certain regulations for the preventing delays in the 
making ov hearing of such appeals, and as to the expenscs attending such appeals ; and 
the said rules, and orders, and. regulations, were set forth in certain Schedules A. and B., 
toand bythe said order in council of the 16th of January annexed and approved. And 
whercus His said late Majesty did by his further order in council made on the 16th day of 
‘August 1836, alter and amend the said Schedule, B., by cancelling the Rule No. 5 of the 
said Schedule B., so approved as aforesaid, and ordering that, in leu of the said fifth rule 
thereof, # certain other rule in such last mentioned order set forth should be substi- 
tuted. « And whereas the Qucen’s Most, Excellent Majesty in Council hath deemed it ex- 
pedient to cancel and rescind all the said rules, orders, and regulations, and to make and 
substitute others in lieu thereof. 


Her Majesty is therefore pleased, by and with the advice of Ter Privy Council to can- 
cel and reseind all the said rules, orders, and regulations in the said recited orders in coun- 
cil of the 16th day of January 1536, and 10th day of August 1836, respectively contained, 
‘and thereby or by either of them approved of the several rules, orders, and regulations con- 
tained in the Schedule hereunder wricten or hereunto annexed, and to order, as it is herehy 
ordered, that the same be respectively observed by Her Majesty’s Supreme Courts of Judi. 
cature at Fort William in Bengal, Fort St. George and Bombay respectively by the Court of 
Sadicature of Prince of Wales? Island, Singapore and Mulacea, and by the said several Courts 
‘of Sudder Dewanny Adawlut, and ali other Courts of Judicature in the Territories under 
fhe Government of the East India Company, and by all persons whom it shall or may con- 
cern. Whereof the Governor General and’ the Councit of India, the Governor of Fort 
‘William in Bengal, the Governor in Council at Fort St. George. the Governor in Council at 
Bombay, the Governor of Agya, the Chief. Justice and the Judges of Her Majesty’s Su- 

reme Court of Judicature at Fort William aforesaid, the Chief Justice and Judges of 
Vier Majesty’s Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort St. George, the Chief Justice and 
Judges of her Majesty's Supreme Court of Judicature at Bombay, the Court of Judicature 
of Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore, and Malacca, the Judges of the several Courts of 
Sudder Dewanny Adawlut in the Fast-Indies and the Judges of all other Courts of Judi- 
cature in the Territories under the Government of the East-India Company, and ail other 
persons whom it may concern are to take notice and govern themselves accordingly. 
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THE SCHEDULE ABOVE REFERRED TO. 

1. That from and after the 3lst day of December next, no appeal to Her Majesty, 
her Heirs And Successors in Council, shall be allowed by any of Her Majesty’s Supreme 
Courts of Judicature at Fort William in Bengal, Fort St. George, Bombay, or the Court 
of Judicature of Prince of Wales’ island, Singzpore and Malacca, or by any of the Courts 
of Sudder Dewanny Adawlut, or by any other Courts of Judicature in the Tertitories 
under the Government of the East India Company, unless the petition for that purpose 
be presented within six calendar months from the day of the date of the judgement, decree 
or decretal order complained of, and unless the value ef the matter in dispute in such 
appeal shall amount to the sum_of ten thousand Company’s Rupees at least; and that 
from and after the said 31st day of December next, the limitation of five thousand pounds 
sterling heretofore existing in respect of appeals from the Presidency of Fort William in 
‘Bengai, shail wholly cease and determine. 

2. That in all such cases in which any of such Courts shall admit an appeal to Her 
Majesty, her Heirs and Successors in Council, it shall specially certify on the. proceedings 
that the value of the matter in dispute in such appeal amounts to the sum of ten thousand 
Company’s Rupees or upwards, which certificate shall be deemed conclusive of the fact, and 
not be liable to be questioned on such appeal by any party to the suit appealed. 


3. Provided nevertheless, that nothing herein contained shall extend, or be construed 
to take away, diminish, or derogate from the undoubted power and authority of Her Ma. 
jesty, her Hicirs and Successors in Council, upon the petition at any time of any party 
aggtieved by any judgement, decree, or decretal order of any of the aforesaid Courts, to 

mit an appeal therefrom upon such other terms, and upon and subject to such other 
limitations, restrictions, and regulations as Her Majesty, her Heirs and Successors, shall 
in any such special case think fit to prescribe. 

4, That on the arrival of the transcripts of proceedings and an appeal to Her 
Majesty, her Heirs and Successors in Council, from any of the said Courts of Sudder De- 
wanny Adawlut, or any other Courts in the Kast-indies constituted by the East-India 
Company, or any of their Governments from which an appeal lies to Her Majesty in 
Council, such Officer of the East-India Company as the Court of Directors of the ‘said 
‘Company shall from time to tinic appoint, shall forthwith give notice to the Clerk of the 
Council thereof, stating at the same time the names of the parties to the appeal, and the 
date of the decree appealed from, and that such notice shall be duly registered in the

‘'That'the said ttuntettipts of proceedings shall be kept at the Fast India House, or 
at such other convenient place within the Cities of London or Westminster as the said Court 
of Directors shall irom time to time appoint ; the agents respectively conducting and defend- 
ing such appeals in this country, being at liberty to tuke all the necessary copies and ex- 
tracts from the said’ igs; and to examine the same from time to time; and it shail be 
the duty of such Officer, by himsclf or his suflicient deputy, to produce the original trans- 
cripts before the Judicial Committee, upon the hearing of such appeal, upon the notice for 
that purpose previa en, and upon all other occasions when thereunto required by the 
Privy Council or the Judicial Committee. 

6. That in default of the petition of appeal of the appellants being lodged in the 
Council Office within three calendar months from the registration of the arrival of such 
transcripts, or in default of the appellant’s case being carried within one year from the 
time of such registration, the respondent shall he entitled in cither case to move to dismiss 
the appeal for want of prosecution; and in‘the event of the respondent's not bringing in his 
case within one year from the time of such registration, the appellant shall be entitled to 
apply to have the casc heard ex-parte.

Besides the College at Hertford, tue Company patronize a School subordinate to it, and 
under the Superiatendence of the Principal, imto which boys may be admitted, at an 
early uge, and in whieh they will be taught the elements of gencral learning, and. such 
other accomplishments as are the usual objects of instruction in the la Seminaries of 
this country. special atlention will be paid also to such parts of education as may serve 
to quality them for public business, and for the higher departments of commercial lite. 

Though this School be designed as introductory to the College, it is not to be understood 
that the Company is pledged to make it the sole cliznucl of an appointment to the College 
itself; but it ss nevertheless pepper to observe, that those who shail have passed through both 
Institutions will enjoy the advantage of an uniform system of education begun in early 
youth, aud contained to their departure for the duties of their public stations.

APPOINTMENT OF ADDITIONAL CITY AND ZILLA JUDGES. 


Regulation for the Occasional Appointment of Additional Judges of the Zillah and 
City Courts.--Passed by the Governor General in Council on the 26th of August, 1838. 


The number of Civil Causes depending before the Judges of some of the City Zillah 
and Courts being so considerable, that great delay must occur in the investigation and 
decision of them, and of other causes that may be instituted previous to their determina- 
tion, unless some provision be made to expedite the same; and the accumulation of such 
Causes having chicily proceeded from accidental circumstances, the effect of which may be 
removed by a temporary arrangement for the trial and decision of the Causes in arrear, 
without a permanent alteration of the established j ictions ; it is expedient that provi- 
sion be made for the Occasional Appointment of Additional Judges, to assist in the trial 
and decision of Causes depending before the Judge of any City, Zillah or Court, in which 
such an Appointment is now required, under the circumstances above stated, or may here~ 
after become requisite, under a recurrence of similar circumstances; the following Rules 
have accordingly been enacted to be in force from the date of their romulgation throug! 
out the Provinces immediately subject to the Presidency of Fort William. 

‘First. When the number of Civil Causes depending before the Judge of any City or 
Zillah Court may be such as to require the aid and appointment of Additional Judges for 
the speedy investigation and decision of such Causes, the Governor General in Council, at 
the recommendation of the Sudur Dewanee Udalut, or otherwise, if it shall appear to 
him expedient, will appoint any number of Additional Judges for the City, or Zillah wherein 
it may be requisite, to be denominated. Additional Judges of such City, or Zillah who 
previously to entering upon the execution of the duties of his Office, shall take and 
Subscribe the same Oath as is directed to be taken, and subscribed by the Judges of the 
City and Zillah Courts. : 

Second. ‘The Additional Judges so appointed are empowered to perform any part of 
the duties of the Judge of the City or Zillah to which they may be appointed, that the 
Governor General in Council may assign to them; and such Additional Judges in the 

formance of those dutics, will exercise the same powets, and be guided by the same. 
ides and Regulations in every respect, as the City or Zillah Judge. 


NOMINATION OF DEPUTY COLLECTORSHIPS. 


Orders by the Right Honorable the Governor Generalin Councilinthe Judicial and 
Revenue Department, dated the 30th of September, 1833. 


Rules for the Selection and Nomination of Deputy Collectors under Regulation 
IX. of 1833. 











1. The Right Honourable the Governor General in Council is pleased, with refer- 
ence to the Provision of Regulation LX. of the current year, to direct the obser¢ance of the 
following Rules in the Selection and Nomination of persons to the Office of Deputy Col- 
lector, provided for, in Section XVI. of that Enactment. 

2. When the Governor General in Council shall have decided on the employment of 
a Deputy Collector in any particular District it will be the duty of the Collector, in com. 
munivation with the Conimissionec of the Division, to nominate a person to the office~—It 
the Commissioner and Collector, after consultation, agree in nominating the same indivi- 
dual, the Collector will prepare a Statement, according to the annexed Form, and forward 
it to the Commissioner, who will fill up the head, “ Remarks by the Commissioner,” sign the 
Statement, and forward it to the Suddur Board of Revenue. 

3B. If they should not agree, the Collector will forward the statement of the person 
he would recommend to the Commissioner, who will state his objections under the head 
* Remarks by the Commissioner,” and return it to the Collector, with a similar statement 
of the person he would recommend.—If the Collector should, on re-consideration, prefer 
the Commissioner’s. Nomination, the Collector will fill_up the head “ Remarks by the 
Collector,” in the Commissioner’s Statement, sign, and forward it to the Suddur Board ; 
but if the Collector should adhere to his own Nomination, he will return the Commis- 
sioner’s Statement, with his own Remarks to that effect, and also state his objections to 
the person nominated by the Commissioner.—If on receipt of this, the Commissioner should 
adhere to his own opinion, he will forward both Statements to the Board. 

4. On receipt of the Statements, the Members of the Board will institute such far- 
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they think proper.—After completing their enquiries, the Board will submit the recom- 
mendation of the Local Officers, with a Report of their own opinion, for the consideration 
and Orders of Government ; and further, if any Member of the Board should consider any 
candidate of the appointment, who had been rejected by the Local Authorities, better 
qualified than any person recommended by those Officers, he should submit a recom- 
mendation of such person, drawn up in the form of the prescribed Statement, with his 
colleague's remarks thereon. : 

5. Under the eleventh head of the Statement, it should be noticed whether the nominee. 
was reluted to, or connected with, any persons in office, or of rank, or influcnce, or possessing 
extensive property in the District to which he may be nominated, or in any other District. 
Also the degree of estimation in which the nominee was held in the District in Which he had 
been employed or had resided. 

6. Under twelfth and thirteenth heads, the Collector, Commissioner and Members of 
the Board, should distinctly state what opportunity they have had of making theniselves 
acquainted with the character and qualifications of the person nominated. 

7. Ie is expected that the Collector and Commissioner will seek and select persons, 
otherwise duly qualified, who may be known and generally respected as men of integrity 
and high character. ; 

3. The particular attention of the Local Author’ and the Board should be directed 
to Section XAV. of the Regulation, it being of the greatest consequence to the attainment 
of the objects of the present Enactment, that persons who may be appointed to the Office 
‘of Deputy Collector, should be removed gumediately after their disqualification, by 
neglect of duty, incapacity, corruption, or other misconduct is known; and his Lordship 
in Council is of opinion, that such disqualification cannot be concealed from the Collector, 
Commissioncr, and the Board if they adopt the ordinary means within their power of ascer- 
taining the scnse of the community respecting the character and conduct of every individual 
filling these Offices, : ? ee 7 

With respect to Salaries, His Lordship in Council has been pleased to determine 
that persons appomted to the Office, shall ordinarily receive in the first instance, the same 
allowance as Suddur Aineens appointed under Regulation V. 1881, viz. 300 Rs. a month, 
including 50 Rs. for establishment, and that there shtull be two more grades of Salary, viz. 

‘Bs. and 500 Rs 2 month to which the Deputy Collectors shall be entitled to risz after in- 
tervals of five years, provided the Government should be satisfied, on Reports from the Board 
and Tocal Officers, or from other information, thut the individuals nicrit the indulgence. 

10. “Lhe above scale however is not to be understood as precluding Government, im 
special cases, from bestowing the higher rates of Salary, previous ly to the sat ue tge of the 
periods specitied, on persons who may have distinguished themselves i ly, and also 




















in favour of persons, such as Teshsildars, Principal Suddur Ameens, or Sudder Ameens ; who. 
may be peculiarly qualified for Revenue duties, and whose present Allowances may exced 
or neurly equal the lowest rate 300 Rs. 7

The Right Honorable the Governor General of India in Council is pleased to order the 
following Resolutions to be published for general information. 

-- Resolven.—That; for the conduct of the Departments of Accountant under the Go- 
vernment of Agra, there be established an Accountant’s Office at Allahabad, with which 
shall be combined the duties of the present Superintendent or Supcrinténdent of Resources 
jn the North. Western Provinces, und all the details at present conducted tor those Provinces 
by the Accountant in the Revenue and Judicial Departments, and in the Department of 
Customs at the Presidency. 


That the Officer placed at the head of this Office, be denominated the Accountant of 
the Agra Presidency, and allowed a Salary of 3,000 Rupees per mensem; that there be at- 
tached to the Office a Deputy ona Salary of 1,500 Rupces per mensem; the nomination 
and appointment to both Off pe in the Governor of Agra, 

That the Office of Superintendent of Resources in the North Western Provinces be 
abolished; and the Reco: { ud Accounts, with the Establishment now entertained therein, 
be transicrred to the Accountant’s Office at Allahabad. 


‘That the Deputy Accountant be also Civil Auditor for the Agra Presidency, and that 
ali charges in the Hevenne, Judicial and Customs Department, and the charges of all other 
Officers subject to the orders and authority of the Governor of Agra, be submitted to the 
audit of the Deputy Accountant and "Auditor at Allahabad: the disbursements of Political 
Officers, Chaplains und others not yet transferred to the control of the Governor of Agra, will 
he audited, as heretofore, at the Bengal Presidency. 


That the Accounts of all Officers of the Presidency of Agra be adjusted and made up 
in the Oflice of Accountant, at Allahabad, in like manner as the Accounts of Madras and 
Bombay Governments are adjusted at those Presidencies respectively. The transaction of 
Agra with the Bengal Presidency will all pass through the Offices of the respective Account- 
tits at the seats of Government. . 


‘Lhut. there be transferred to the Offices of Account and Audit for the Agra Presidency 
such part of the Kateblishments of the Officersof Account ‘and Audit at the Presidency as 
may. be possible under-the retief.afforded by: the removal of these branches of the existing 
business. It is expected that the Establishment so transferred, added to that of the Office of 
Superintendent of Resources, wil! suffice for the new Offices at Allahabad without incurring 
much further charge on this account. 

"Chat the felowiny arrangement of Duties and modification in other respects be made 
of the Offices of Account at the Presidency of Fort William, so as to admit of the abolition 


of one substantial appointment in diminution of the expense attending the above ar- 
tangements.

OUR GOVERNOR GENERAL OF INDIA IN COUNCIL: 

Para. t. In reference to our Despatch dated the 27th of December, 1833, No. 
75, vegurding the China Servants who may accept the offer of Transfer to the Civil Esta 
Dlishment of India, wethink it right to state that it is not our intention to require from 
these Servants as the condition of their remaining in the Civil Service, that they should 
pass the Examination in Native languages which is required from Writers. 

2. ‘We have no doubt that the Gentlemen to whom we refer will_use their exertions, 
and in many cases those especially of the Juniors, successfully to qualify themselves to hold 
any Office under your Government as there are some Offices of importance in which a know- 
ledge of the Languages is not indispensable. 
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Resolved, that, having taken into consideration the situation in which the Menfters of 
the China Factory will be placed by the Discontinuance of the Company’s Tuade, the fol- 
lowing arrangement be adopted, subject to the confirmation of the Board of Comaussioners 
for the Affairs of India, viz. “~ 
for te Tain orc of the authosity given by Section 118th of the Act of the $@ and 4th, 
‘William 1V. Chapter 85 an offer of ‘Tranfer to the Civil Establishment. of India. he made to 
each of the Civil Servants on the China Establishment, that such of those Servants as shall 
accept that offer shall be entitted to Annuities from the Company of the amount allowed by 
the ivil Service Annuity Fund, viz. £1000, provided that the aggregate residence abroad 
jn the Secvice as Members of the China Factory, and as Indian Servants, shall not in any 
case be less than twenty-two years, and that in consideration of the present and prospective 
Joys sustained by the China Servants through the change of the scene of their Service, the 
amount of Fine and Subscription, which if they were Members of the Indian Annuity Fund, 
they would be called upon to pay on. becoming Aanuitants, be not required from them. 

“hat w period of stx months be allowed to theChina Servants to form their decision upon 
the offer to he made to them under the foregoing arrangements, the same to commence in 
the case of such ants asare now jn Europ om the date of the lutter connnunicating the 
proposal after it shall have been acquicsced in by the Board in che case of such as may haye 
idtted China for Eavope. previously to the receipt in| China of the Court's Desjutch eun- 
tiitine the proposal, front the date of their arrival in Europe, and in the case of Servants 
in China, from the date of the receipt of the Court’s Despatch.

Resolved, That any person whoshall, in future, be nominated to a situation either 
Civil or Military, in the Service of the Company, and who shall have obtained such no 
mination in consequence of purchase, oragrcement to purchase, or of any corrupt pretence 
whatever, cither direct or indirect, by himself, or by any other person, with or without his 
privity, shall be rejected trom the Service of the Company, and ordered back to England, 
ifghe shall have proceeded to India before a discovery of suich corrupt practice be made; and 
ifsuch situation shall have been so corruptly procured by himself, or with his privity, be 
shall be rendered incapable of holding that, or any other situation whatever in the ‘said 
Service. Provided always, that if afair disclosure of any corrupt transaction or practice 
of the nature before descvibed, wherein any Director has been concerned shall be volun- 
tarily made by the party or parties engaged in the same with such Director, the Appoint- 
ment thereby procured shall be confirmed by the Court.

Rule for calculating the Period of Service in modification of that part of the Re- 
solutions of the Lith of February 1829, which prescribes a Maximum Limit for 
the Allowances of Junior Civil’ Servants graduated according to the period of ac- 
tual Service reckoned from the date of qualification and with the Proviso that 
subsequent non-residence shall be deducted. 


The Period of Service, shall be reckoned from the date of the Individual being declared 
qualified for the Public Service by the prescribed knowledge of two Languages as before 
ordered, but non-residence by absence to Europe under the Furlough Rules whether betore or 
after Jeaving the College, or betore or atter completing the period of ten years’ residence, 
or anterior to the date of the establishment of those Rules, of such description, as 
would have entitled an Individual to the benefit of Furlough had the Rules existed at

On the Resolution of Government, of the 17th of February, 1829, reducing the Allow~ 
ances attached to the several Offices held by Covenanted Civil Servants the Court of Di- 
rectors resolved, that the Allowances of none of their Civil Servants, under the Rank of 
Members ef Council, (with the Exceptions of the Political Residents at Foreign Courts, 
the Judges ofthe Suddur Adawiut, the Chief Secretary to Government, and Senior 
Members ef the Board of Reyuenue, Customs, and Trade,) ought to exceed 50,000 Rupees 
per annum, and directed, that his may, from and after the rece’pt of this letter dated 
the 20th October, 1829, be regarded as the Established Maximum to which (excepting 
jn the Offices above enumerated,) the total Personal Allowances of Civil Servant whe- 
ther employed in the Territorial or Commercial Departments and whether paid by a fixed 
Salary, or by Commission, shall, in all cases, be invariably restricted,

SUBSISTENCE ALLOWANCES TO CIVIL SERVANTS. 


The Period of Service of Writers appointed in Europe, is understood to commence 
from the date of their Arrival at the Presidency at which they are to serve ; and that of 
‘Writers residing in India at the time of their Appointment in India, from the date of 
smival atthe said Presidency of the first Writer appointed in Europe, of the same 
reason. 


Writers for the first and second years, after their arrival in Calcutta, when attach= 

ed to the College of Fort William, are entitled to receive a Salary of three Hundred 

. Rupees per mensem. If removed from College, and permitted to prosecute the Study 
of the Oriental Languages in the Mofussil, they receive the same Allowance <in the 
Local Currency. And when qualified for the Public Service, and appointed to Offices, 
dliew ave anthociced tn draw theGalary attached ta the Office. or Four Hundred Rupees 
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ail Civil Servants and Officers nominated to Appointments inthe Civil Branch of the 
Service after the aforesaid date. . 

Civil Servants also out of Employ after the aforesaid date, receive Subsistence | 
Allowances of their Rank in the Local Currency.

1. Any Civil Officer absent from his Station without Leave, to forfeit the whole 
Allowance of his Office for the period of unauthorized absence, unless the penalty be 
remitted by Government.

Instances have lately occurred of Officers in the Civil Employ of Government eb- 
taining leave of absence on Medical Certificate to visit the Hills during that period of 
the year, when residence on the Plains is most trying to the constitu:ion. This -has 
sometimes been repeated for several successive seasons, and much prejudice to the 
public service has hence resulted. It has therefore become necessary to impose some 
further restraint upon the practice, and with this view the following Mule is passed. 


Officers obtaining leave of absence on Medical Certificate to visit the Hille within 
two years from the grant of a similarleave, shull be sulject to a deduction of one-third 
of their allowances, A third leave of absence, of a similar nature, within a farther 
period of two yeurs, shall involyethe lossof uppointinent and reduction of the allow- 
ances to those of a Civil Servant out of employ, 











ADDITIONAL RULE RESPECTING ABSENCES TO SHA OR BEYOND 
THE LIMETS OF TIE BENGAL PRESIDENCY. 
Datep Decemner 18, 1832. 

A second leave to Sea or to Territories heyonl the limits of the Bengal Presidency, 
on Sick Certificat», a'ter one exceeding months, cannot be granted withour for- 
feiture of the appointment held by the individual applying for such seeond leave, unless

Rule,—Civil Servantsemployed in the Behar Province who may refrain f om availing 
themselves of the Annual Leave for one month, on account of private affairs withont 
deduction from their allowances now permitted to Civil Officers, shall be allowed after 
the second year of uninterrupted Service, a leave of two months without deduction 
from theit Atlowances, on account of the first month of such leave, so as to enable thew 
to visit the Presidency, on account of their private affairs ; and in like manner, Ser- 
vants employed under the Agra Presidency, shall be allowed a leave of three months 
after the third yoar of uninterrupted service, with a similar exemption from deduction 
on account of the first month of such leave ; provided, however, that such leave shall 
not be granted except upon sufficiont cause being shown to the satisfaction ef Govern- 
ment for the Servant so absenting himself, nor unless the Government shall be able to

Rules empowering Commissioners of Revenue and Circuit inthe Lower and Western 
Provinces, to grant Leave of Absence to the Huropean Officers subject ta their 
Control. 


1. Inconformity with the previous Orders of Government on this subject, it isto 
be distinctly understood that all applications for leave of ebsence from persons in 
charge of offices immediately subject to the Control of a Commissioner of Revenne 
and Circuit, must be made to that Officer. All Applications from Joint Magistrates, 
Deputy Collectors, and Assistants, must be made fo their immediate Superior, whe 
will forward the same with any remarks he may think proper for the Orders of the 
Commissioner. 

2, ‘Khe Commissioner is authorized to grant Jeave, not exceeding one month in 
each official year, to the European Otficers of all grades under his eoutrol, and to make 
arrangement for the conduct of the dutics of the vacant office, an it will not he ne- 
cessary to report each case to Government. The Commissioner will furnish Annual 
Statements, exhibiting the names of the persons to whom the induigence has been 
granted. the several periods allowed, and the total number of days’ leave of absence to 
each in the year. itis, however, to be understood, that an Officer absent from his 
Station for an continuous period of more than one month under leave granted by a 
Commissioner, will be liable to a deduction of one-third from his Salary for the whole 
term of his Absence, although such term may not be in excess of one month in each of 
two official yeara. 

3. ‘The Commissioner will use his discretion in refusing leave ; the inconvenience 
to the Publie Service, or the dificutly of praviding for the duties of the office will be 
snfficient reasons fer refusal, and the Commissioner should with-hold the indulgence 
from persons whose public conduct may not in his estimstion, entitle them to his 
favourable consideration. ‘ 

4, Applications for leave not coming within the second Rule must be submitted 
to Government by. the Commissioner with his opinion in fayour of, or against come 

- Aliance with the application, aud in either case he willinvariably state the arrange- 
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5. If an Officer should have been absent from his Station within the year on sick 
certificate, oron leave granted by Government with’ or without such certificate, the 
Commissioner is not authorized to grant leave beyond the number of days to com~ 
plete the one month. . 


6. The Commissiover will be careful to report to the Civil Auditor in every case 
the dates of granting leave, of its commencement, and of the resumption by the Officer 
of his duties, asalso the arrangements which he may make for the charge for the vacant 
office during the period of leave given. 





ABSENTEES’ ALLOWANCES TO CIVIL SERVANTS WHEN IN EUROPE, 
Datep OcroBer 13, 1829. 

That after an actual residence in Indiain the Civil Service of ten years or up- 
wards, a Convenanted Civil Servant of the Company, upon either of the Establishments 
of Bengal, Madras, or Bombay, shal! be entitled, whetberon account of ill health, or 
from any other cause, and without reference to his private fortune, to come ence to 
Europe, on lesve for three years, and to receive fur that period from the Company’s 
Cash an Allowance of £500 per annum, provided that in no case shall a greater num- 
her of Servants come’ home under this Regulation, annually, than seventeen from 
Bengal; nine from Madras, and six from Bombay; nor shall a larger number of 
Servants, who may have come bome under this Regulation be absent in the whole at 
one time than fifty one from Bengal, twenty-seven from Mudras, and eighteen from 
Bombay, and that the preference shall be given first to Servants producing Medical 
Certificates upon Oath, that a visit to Europe is indispensably necessary for the resto- 
ration of health ; aud then to Servants in their order of Seviority, according, to the 
Rank assigned to them by the Court of Directors. on the Gradation List of the Service. 


That in eases of Civil Servants compelied by iliness certified upon Oath to come 
to Europe previous to their completion~ of a0 actual residenee in.the-Civit Service of 
ten years, such Convenanted Servants shall gee. be presented with the sum of 2,900 
Sicca Rupees as Passage Moncey, and shall Be entitled: for a period not exceeding three 
years, to an Allowance from the Company’s Cash of £250 per annum ; but that Ser= 
vants having received this indulgence, shall not, in the event of their again coming 
to Europe, after having completed a residence of ten years or, upwards, be entitled to 
any Allowance under the first Regulation, except their return be again oceasioned by 
thress;to be in Hke-manner certified-upon Oath, and then only to the difference be» 
tween what they have before drawn in the shape of Absentce Allowance, exclusive of 
Passage Money, aud that of £500 per annum for three years. poe 


That Servants coming in the first instance to the Cape of Goed-Hope-for the bene- 
fit of their health, and being-compelled fram the same cause to come from thence to 
Kurope without previously returning to. India, shall be eonsidered as entitled to the 
benefit of the foregoing Regulations. 

‘Shet ia ell cases, astwell-ia those of Servants coming in the first instance to the 
Cape, as well as of those comiag direct from India, the said Allowances be considered aa 
commencing from the date of leaving Iudia, and terminating at the expiration of three 
years from that date, or at the time of arrival in India, whichever may first happen, 


‘That the same be paid haif yearly in Enrope ; that on no account or plea whateo- 
ever, their Allowances in question be extended beyond the period of three years ; and 
that any Servant heing in the receipt of Absentee Allowance froma Civil Fund, shall 
not be entitled to receive, during the same period of absence, the Allowances prescrib- 
ed by these Regulations beyond such amount aa may bring the total of his annual 
receipts from both sources to the sum hereby limited. 








ABSENTEES ALLOWANCES TO a gas ON ACCOUNT OF ILL 


Daren Novenser 13, 1823. 

That the former Rules of the 29th of March 1822, shall remain in force as applica- 
ble to Individuais actually absent on account of ill health at the Cape ef Good Hope, 
or other places within the limits of the Honorable Company’s Territories, for such 
period, as may afford them the opportunity of returning within six months, from the 
time when the intimation may reach the place ef residence of the persons in question;

ABSENTEES’ ALLOWANCES TO CIVH. SERVANTS ON PRIVATE AFFAIRS.

That the Rule for a deduction of one-sixth, from the allowances of Civil Servants 

absent from their Stations on private Affairs in the 10th aud 1th Paragraphs of the 
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Resolutions passed on the Ist of March 1817, be rescinded ; that the Rule contained 
in the 7th Paragraph of the same Resolutions, for a deduction of one-sixth from the 
Allowances cf Civil Servants compelled to leave their Stations on account of Sickness, 
during the whole period of their absence, be modified; and that in future any Civil 
Servant, who may, with the sanction of Government, be absent from his Station, or 
Office, whether on Private Affairs, or from Sickness, for a period not exceeding one 
month in the year, shall not be subject to aay deduction from his authorized Allow- 
ances. If, however, the absence of such Servant shall exceed the term of one month 
in the year, a deduction of one-third shall be made from his Allowance, for the pesiod 
of such excess except in cases of certified ill health, as provided for, by the Rules in 
ferce, 





PROVISIONAL INDULGENCE TO ARSENTEES. 
Daren Janvary 25, 1831. 

A Civil Servant who may have obtained leave of avsence from his Station on Pri- 
vate Affairs or Sick Certificate for a continuous period exceeding one month (whether 
in the same, or in different official years,) is not. considered entitled to draw even for 
one month his Allowances free of deductions, unless in cases in which, on sufficient 
cause shown, the Government may sec fit tx grant him such indulgence. 





DEDUCTIONS FROM ABSENTEES’ SALARIES: 
Daren Marci 1, 1817. 

Under the circumstances state inthe Committees’ Reports, Government has re- 
solved to establish the following Rules, in respect to the Deductions to be made from 
the Salaries of persons absent from their Stations, whether on account ef bad health, or. 
on account of their private affairs, likewise on other points connected with such 
absence. 

A Deduction of one-sixth, except in tffe cases below stated, to be made from the 
Salaries or enthorized Emoluments of all Civil Servants compelled to leave their Sta- 
tions on account of sickness during the whole period of their absence. 


This Rute however ig not to apply to Zillah or City Registers, or to other individuals 
whose allowances may not exceed o00 Rupees per mensem. It is not. intcuded to make 
any deductions from the Salaries of Civit Servants holding such Appointments when 
absent trom their Stations on account of bad health. 


In cases in which the Salaries, on authorized Emoluments, of Civil Servants exceed 
the sum stated under the foregoing Head only in such such a staa!l degree, that a 
deduction at the rate of one-sixth, would reduce the remaining proportion below 500 
Rupees per mensem, itis the intention of Government that the deduction shoul not be 
eatried to the full extent of one-sixth, but merely so far as wilbleave to the individual 
the monthly sum abovementioned, of Sicca Rupees 500. 


A deduction of one-third to be made from the Salaries or authorized Emoltuments of 
Civi) Servauts, who nay be absent from the Stations, on account of their private affairs, 
aryl not on account of sickness. 





DEDUCTIONS FROM ABSENTEES’ ALLOWANCES. 
Dargp Marcu 29, 1822. 

The following revised scale of Deductions to be made from the Allowances of Civil 
Servants proceeding to Sea, or beyond the limits of the Presidency to which they be- 
long, for the benefit of their health, under the prescribed certificates, is authorized by 
Government, and is to takeeffect trom the Ist of May, 1822. 


Civil Servants proceeding to Sea, or beyond the limits of the Presidency to which 
they belong on certificate of ill health, if absent for a period not exceeding two years, to 
be subjected toa Deduction of i-10th from their Allowances. I necessarily absent for 
any longer period beyond two years, and not exceeding two and a half years, to be sub- 
jected ton Deduction of 1-5th for such additional period, and if the term of absence 
‘shalt exceed two aud half years the whole of the Allowances of the Absentee to cease 
trom the expiration of that period.

Consolidated Rules now in force, regulating the Deductions to be made from the 
Salaries of Civil Servants absent from their Stations, on leave granted them by 
Government, and prescribing the course to be followed in making Applications 
for Leave of Absence. 


1. Civil Servants absent from their Stations, on leave granted on account of pri- 
vate affairs, for a continuous period ‘of morethan one month, whether in the same or 
different official years, are liab!eto a deduction of one-third from their Salaries forthe 
whole term of suck absence, Butifthe period for whieh they have obtained leave of 
absence, whether on Medical Certificate, er on account of private affairs, does not ex~ 
ceed one month in each official year, they ure not liable to any Deduction. 

|. Civil Servants absent from their Stations under leave granted on Medical 
Certificate for a period exceeiling one month in each official year, if their Salaries does 
not exceed Sicca Rupees 2,000 per mensem, are liable to a Veduction of one-eighth 
for the whole of the first year and of one-sixth forthe remaining period ef absence. 
This Rule, however, only applies, when Officers receiving jess than 2000 Rupees per 
mensem are absent beyond the limits of the Presidency, a8 Madras, the Cape, Penang, 
&e. Absentees to Simiah and other places within the limits of the Mresidency, are 
snbject to the higher scale ‘of Deductions, specified in thenext Rule fullowing, viz, one~ 
sixth for the first year and ‘one-fourth for the ensuing six months. 

3. Civil Servants whase Salaries may exceed Sicca Rupees 20.000, if absent under 
leave granted on Medical Certificate, whether within or beyond the limits of the Pre- 
sidency, for 1 period exceeding one month ineach official year, are liable to a Deduction 
of one-sixth for the whole of the first year, and of one-fourth for the remaining period 
of absence. 

4. From the operation of the two preceding Rules are excepted persons whose 
Salaries may not exceed Sicca Rupees 500, when theleave of absence has been granted 
to them on Medica! Certificate. ‘They are liable to no Deduction for the first year, and 
for the remuinine period of absence to a Deduction of one-sixth. 

5. Ifthe Salary of the individual exceed the sum of 500 Rupces por mensem, only 
jn such small degree, that Deductions, made under Rule the Second would reduce the 
remaining portion below that sum, those Deductions shall only be enforced to such an 
extent as to bring the Salary for the first year to the sum of 500 Rupees, and for the 
remaining period fo a sam equal to one-sixth less than that amount, as prescribed in 
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relicve him ; but in cases when he may be absent frem beyond thelimits of the Presi. 
dency, should he exceed the period cf eighteen months from the date of final departure 
he will forfeit his Allowances above the Subsistence Money of his Rank, and actually 
yacate his appointment, which will be disposed ofas the Governor General in Council 
may see fit, On returning from beyond the limits of the Presidency, if within the 
eighteen months, the usual period is granted to the Absentee for rejoining his Station, 
during which he is subject only to the lesser Deduction.—~one-sixth of his Salary. 


7, Officers applying for leave of absence on account of sickness, will forward Me- 
dical Certificates with the applications. 

8. All applications for leave of absence are to be forwarded by Assistants or other 
subordinate Officers through their immediate Superiors. ‘The Commissioners of Re- 
venue and Circuit will submit immediately to Government applications from Officers 
tubordinate to them with such observations as they may deem neceasary. Their own 
upplications will be submitted through the Sudder Roard of Revenue. In urgent eases 
of illness, the above Rule may be dispensed with, and tice applications be made directly 
to Government, 


EXEMPTION RULE, 
Daren May 4, 1S5fi 
The Rule granting an Exemp-ion from Deduction for one month, is to apply to all 
cases, wherein a public Officer may have applied for, and obiained Leave of Absence 
for a period not exceeding that term.

Officer performing the dutics of the Abscutee, if not attached toa Miliary Corps at 
the same Station, (and being of the same Rank). receiving the entire Al owances of 
the Situation in which he may be appointed to officiate. 

His Lordship in Council further resolves that. when a Medical Officer is nominated 
to a Civil Station, he shail continue to draw the Pay and Allowances of his Rank until 
be enters on the duties of his Civil Appointment, when his Civil Salary will commence. 

Note.—Surgeons and Assistaut Surgeons, whose Allowances shail beaffected hy the 
above (Orders, are to furnish the Audit Department with the prescribed certificate on 
receiving and delivering over charge signed by the proper local authority, when the 
‘Allowances in question shall be duly passed. 








ALLOWANCES TO MEDICAL OFFICERS ATTACHED TO CORPS IN THE 
NaTIVE PRINCES’ SERVICE, 
Daren Ocroser 8, 1830. 

It is to be distinctly understoou thatthe Rules fixing the Allowances of Medical” 
Officers in Civil or Politicul Kauploy, when absent on leave as published in the Geneval 
Orders of the 2¢th ultimo, are to be held applicable to Medical Officers attacked to 
Corps in the Service of the Native Princes. 








MILITARY OFFICERS APPOINTED TO CIVIL SITUATIONS, 
Darep Srrremzer 8, 1830. 
_ : Military Officers, including those inthe Medicai Departiuent, who may be appointed 
to Situations in the Political and other Branches of the Service, arc not to be entitled 
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Stations, from which date only their Civil Allowances will commenee. In the interval 
between the date of their Appoiutment, and thut of assuming charge of their Office, 
they will continue to draw their Regimental Pay and Allowanees in the Military De- 
partment. 


In the case of Military Officers, holding Civil Appointments, who may be transferred 
from one Civil Appuintment to another, the individual so transferred will not be entitled 
to draw the Civil Allowances of their Situation while in transit from the one Station 
to the other, but, for the time, will be considered in the predicament of a Military Officer 
appointed to a Civil Situation, the Allowances of which will commence from the date of 
his taking charge, and in like manner, he will be entitled, in such interval, to draw his 
Regimental Pay and Allowances. 


Phe Governor Gencral in Council reserves to himself the discretion of making excep- 
tions to the foregoing Rule, as affecting Military Officers removed from one Civil Ap» 
pointment to auother in cases where the transfer shali be made by the Order of Go. 
verninent, and not at the request of the individual himself. 





ALLOWANCES TO MILITARY OFFICERS HOLDING CIVIL APPOINTMENTS 
WHILE ABSENT ON SICK CERTIFICATE, OR ON PRIVATE AFFAIRS, 
Daren Seeremper 16, 1830. 

From the date of their Leave of Absence, ali Military Officerg employed in the Civil 
Departments and drawing a Civil Allowance, will be considered to be on the footing of 
an Officer holding a Staff Situation in the Military Branch of the Service, and agreeably 
to the Rules in the Military Department, will be entitied totheir Military Pay and 
Allowanees, and after deducting the amount thereof from their agregate Allowances, 
toa moiety of the remainder, the other moiety being reserved, as available tor the paye 
ment of such Military Officer as may be appointed to officiate. 


While absentjon Jeave, Military Officers hohding Civil Employments are farther to be 
linble to the folluwing, and also.opher Alliaty Oniers bearing on the subject, viz. to those 
of the ldth of September, and the 28th of November, 1821, and of the 11th July, 1825, 
andthe 20th of November, 1529, which declare that a Regimental or Staff Officer. on leave 
on Private Affairs, shal! not enjoy his Keyimental Allowances and half Sraif Salary for a 
longer period thau six months, after which, though he may be absent under autherity, he 
pecomes entitled to Pay or Subsistence only, as absent without leave, he receives nothing. 
Tf oldiged to visit the Presidency on urgent Private Affairs, the period is extended, to an 
Oficer trom Cawnpore and the neighbouring Stations, to seven months, from Futteh- 
gurh to seven and a half; from Agra to eight months; from Debli to eight and a half, 
and from more distant Plates to nine months. ‘ihe Orders above referred tu, also provide, 
that at Officer absent {rom his Situation on sick Certificate, shall draw, if he remain 
in India, his Regimental Allowauces and half Staff Salary, so long as such Certificates 
testify that absenve continues to be absolutcly necessary for the re-establishment of his 
health, Leave to Sca on Sick Certificate is limited to two years with the enjoyment 
of Military Allowances and a Moiety of Salary. An Officer returning from Voyage 
taken for the restoration of his health, must rejoin his Situation within the period allowed 
for travelling by water, subject, in failure of doing so, tu a forfeit of Regimental Allow. 
ances and haif Salary. as applicabe to Military Officers in the Civil Department, 
the above Rules will regulate the periods of absence, and with regard to Forfeiture 
of Allowances, their Moicty of Civil, will be subject to the same Provisions as affect the 
Moiety of Staff Allowances, under similar circumstances. 


With respect to Military Officers officiating Civil Situations, the Officiating Officer 
to receive the forfeited Moiety of the Civil Allowances of the Officer for whom he 
acts. In Departments and Public Offices, a Subordinate acting for a Superior, is 
entitled to the forfeited portion of the principal’s Salary, and to a Moiety of -bis own, 
aud if an Extra Officer is temporarily appointed, he is to receive the half Salary of 
the Subordinate, which otherwise becomes a Saving to the State. 





LEAVE OF ABSENCE TO MILITARY OFICERS HOLDING CIVIL EMPLOY- 
NT.

Resolved, that, with respect to Officers of the army holding Civil Employment,

Her Masssty having been graciously pleased, by Her Order in Council of the 
Ast of February last, to direct that the Instructions regarding Salutes, of which a Copy 
is transmitted herewith be in future observed.

His late Majesty having been pleased, by an Order in Council of the 10th of May last, 
to refer unto this Committee a Letter from the Right Hon. Lord Glenelg, one of His said 
late Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State, with General Instructions for the regulation 
of Salutes from His said late Majesty's Ships and Forts, their Lordship, this day took the 
said General Instructions into consideration, and aycecd to report as their opinion toe Her 
Majesty that it may be advisable that Her Majesty should approve thereof. Her Majesty 
having taken the said Report into consideration, was Tleasedl by and with the advice of 
Her Privy Council, to approve thereof, and to order, as it is hereby ordered, that the said 
General lustructions for the Regulation of Salutes, (Copies whereof are hereunto annexcd,) 
be strictly observed. 

Whereof the Right Hon. Lord John Russcil, the Right lon. Viscount Palmerston, 
the Right Ion. Lord Glenelg, Her Majesty's Principal Sccretaries_of State, His Grace 
the Duke of Wellington, Constable of the Tower, ‘The Right Ion. the Lords Com 
gnissioners of the Admiralty, The Secretary-at-War, the Master-General of the Hoard of 
Ordnance, and the President of the Board of Control, are to take notice, and to give the 
hecessary directions therein. as to them may respectively anpertain.

REGULATIONS RELATIVE TO SECTION I. ‘ 

Arrrece I. Whenever the fings or the Queen shall errive at any place in Her Ma. 
jesty’s dominious wire there is a fort or buttery from which Salutes are usually fired, a 
loyal Satute shall be fired feom such fort or battery, and from all Her Mujesty’s sbips 
aud vessels present ; and similar Salutes shall be fired upon His or Her Majesty's final 
duparture, and on such other vccasions as shall be directed.

REGULATIONS RELATIVE TO SECTION Iv. 


AnTIcLE I, Whenever any of the Naval Officers specifted in scale, Section IV. in 
actual employment, land for the first time, in any place of Her Majesty's dominions where 
there are forts or batteries from which Salutes are usually fired, the said Naval Officers 
are to be saluted with the number of guns specified against their rank in the scale; and 
when any Officer of the Army, specified in the same scale, being in actual employment, 
halll officially visit or embark in one of Her Majesty’s ships, he shail likewise be saluted by 
that ship with the number of guns specified against his rank in the scale, cither on going 
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on board or on quitting the said ship; but, if he should go on board more than one ship ifr 
the same port, he shall be saluted only bv one of them; but these salutes are not to be re- 
peated to the same Officer, Military or Naval, oftener than once in twelve months abroad, 
and in the United Kingdom once in three years, unless the Officer in question shall in the 
mean time have received advancement of rank, inwhich case he may be again saluted by 
the fort or sip. 2s the case may be according to the scale prescribed for his new rank. . 

These Salutes, being personal, are not fo be returned. 

IL. Whenever the tig of an Admira! of the Fleet shall be hoisted, it shall be salut- 
ed, by the ship or vessel present hearing the flag or pendant of the Officer next in seniority 
to him with the number of guns specified in scale, Section TV. 

UL Whenever an Admiral, a Vice-Admiral, Rear Admiral, or a Commodore of the 
first Class, shall hoist his flag or his broad peadant, or on his appointment, or shall change 
his flag or broad pendant on his promotion (he being the seuior Officer present), the stip 
bearing the flag or the pendant of that Officer next m seniority to him only, shall salute 
with the number of guns to which his flag or his broad pendant may be entitled, according 
to scale, Section IV. or, being a junior Oliicer, he shall salute the senior present ; but no 
interchange of Salutes shall take place, on the re-hoisting ofa flag or a broad pendant, 
between Officers who shall have already exchanged Sulates within twelve months, and no 
other ships or vessels, whether bearing ilags or broad pendant, or as private ships present on 
any occasion of such Salutes being lired, shail salute, except under the circumstances 
hereinafter explained. 

‘Whenevera Flag Officer, or a Commodore of the first Class, shall join or meet a senior 
OMicer, for the first time (except a Commodore meeting a senior Captain who may net be 
a Commodore), he shall salute such senior Officer with the number of guns to whict he 
may be entitled, according to scale, Section IV. 

V. Ifthere be more than ane Flag Oflicer, or one Commodore of the first Class in squa- 
drons, joining or mecting. the ship only of the senior Flag Officer, or of the senior Commodore 
of each squadron, shall salute the Flag Ofticgy, or the Commodore who may be the senior 
Officer to all present. : 

VI. Whenever any ship or vessels of war shall join or meet a Flag Officer, or a Com- 
modore of the first Class, for the first time, she shall salute such Flag Officer or Commo- 
dore (if the latter be a senior Officer) with the number of guns to which he may be enti- 
tle but if more than one ship or vessel shall, at the same time, join or meet a Flag 
Officer, or a Commodore of the first Class, and the said ships or vessels shall be under the 
orders of a senior Odlicer, in command of one of them, such senior Officer, only, shall salute 
the flag or the broad pendant (if the Commodore be his superior): but if the said ships or 
pores ‘shall be under separate and distinct orders, then Saliitesshedl be-firet ‘by euch of 
them. 

VIL. Whenever a junior Officer shall salute the flag ofthe Tord High Admiral, ov of 
the Lords Commissionets of the Admiralty, or of any Flag Officer, or the broad pendant of 
a Commodore of the first Class, a Salute shall bs fired in return, of the number of guns to 
which the rank of the Oficer who saluted sball be (if a Flag Officer or a Commodore of the 
first Class) cntitled according to the scale, Section IV. If the Officer saluting be of the 
rank of Commodore of the second Class, Captain, or of inferior rank the return Salute shall 
he of seven guns, as specified in the scale. When more than one Flag Officer, Commodore, 
Captain, Commander, or Licutenant commanding, shall salute, one Salute shall be fired in 
return, as an answer to the whole, consisting of the same number of guns as the Officer receiv- 
ing the Salute he is entitled to; but no Flag Ollicer, nor Commodore shall be saluted more 
than once during the period of his command, by the same Flag Officer, Commodore, Captain, 
Commander, ot Lieutenant commanding any one of Fler Majesty’s ships or vessels, except on 
the occasion of a change of flags or of broad pendants on a promotion. 

VLUL No Captain, Commander, or Lieutenant, nor any other inferior Officer, command. 
ing one of Her Majesty’s ships or vessels, shall salute an Officer under the rank of a Com« 
modore of the first Class, or Brigadier General, in Her Majesty's Navy or Army, in any 
part of the world. : 

IX. When Flag Officers, Commodores, Captains, or other Officers commanding, 
shall be saluted by Merchants’ ships (either British or foreign), they shall return five guns 
toa single Merchant’s ship, and seven to several ships. 

This Article to apply to ail private ships saluting, not being in Her Majesty's Navy. 

X. Having in view to assimilate, in ice, Salutes in all Her Majesty’s dominions, 
and the exchange of Salutes between Her Majesty’s forts and ships having been forbidden 
in the United Ningdom, in future Her Majesty's ships anil vesscls, and Her Majesty's forts 
and castles, are not, on any account, toexchange Salutes in any part of Her Majesty's 
dominions. 

XL At the Funeral of General and Flag Officers, of Commodores of the first Class 
and Brigadic:-Generals dying upon service, minute-zuns are to be fired whilst the body is 
proceeding to the place of interment, but these minute-guns are not to exceed the ntunber 
to which the Officer’s rank entitled him when living. 

There shall moreover he fired, after the body fs deposited in the grave. or in the ‘sea 
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entitled to when living ; and in the event of a General or Flag Officer dying afloat, and 
who is to be buried on shore, where there is a fort, miuute-guns are to be fired from: the 
ship whilst the body is conveying to the shore ; and after the body is landed, minute-guns 
are to he fired by the fort whilst the funeral procession is moving from the landing-place 
to the place of interment ; the minute-guns, both from the ship and the fort, shall not 
exceed twice the number of guns the Officer was entitled to when living. 

Cannons are not to be tired at the funerals of Officers subordinate to the above ranks, 
it being left to the two Services to regulate the Sulutes of the small arms, and other cere- 
monies to be observed at their funerals.

REGULATIONS RELATIVE TO SECTION V. 

Anricte I. Governor-General of India, and the Governors of Madras and Bombay, 
are to be saluted by Her Majesty’s ships and forts in India with the number of guns spe- 
cified in scale, Section V.; but these Salutes are not to take place any where but in the 
Indian seas, and the forts and batteries at, andl to the eastward of, the Cape of Good 


Hope. 

i. The Lord-Warden of the Cingue Ports is to be saluted by the fort within his 
jurisdiction the number of guns specified in scale, Section V.; and as heretofore has been

TU. All other Governors, or Lords Tigh Commissioners of Her Majesty's Colonies, 
Foreign Possessions, Castles, or Fortresses (including Her Majesty’s Lord High Com. 
missioner of the Indian Islands), shall he entitled to a Salute of the number of guns speci- 
fied against their rank in seale, Section V.; but they shall be entitled to this compliment 
only within the precinets of their Governments ; consequently, when they proceed in a 
ship of war from the United Kingdom, they are only-to be saluted by such ship on their 
quitting her, after arrival at ther several destinations. A Governor, on his first landing 
in his Government, shall be entitled to be saluted from the fort or battery, with the number 
of guns before spectied. and again, on his final departure, at the expiration of his Govern. 
ment; and he shall be further entitled to be saluted by such other forts or dependencies 
of his Government as he may visit in his official capacity, but these latter Salutes shall be 
repeated at euch place only once in twelve monthe 

Ifhe shall visit within the precincts of his Government any one of Her Majesty’s 
ships or vessels, he shail be saluted by the said ship, with the same number of guns, either 
on his going on hoard or his leaving her; but if he shall visit on the same day several 
ships in the same port, he shall be saluted by only one of them; and although his visits to 
the same ship may be repeated, he shal! be saluted by her only once ini twelve months at 
each port or colony within the precincts of his Government ; but when he shall embark on 
the final termination of his Government, he shall be entitled to be saluted with the same 
number of guns from any of Her Majesty’s ships which may be ordered to receive him. 

Wheh Governors, or Lieutenant-Governors, quit their Governments on leave of absence, 
they shall be entitled to the same Salutes on their departure and on their return to their 
Governments, as they would have been entitled to on their first assuming them, or on their 
final departure from them. 

IV. All Lieutenant-Governors administering the Government shail be entitled to the 
Sulutes specified opposite to their rank in the scale, Section V. under the foregoing reguls— 
tions and restrictions laid down for Governors. 

V. Lieutenant-Governors not administering the Government are to be entitled to be 
saluted with the number of guns specified against their rank in the scale, Section V. but!

REGULATIONS RELATIVE TO SECTION VI. 

Arricte I. If a Foreigner of high distinction, or a Foreign Flag Officer, cr a General 

Officer, sha)l visit any one of Her Majesty’s ships or vessels, he may be saluted on his 

ing on board, or leaving the ship or vessel, with such number of guns as, from his 
Tank, may be deemed proper : uot, however, exceeding fifteen, unless a British Officer of 
corresponding rauk shall have been saluted by & ship or vessel of the nation of such Fo- 
reigner with a greater number, in which case an equal number may be fired, but never 
exceeding ninetcen guns. 

The Captain of a foreign ship of war may also be saluted with nine guns, on his 
visiting one of Her Majesty's ships, if such compliment shal! have been paid to the Captain 
of one of Her Majesty’s ships on his visiting a ship of the nation to which such foreign 
ship may belong; but if he never had an opportunity of visiting such foreign ship of war, 
he is nevertheless at liberty to pay the compliment to the foreign Captain, and to return the 
personal Salute from any foreign ship. 

In either of the above-mentioned cases the flag of the nation of such foreigner shall be 
hoisted during the Salute at the mast-hexd. : 

TL Officers conumanding Her Majesty’s ships or vesscls on visiting foreign ports are 
to ascertain the number of guns with which such places have usually been saluted, and 
they are to salute with that number of guns, on receiving assurance that the Salute will 
be returned gun for gun; but such Salutes are not to exceed twenty-one guns. In the 
event of there being already in the port, a scuior Officer of Her Majesty’s ships, his direc- 
tions on the subject are to be followed ;' but if several ships or vessels shall arrive together, 
the senior Officer only of them shall salute. 

IIL. All Salutes from ships of war of other nations either to Her Majesty's forts or 
ships are to be returned gun for gun. 

TV. A British ship or vessel of war meeting at sea a foreign ship of war bearing 
the flag of a Flag Officer, or the broad pendant of a Commodore, commanding a station or 
squadron, and superior in rank to the Officer of the British ship or vessel, she shail salute 
such foreign Flag Officer or Commodore with the number of guns to which a British 
Ollicer of corresponding rank is entitled, upon being assured of receiving in return gun 
for gun. 

V. Her Majesty’s ships or veseels shall not, on any account, lower their top-gallant- 
sails, nor their flags, to any foreign ships or vessels whatsoever, unless the foreign ships or 
vessels shall first, or at the same time lower their top-gallant-sails or their flags to them. 





SECTION VII. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 


REGULATIONS RELATIVE TO SECTION VII. 

1. None of the Salutes authorised by these Instructions shall Le fired from ships of 
wer, without due communication, by signal or otherwise, being made to the Naval Com~ 
manding Officer present, except in cases of Salutes in compliment to such Commanding 

* Officer himself. + . 

IE Such of the authorities mentioned in the foregoing Instructions as may, from

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Til. Frequent accidents occurring during the firing of Salutes in small vessels, from 
the haste with which the guns are necessarily reloaded, none of Her Majesty’s vessels, with 
Jess thau 10 gun’ are in future to fire a. Salute that may require the reloading of the guns, 
unless under circumstances when such omission cannot be explained, to prevent giving 
offence to a. Foreign Power or a Foreign Officer. 

IV. No other Salutes than those authorised hy the foregoing regulations are to be 
allowed, except that, upon any important occurrence, such as a great victory gained by 
Her Majesty’s arms, or other highly advantageous national event, the Governor, or Officer 
commanditg any of Her Majesty’s possessions abroad, may in conjunction with the senior 
Officer of Her Majesty’s Naval Service on the spot, direct such Salutes to be fired as the 
occasion may seem to them to require; but, unless the Officers in cominand of both Services 
concur in the propricty of such Salutes being fired, they are not to take place by one 
Service only. 

The Governors of our Colonies are, however authorised to continue to sanction such 
Salutes as may have been customary, and which they may deem right and proper at: re~ 
ligious ceremonies, and further to cause the usual Salutes to be fired at the opening and 
closing of the Houses of Parliament or Assembly ; but these Salutes are in neither of the 
above cases to exceed 19 guns. 

V. The ammunition for all Salutes, authorized by the foregoing instructions shall be 
supplied by Her Majesty’s Ordnance at the public charge ; but in the event of guns being 
fred to enforee Quarantine or Port Regulations, where there may be local laws authoriz~ 
ing the recovery of the cost of ammunition used for such purpose, the amount js always 
to be recovered and paid to the respective Officers of the Ordnance at the place.

The Head Quarters of the Army, and of all General Officer’s or Division Com.

All Fortresses or Cantonments with a permanent Garrison Staff. 

‘The Head Quarters of all District or Brigadiers’ Commands, or Field Forces. 

Ail Camps or Ports at which a Force is stationed of, or equal totwo Corps, 
(Cavalry ov Infantry,) with a Company or more of Artillery, or a Field Battery. 

HIE, Salutes to those entitled thereto are authorized according to the Regulations 
at all places coming within the above description. 

IV. Officers inferior to Brigadter General, who Command Divisions of the Army, 
Districts, Field Forces, on or beyond the British Frontier; or Garrisons with a perma- 
nent Staff, to receive the Salute and Honours of the next Superior Army Rank from 
their own Garrisons, Forces, &e. 

V. Ships Saluting the Fort, to have the Compliment returned by an equal Num. 
ber of Guns, 

VI. No Person to be Saluted, but when he comes into, or leaves the Presidency 
on Public Service.

Of the 0th March, 1836, between Great Britain and France, for the conveyante 


through France of the Correspondence of the East Indies with England, and 
vice verse. : 


- Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of t Britain and Ireland, and 
His Majesty the King of the French, being desirous of ing an arrangement for con- 
veying through France. the correspondence between Great Britain and the East Indies, 
have resolved to secure this important result by means of an Additional Convention to the 
Post Office Convention concluded the 30th March, 1836, and have for this purpose named 
as their Plenipotentaries, that is to say: ° 


Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, the 
Right Honourable Granviile Earl Granville, Knight Grand Cross of the Most Honourable 
Order of the Bath, a Peer of the Realm, a Privy Councillor, and Her Britannick Ma. 


iets. Ambassador Extreordinary and Plenipotentiary to His Majesty the King of the 
ench, 


And His Majesty the King of the French, the Sieur Napoleon Lannes, Duke of Mon- 
tebello, a Peer of France, Oliicer of His Royal Order of the Legion of Honour, Grand 
Cooss of the Order of Isabella the Catholick, His Minister and Secretary of State for 
the ¢ of Foreign Affairs ; 

0, after having communicated to each other their respective Full Powers, found 
in good and due form, have agreed upon and concluded the following Articles + 

I, The Government of Ner Majesty the Qucen of the United Kingdom of Great 
Btitain and Ireland shall confide to the Post Office of France, upon the conditions ex- 
pressed in the following Articles, the conveyance, in mail-bags or closed boxes, of the 
corvespondence coming from the ast Indies, destined for the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and ireland, and vice versa whenever the abovementioned correspondence shail 
pass through France, 

The British Government reserves to itself at all times the right of causing, when- 
ever it shall think proper, the abovementioned correspondence coming from the Kast Indies 
to the United Kingdom, and vice versa, and passing through France, to be conveyed, 
either between Alexandria and Malta, or between and Marseilles, by vessels freighted 
or employed for that purpose by its orders, or by the packets of the Royal Navy. 

. Whenever the packets of the Royal British Navy, charged with the correspondence 
from the Kast Indies for Great Britain shail touch at Marseilles, or at tiny other French 
Port in the Mediterranean, they shall be considered ‘and received “in thosé ports as _ves- 
sels of war; shall be exempt from all dues of navigation and port charges ; and shall 
enjoy therein all the honours and privileges accorded by the Convention of the 14th June, 

, to the vessels of the two States employed in the’ conveyance of the correspondende 
between Dover and Calais, 

‘The same immunities, honours, and privileges are secured to the packets of the Royal 
zrench Navy in the ports of the Mediterranean subject to the dominion of Her Britannick 

ajesty. 

mm The French Government engages to effect the conveyance of the correspondence 
designated in the Ist Article of the present Additional Vonyention, in the manner following-: 

1¥, Between Alexandria and M arseilles, by steam packets of 160 horse power, belongin; 
to the Government, which shall leave Alexandria on the 7th, and 17th, and 27th, an 
Maurseilies on tle Ist, 11th, and 2lst of each month. - 

- Between Marseilles and Calais, by mail coaches starting from both those towns 
evel Aye 

Inthe event of any alteration in the days or hours of departure from those two ports, _ 
the French Post Oftice shall give, six months before, notice thereof to the British Post Office. 

IV. Theduration of the’ passage from Alexandria to Marseilles, including the time 
necessary for the transshipment and for the uritication, it necessary, of the correspondence 
at Malta, shall not, except under uncontrowlable circumstances, exceed three hundred and 
forty-five hours, or fourteen days and niue hours. 

The duration of the passage from Marseilles to Alexandria, including the time neces- 
sary for the transhipment of the correspondence at Maita, shail not, except under un- 
controulable circumstances, exceed three hn hours, or twelve days and twelve 
hours.

V. The distance between Marseilles and Calais shall be performed by the mail coaches of.

VI. The mail trom the East Indies to Great Britain, from Great Britain to the East 
Indies, shall Ps or through the French territory sealed with the seal of the Post Office 
of the East India Company, or with that of the British Post Ottice, : 

An impression of the seal used for sealing the mails coming from the East Indies, shall 





be furnished to, and deposited in the Health Oilice at Marseilles. 
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With a view to exempt the correspondence coming from the East Indies from the opera~ 
tion of purification, to which it would otherwise be subjected by the sanitary regulations, the 

g destined to contain such correspondence shall be made of plate-iron or fin, and shall 
be hetmitically closed; aud they shall not have attached to them. any substance confidered, 
according to the sanitary regulations, as capable of communicating infection. Se 

Vil. Whenever casés containing the correspondence of the East Indies for Great Britain, 
or of Great Britain, for the Kast Indies, shall be forwarded by the French Post Office, 
there shall be reserved, as well in the French Mediterranean packets as in the mail coaches 
by which such correspondence shall be conveyed, a place free of charge for a courier of Her 
Britannick Majesty, who stall keep under his especial care the despatches and mails of the 
Government of Her said Majesty, and who shail have the right to be present at the purifi- 
cation of the correspondence, whenever it shall take place, and at all other operations to 
which the correspond ce may be subjected. 

A free passage shall be Likewise allowed to the said courier in the French Post Office 
packets established in the channel, whenever he shall think proper to proceed from Calais 
to Dover by those vessels. 


VIN. The Government of Her Britannick Majesty engages to deliver tothe French Post. 
Office. all letters from the East Indies, and from the French possessions in India destined for 
France, or for countries to which France, 


serves as the channel of communication, and to 
gonvey with its own correspondence all such letters, destined for the Kast Indies and for the 
Freach possessions in India, as shall be detivered to it by the French Post Office. P 

‘The postage of all such letters shail be paid as far as Alexandria by the senders whether 
in France or in the East Indies. " 

It is understood, that no correspondence coming from the East Indies, ‘and destined for 
the countries to Which France serves as the channel of communication, shell be deliverette 
the French Post Office, unless the senders shall have expressed the intention of sending such 
correspondence through France, by writing on the address the words, by French Post 
Office, ov, hy way of France. 

IX. The Post Ollice of Great Britain shall pay to the Post Office of France, in satisfac. 
tion of all charges of conveyance or transit of the correspondence mentioned in the Ist Article 
of the present Additional Convention, between Alexandria and Calais, as follows, that 
is to say:

XIIL The correspondence mentioned in the preceding Article may be accompanied by 3 
courier or agent of the French Post Office, who shall, in such case, enjoy, on board the 
English packets or vessels which shall be freighted or employed by the English Govern- 
ment, the privileges allowed to the couriers of the British Post Office by Article Vi. of 
the present Additional Convention. 

IV. The couriers of the British Post Office who shall accompany, on board the French 
Mediterranean packets, the correspondence of the East Indies for Great Britain, and of 
Great Britain for the East Indies, may receive or deliver, either ut Malta, or at any other 
atation at which Lhe said packets shall touch, mail bags from or for Great Britain, on the 
aame conditions, and with the same privileges stipulated by the pyesent Additional 
Convention, relative to the conveyance of the East Indian correspondence, subject to the 
operation of the sanitary regulations. . 

It is however understood, that whenever the above mentioned correspondence coming 
from Malta, or from the Levant, shall have been purified at the Lazaretto of Malta, it 
shall not be subjected to any purification on arriving at Macscilles. 

With regard to the rates to be paid to the French Office, the stations on this side of 
Malta shall be assimilated to Maita, and the stations beyond Malta to Alexandria, 

XV. The present Convention, which shall be considered as additional to the Convention 
of the 30th of March, 1836, shall be ratificd and the ratifications shall be exchanged at 
Paris within two months from this date, and it shall be put in operation at the latest two 
tonths after the exchange of the suid ratifications. Nevertheless, the two Post Offices of 
“Great Britain'and France may, by mutual consent, fix an earlier date for commencing to 
earry the said Convention into operation. mar 2 

In witness whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed the present Additional 
Convention and have affixed thercto the seals of their arms.

RULES 


FOR THE MANAGEMENT OF THE POST OFFICE DEPARTMENT. 
Passed by the Governor General of India in Council. on the 30th August, 1887. 


L Allexisting Rules, General Orders and Proclamations for the guidance of the 
Post Office Departmeut, of the different Presideucies and Settlensents of Judia. as 
well as alt Circualr Orders of the Heads of the Department, saving such as relate to 
Dawk travelling and matters of account, shall cease to have effect from the Ist Qc- 
tov-er next, and the following Rules and Qrders shall be substituted for the fame, te 
be in force at all Post Office Stationsin any of the Presidencies, Settlements or Pos- 
sessions of the Company, and to take effect from the above-mentioned date. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF THE GENERAL PROVINCIAL POST OFFICES, 
RECEIPT OF LETTERS, &. . 


IE. There shali be a Genera] Post Office at each of the Towns of Calcutta, Ma- 
dras and Bombay, and Post Offices at such other Places throughout India and in the 
Settlements subordinate thereto, as the Governor General ef Indiain Council shall 
from time to time direct. The immediate charge of cach General Post Office, and the 
control of the several Provincial Post Offices subordinate thereto, shall be vested in 
Post Masters General, each of whom shall respective y exercise his functions within such 
Jimits as may be determined by the said Governor General of India in Council, and 
the duties of the Provincial Post Offices shall he severally conducted by subordinate 
Officers to be styled.‘ Post Masters.” The Post Masters General at Madras and 
bay and the Post Masters subordinate to them shull be appointed by the Governors 
in Council of those Presidencies respectively, and shall exercise their functions in 
subordination to the said Governors in Coun: The Post Master General and Poet 
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ef India in Council, and shall exe-cise their functions under the direct eontrol of the 
waid Governor General of India in Council. .. 


IL. The existing Post Masters Generaland Post Masters and all existing Officers 
ofthe Post Office Department shall continue in Office until removed or otherwise di- 
rected, and shall act in their respective Offices with the powers conferred by the Act 
No. XVII. 1837. and by these rules, in like manner as if they had been appointed spe- 
cifca'ly under their provisions. 


IV. Letters, Papers and Parcels shall be received wherever a Post Master or Post 
Office Writer is stationed, for despatch by Land to every part of India or to Cey- 
lon, and by Sea to every part of the World with which there is a Post Office communi. 
ention ; the latter unless superscribed for some particular Ship, willhe sent by the first 
Vease! thut sails direct to the country to which the letter is addressed, and if there be 
no Vessels so proceeding direct to the place addressed, the letter shall be forwarded 
bv auch circuitous route as shall appear to the Post Master General or Post Master to 
afford the means of most speedy and secure transmission. 


V. Tetters, Papers or Parcels required to be transmitted to Foreign Countries 
via Great Britsin or Ireland. must be addressed to the care of an agent or otler perso 
in the United Kiugdom, by whom the Foreign Postage demandable at the London 
General or other Post Office may he paid. That Postage cannot b2 received in thie 
country, and unlessit be pail though au agent as above descriied ithe letters ere 
Mable to be returned to India. 


VI. Letters intendet for delivery in India, may be paid for in advance, or he 
sent Bearing Postage at the option of the sender ; and the name of the sender of any 
such letters shall not be demanded at any Post Office. But Newspapers, Printed Pa~ 
pers or Parcals will not be received Bearing Postage, unless the sender shall give his 
name and address, in order that the regulated Postage may be recovered from him, 
in case of such Paper or Parcel being refused by the party addressed. 


VIL. Letters, Papers or Parcels, intended for despatch by Sea, should he stamp< 
ed or superscribed ‘ Ship,”. and Ship Postage must be paid in advance thereon, in 
addition to any Inland Postage to which they may be severally liable, 


VIII. On Letters, Papers or Pareels, intended for delivery in Ceylon, Postage 
must be paid in advance to Point Calimere, except in case of letters received for 
Ceylon from Ship, which may be forwarded Bearing Postage. If letters for Ceylon 
are received from Ship unider cover to residents in India, such letters, superscribed, 
“Ship Letters,” and bearing postage as such, will be received for transmission ¢o their 
destination, in like manner as if received direct from the Ship. 


TX. Letters from Ceylon will be charged inland Postage from Point Calimere, 
or the place where the same are landed in India, 


X. The Tahle of Distances for calculation of Postage shall, until otherwise ors 
dered and duly notified, by the Potymetrical Tables prepared under orders of the Gow 
vernor General of India in Council by the Committee for Revising the Customs of the 
Post Office Departments, and printed at the Official Gazette Press at Calcutta. Copies 
of these Tables shall be furnished for the use of the Post Masters, and a complete set 
shall be kept open for inspection in every Office for the receipt and delivery of Letters, 
Further, the several Post Masters shall prepare for each and every such (ffice ander 
their control respectively, a Scheduie framed from these Tables in the following form, 
for exhibiting the rates of Postage chargeable at every such Office respectively for tha 
transmission of Letters anit Parcels to every part of India; and a counterpart of every 
$nch Table shall be submitted in duplicate by the Post Master for the @pproval of tha 
Post Master General of the Presidency; and one copy, as approved and countersigned 
by the Post Master General, shall be returned for the use of the Office of which itia 
framed ; and the same, with a translation or transcript in the vernacular lan, uage of 
the District, shail be hung up in the said Office, and all Postage dues shall be levied 
according thereto, e 








XI. Letters, Papersor Parcels shall he received at any General or Provincial 
Post Office for delivery at the Station itself within the ordinary range of delivery, 
and shall be charged Hostage according to the rate for distances not exceeding 20 miles. 

XII, Every thing received by Post from Seaward, not execeding 6:0 tolas in 
weight, shall he immediately forwarded to the party to whom it is addressed, either 
by Letter or Banghy Post. according to its weight, unless it shall contain articles 
liable to Custom duty. or uniess instructions to the contrary have been received in 
writing at the Post Office. Parcels exceeding 600 tolas weight shall be made over 

he Collector of Customs for publication in his list of Unclaimed Packages. 

XIII. Newspapers or other printed or engraved Papers packed in open covers, or 
eovera attested as contained Law Papers, Accounts or Vouchers only, or letters

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franked as on the public sarvice, respecting any of which there is reason to believé 
that the provisions of the Post Office Act have been infringed, shall not be detained 
for examination at the Despatching Office, but shall be forwarded marked “ Doubtful.” 
‘The Post Master receiving such letters, &c. by the mail will then be guided by Sec~ 
tion XXX. of the Post Office Act. But unless for the cause abowe specified all Post 
Olfice Authorities are prohibited from detaining except under Section XXIV. of the 
Fost Office Act, any letter, paper or packet received for delivery by Post. 


XIV. All Letters, Newspapers or other Papers and Packets received for despatch by 
Post or Banshy Post, shali be weizhed at the Post Office of despatch, and shall be’ 
atamped and marked single, double. &c. a8 the case may be, and shull have the Hose 
tage to which they are severally liable marked on them: which stamp or mark shall 
revulate the Postage to be levied trom the party concerned, whether the letter, paper, 
&e. be sent “ Paid” or “ Bearing Postage,” in order to obviate de!ay. Service and 
Free Letters shall never be re-weighed prior to delivery, nor Newsyapers, except in 
case of suspicion. Banghy Parcels shall in all cases bere-weighed on delivery. The 
re- weighing of private letters prior to delivery shull be at the discretion of the Post 
Master General or Post Master. 


XV. Inthe event of any letters declared or required by Clauses VII. and VIII. 
preceding, or by Clause LIX. following, to be Post Paid, or Papers or Parcels 
. Fetching ny Post Office, on which it-shallappear that the entire regulated Postsge 
whether Inland or Ship, has not been paid, such Letters, Papers or Parcels shall not 
be detained or returned to the sender, but shall he delivered or forwarded to their 
destination as the case muy be, and the umount deficient shall be recovered from the 
party through whose negligence the uuder-charge bus occurred. . 
XVI. Persons not belonging to the Department cannot be admitted into the 
intericr rior permitted to exainine the Records of any Post Office, without the special 
permission of the Post Master General or Post Master, to: whom applications for in- 
formation or redyess must be made, either‘in person or in writing, by the party require 
ing the sume. 








HOURS FOR RECEIPT AND DELIVERY OF LETTERS, DISPATCH OP

XVI. At each General Post Office, Bangy Parcels will be received every day, 
Bundays excepted, fordispatch at the regulated postage frem 10 a. m. to 4 P. wr, News~ 
papers daily till 54 ¥. M., and Letters also every day till 6p. M. after which hours res= 
peotively they will be received till 6f r. M. on payinent of an extra hulf rupee each, ag 
a fee for the trouble of re-sorting anil re-packing the Mails, which fee shall be distribu- 
ted, at the discretion of the Post Master General, among+t Post Office servants, on whom 
the additional labour may full, to be paid by the sender whether the Letter, Paper or 
Parcel be forwarded “ Bearing Postage” or “ Paid.” 

XVIII. At the Receiving Houses established at Calcutta, Madras and Rombay, or 
at any receiving houses which are or may be similarly established at other large 
Stations, Letters; Papers and Packets not exceeding 12 tolas in weight will be received. 
daily from lta. M.to 4 r. M. for transfer to the General or Sudder Post Office, as 
the case may be. No extra Postage shall be ieviable thereon. 


XIX. At Provincial Post Offices, Banghy Parcels and Newspapers will be received 
for dispatch, @ the ordinary rates of Postage, from 10a. M. till 4 Pp. w., and Letters 
tiJl.5 ¥.o., alter which hours respectively they willbe received till 53 vy. m. on the 
sender paying an extra half rapse eaeh, to be apptopriated as provided in Clause X114. 


rn XX. Although all Post Offices wilt be open for receipt of Letters, Pepers and 
Parcels asabove, Official references shall be made to Post Office Authorities only be~ 
tween the hours of 11 and 5, Sundays excepted. 


XXL = Ateach General Post Office there shail be two deliveries daily, the first 
delivery not to be later than 10 A, M. andthe other at 3 P. M., at whieh hours respec- 
tively the Peons shall quit the Office with the letters, &c. entrusted to them. All Let. 
ters, Papers or Parcels received from 3 r. M. till 9 A. M. shall be sent out at the first 
delivery, and ail from 9 4. a. to3-P. M. at the second delivery, and Mails received af- 
ver 3 Pp. M, shell not be opened till the following morning, except in case of public 
emergency, of of letters, papers or parcels received from Seaward. 


XXIL. At Provincial Offices, the delivery of Letters, Papers and Parcels must 
sepend upon the hour of the Mails at each Station, after which they shail be delivered 
with all possible despatch, 
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XX111. “The Delivering Peons are prohibited from delivering Letters, Papers or 
Parcels out of the usual course, and withoutimmediate payment of the exact umount 
of Postage; and they are not bound to give change. Shoutd they be subject to deten~ 
tion, they ure Kot 10 deliver the Letters, Papers or Parcels, but to return them in the 
evening to the Post Office, for future delivery. 


N.B. Under the Provisions of Section II¥. Act XX1, 1885, Copper Coin is nota 
fegal tender in pay meut of any demand except for fractions of a Rupee. 


XXIV. Whutever Postage is marked on a Letter, Paper, or Parcel, must be paid 
atonce on delivery, after wich any complaint of overcharge will be duly attended to. 
In all complaints of overcharge or uauecessary delay in deliveriny Letters, Papers or 
Parcels, the Covera of Enyelopes, bering the Post Office Stamp, must be present- 
ed for insp. ction; and as ali Post Office Peons wear a badge regularly numbered, 
when any complaints are preferred against auy imdividua!, the number of the badge 
should be specified. 


XXY. From each General Post Office the Mails shall be despatched daily at @ 
P.M. and the Bangles as svon after us possible. 


XXVI. At Provincial Post Offices, the packets shall be made up at 5 v. x. for 
@ll Mails to be vespatclied in the course of the nt ; but for Mails which usualiy 
pags in the course of the day, the packets shall be mude up half au hour before the 
expected arrival of such Mails, which are in no case to be subjected to any detention, 
Notice of the hour at which each packet is closed, shuli be hung up outside the Uttice 
both in English and in the language of the district, after which hour, Letters, Papers 
or Parcels received, shall not be forwarded till the following day: +7776 7°" 


XXVI1. The Post Master at any Station or person in charge of the Offie, shall 
have power to refuse Letters, Papers, or Parcels bearing th: appearance of having 
been opened and reclosed or otherwise improperly dealt with. unless the writer ot 
sender thereof suail uttest with itis full signature. that they were sent in that state, 

XXVUL In order to protect as far as possible the public Mails from the chance of 
robbery, Olficers in charge of Post Oftize, shall not knowingly receive Money, Bullion, 
Precious Stones or Jeweis for despatch either by Letter or Banghy Post. 


XXIX. Letters once delivered into any Post Office cannot-te recalled by the sen- 
der under any circumstances whatever. But Newspapers and Parcels may -bs recaHed 
on the parson claiming the retucn of the same. satisfying the Post Master that he was 
the seuder thereof, and on his paying the Po8tuge, which would have been due on such 
paper er parccl, if forwarded. 


“" ‘XXX. “ Forward Letters’ or Parcels, i.e. those which follow the persons 
addressed from Station to Station, shall be considered as so many fresh despatches, 
‘and shail be liable to Postage as such, from each Station, whence they are forwarded 
in succession, Kut Newspapers, which follow persons in like. manner, and Letters, 
forwarded to Officers and persons marching with Corps and Detachments on duty. 
shall uot be deemed to he a tresh despatch, or be chargeable with fresh Postaxe beyoud 
tha maximum rate as leviable thereou, uniess the former shall have been opened. 
Letters and Paurcels also forwarded to Corps or Detachments on march by any cross 
or temporury Dawk shail not be caarged separately for the increased distance. 


XXXI. The Servants at the several Fost Offices are not bound to give'change 
to parties sending or receiving letters in any case.*. 

XXXI1. Receipts will not be granted for L-tters, Papers or Parcels received at any 
Post Oriive for desputch, unless they are presented ready written either in Books, or 
in separate slips of paper, ulony with the Letters, Papers or Parcels. Recvipts 
20 preseated will be duly stamped in all cases, and will also have the weight 
whether ‘single, double, &c. and the amount of Postage noted on them, when the 
Postage is paid in advance. 


XXXIII. In order to obviate as far as practicable all delay, or mistakes in the 
delivery of lettera, it is particularly recommended that all persons arriving at or quit- 
ting any Station, or changing their residence at the same, will send to the Post Office 
@ Notification thereof in writing. +

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XXXVI. The Post Master General or Post Master of the Port or Station shall 
grant receipts for Mail Packets that may be delivered to any Officer or person under his 
requisition, and if after delivery so made the packet be lost hefore it reach the Post 
Office, the Commander shall equally be entitied to a receipt, in discharge from ali 
responsibility for the same. 6 

XXXVII. ‘the Muster Attendant or such other Officer as may be directed by 
Government, shall furnish the Post Master General with early intimation of the in- 
tended departure of ali Vessels to Europe, the Mauritius, Australia, Cape of Good 
Hope. St, Helena, the Red Sea, Persian Gulph, China or any Eastern Settlements, and 
the Post Master General shail cause a list of those Vessels for which Packets are open 
to be published weekly in the Official Gazette of his own Presidency. 

XXXVIIL The Post Master General shall also cause to be published weekly in the 
Official Gazette of the Presidency, a Notice of the several dates up to which Packets 
bave heen despatched by each Vessel that may have left the Port. . 

XXXIX. Letters, Papers or Parcels to places on the Coast, to which the means 
of conveyance by Land are provided, will be received for transmission by Sew, at the 
usual rates of Ship Postage if they are indorsed “ Ship.” 

KL. Persons despatching Letters, Papers or Varcels from ‘Out-stations, for 
transmission by Sea, will on upplication at the Post Office of despatch, after the lapse 
of a sufficient period, receive stamped acknowledgements of their receipt at the 
General Post Office. : : 

XLL Letters, Papers or Parcels addressed to any person who may have sailed for 
Europe or eleswhere, shall be immesitely returned to the sender, unless instructions 
have heen received tor their delivery to some third party on the spot or elsewhere. 

XLII. Letters addressed to any person serving or residing on board a Ship in any 
British Indian Port, will be detivered and charged as if addressed to residents on store at 
such place, and in like manner Letters may be dispatched by such persons from on 
board Ship without heing charged with Ship Postage, provided they be certified by the 
sender to be ‘* Harbour Letters.” 

XUIL. Newspapers, Pamphlets, &c. will not be received for delivery on the terme 
prescribed in Table 3 Schedule A, for imported Newspapers, Pamphlets, &. except 
direct from the Ship in which imported. 


PUBLIC DESPATCHES, EXPRESSES AND FRANKING RULES. 


XLIV. All Public Despatches are to be made up in the most compact form 
possible and whenever two or more letters are despatched from any one ice, to the 
same individual by the sume day's post. they are to be put up under one cover pro- 
vided thay do not in the ageregate exceed 12 tolus weight. 

XLV. Whenthe number of Letters received at any Post Office, shall couse 
the weight of @ Mail to excecd the regulated weight, the Post Mu General or 
Post Master is authorized to kecp back a proportion of the heavier public Despatches 
till the following day. But Private Letters, except in cases of bulty letters from Sea, 
and public letters marked “ despatch,” shall not be so kept back. 

XLVI. Despatches to be transmitted by express must bear on the face of them 
the words “* By Expreas,” and the signatures in fall of the Officer sending them. 

XLVI. As the employment of Expresses interferes with the celerity and regularity of 
the Ordinary Mails, and is attended with expense, Pul'lic Officers are enjoined to employ 
them as sparingly as possible, and any Public Officer despatching an Express, whesi the 
exigency of the Public Service does not in the opiuion of the authority to whom he is 
subordinate require it, will be held answerable for the expense attending that method of 
transmission. Public Expresses from a General Post Office can be ordered only through 
Secretary to Government. 

XLVIII. Expresses may be employed by private individuals at the discretion of 
the Post Master Gencral or Post Master applied to, on a payment being made at the 
rate of 4 annas per mile iu advance. 

XLIX. No Public Officer shall detain Mails except 2 Secretary to Government 
acting by order, nor shall a Post Master delay the despatch of Mails at the requisition 
of any other Public Officer exce}t in a case of emergency duly certified, nor shell any 
Public Officer stop or open Mails in transit except under similar emergency, to be 
Yeported immediately to the nearest Post Master. 

Letters directed to Native Officers or Men of their Regiments or Detatch- 
ments shall be delivered to an orderly or any other fit person who may be deputed 
by the Officer Commanding the Regiment or Detachment to receive the same, but 
beaters on which Postage muy be due shall not be delivered unless the Postuge be 

rst paid. 

Li. Letters from Commissioued Native Officers and Non-Commissioned Off. 
ecrs, Privates and others borne on the Returns of Her Majesty’s or the Honorable 
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Bearers, shall pass free of postage when not exeeeding single wei: 
no jnclogures or other than Bills of Remittances, superseribed with the name an: [rank 
of ‘he sender, and directed in Engli-h according to the annexed form, in addition to - 
any direction they may hear in any Native language. Such Letters must be franked 
by the Commanding Officer of the Regiment or Detachment, who shall adopt the most. 
‘effectual measures in his power to satisfy himself that the same are hond fide from the 
parties whose names are superseribed thereon. and that they contain uo enclosures 
except Remittance Bills, for which purpose they shali be brought open, and after 
being franked shall be clused in presence of the Commanding Officer who shail sead 
them to the nearest Post Office by an orderly or other trusty person.

Letters received from Enrope by Ship addressed to Enropean oe Gers in 
India, shall be forwarded free of Postage, although they may not be franked. provided 
they do not exveed the weight of three tolas. But Newspapers, Packeis or Parcels 
Go receivert will be subjected to Postage. 

LYI, In the event of any publie emergency rendering it necessary for am 
Public Officer not includeil in the List of those. entitled to frank contained in a ended 
quent Clause to communicate with any authorities on the public service, such letters 
shall be entitled to pass free, if superseibed as follows: ‘ delare the contents of the 
enclosed are exclusively on the public service,’ and signed with the name ani official 
designation of the Writer, his privitege is ho 
addresseit to the nearest Political Office or Magistrate, or Officers Commmand ng, or 
the Adjutaut General, or any Seeretary to Government, 

JVIE. All franked Letters which do not correspond in every Tespect with the 
several provisions of the Post Offier Act or of these Rules will be charged with Postage, 
but the Post Master General or Post Muster shull have power to remit the same, in 
cases where the contents of the letter are Proved to his satisfaction to have been bond 
fide on the public service—N. B. The franks of Members of Parliament will not 
exempt letters from India Postage. 

LVL, Postage charged in the first instance Wiil be remitted on the Officer ad- 
dressed sa isfying tie Post Master General or Post Master that the communication 
received is exclusively on the public service, 


LIX. Letters which individuals address on their private affairs to any Govern- 
ment Officers must be sent ‘Post pai,” and this rule is to be understood to include 
Letters transmitting Bills of Exchange, Promissory Notes, Keceipts, Go. ernment 
Securitias, &c. to the Accountant General, Gove-ument Agent, or other Public Officer ; 
put this practice shall be reversed, when Public Officers write letters on such subjects 
to individuals, on which occasions they shall superseribe on the Envelopes with their

UX, Ufficial Gazettes shall be exempted from Postage when forwarded officially to

RULES FOR USING POST OFFICER STAMPS. 
The following Rules for Stamping Letters have been submitted te the Governor 
Generalof India in Council and being approved, are appended for the guid~ 
ance of the Officers of the Department. 


All Letters and Packets whatever (save and except Newspa pers and Ship ana Steam 
Letters hereafter specia lv provided for), received at any Post Office in India for 
Despatch by Post, whether Free or Post Paid of liable to Postnge, as the case 
May be, are to be marked with the appropriate Stamp, bearing Ih+ name of such 
office of despatch, and when Slide Stamps are not provided. where’ the date 
of the month and year forms part of the Stumo itself. the sail date must be entered in. 
writing across the middle of the face of the Stamp. If the Letter or Packet received 
for dispatch be Post Paid or Bearing Postage, the amount of Postage so paid or due, 
must be entered in, writing onthe face ofthe Stamp, after the word “ Paid” or 
“ Bearing” us the case may be. 

2. All Letters @d Packets whatever, received at aty Post Office by Post for 
delivery at such Office, are in like manner to be stamped with the appropriate Office 
Stamp, and marked with the date of the month and year; but the amount of Postage, 
paid or due, is not to be entered on the Stamp of delivery, as the Stamp of dispatch 
rezulates the levy of Postage. 

8. ‘The Stamp for all Service, Soldier’s or other Free Letters or Packets, in an 
oval, 1} inch lony by t inch wide, bearing the name of the Office and the word ‘ Free,” 
and must be stamped red, . 

4, Tho Stamp for all Letters or Packets, on which Postage has been paid, is an 
oblong, 14 inch long by 1'inch wide, bearing the name of she Office and the word 
* Paid,” and must also be stamped red. 

5, The Stamp for all Letters or Packets, on which Postage has not been paid 
in advance. is an oblong. 14 inch long by 1 inch wide, bearing the name of the Office 
and word “ Bearing,” an@ must be stamped black. 

6. Forward Letters or Packets, i.e. those which followa party addressed from 
Station to Station. are to be stamped at cach Office of fresh despatch, and marked 
with the additional Postage due on such fresh despatch, 

7. When a Letter exceeds in weight asingle tola, its weight, double, treble, &e. 
must be entered in writing on the face thereof, and on Baaghy Parcels, the exact 
weight must in all cases be eutered in writing on the same. 

&. All Service, Soldicr’s or other Free Letters or Packeta, received from Sea- 
ward at any General Post Office, are to be stamped with the Ship Letter Free Stamp. 
This Stamp is cirenlar, t} inch in diameter, bearing the name of the General Post 
Office, the d.te of themonth and year, and the words “ Ship Letter Free” and must 
de stamped red. : 

9. Allother Letters or Packets received from Seaward at any General Post Office, 
are to he stamped, if received, by Ship, with the Ship Letter Bearing Stamp, and if 
by a Gqvernment Stesmer, with the Steam Letter bearing Stamp, The former is a 
square Stamp, }4 inch in diameter, bearing the » ame of the General Post Office, the 
date of the month and year, and the words Ship Letter Bearing.” The latter is an 
octagonal Stamp of similar dimensions but with the words * Steam Létter Bearing.”

REGULATIONS FOR POSTING & APPLICATIONS FOR DAWK BEARERS. 

I. ‘Vravelters may be furnished with Dawk Bearers on application at the different 
Post Offices, where they witl obtain all the requisite information as to the est-mated Dis- 
tances between kuown Stations to which ouly Dawk lesrers can be laid by any Post Master. - 

LIL. A set of Dawk Beurers comprises Twelve Men, viz, Hight Palanquin Bearers, ‘Iwo 
Museaichees, and two Banghy Burdars, for which is charged payable in advance, at the 
rare of Might Anns per mile; but as in many instances, owing to the delay cansed by 
Travellers remaining longer on the road thanthe stipulated time, this sum is found 
unequal to the expence, a further sum of Four Anvas per mile is required to he paid 
as a deposit to cover any eventual expence or Demurcage caused by delay on 
the part of the Yraveller, Should none occur, the full amount of the sum 
deposited is refunded, upon the Traveller furnishng a Certifiate from the De- 
puty Post Master at the place where his journey finishes, that he arrived there with- 
out having incurred Demurrage. It is the duty of Deputy Post Masters to furnish 
Travellers with Certificates, specifying, according to circumstances, whether o- other- 
wise he has come on Demurrage. Such Certificate, it must however be understood, is 
only applicable to the [eputy Post Master's Division who grants it, for it sometimes 
happens thata Traveller having incurred Demurrage on part of the road, by travelling 
suvsequentty during those hours originally appointed for halting, reaches the ast Di- 
vision within the given time. ¥ 

N. is, It is to bo particularly observed. that in some Districts Bearers are with- 
difficulty procured, and where they have to be sent a considerable distance to take up 
the Traveller, and in like manner to return home 3 for time so oeenpied, they are paid 
additionally, and in all such cases Post Masters ave authorized to charge the actual cost 
for the Traveller's Bearers, 

III, When it it reported that a Traveller eomes on Demurrage, on any part of the 
road, te adjustmeut of the amount deposited to cover such expenees wilt be postponed 
until the receipt of Bills fer the Dawk, from all the Post Masters through whose 
Divisions the Traveller may have passed. 3 

IV. ‘Travellers, whether proceeding from the Presidency, or from Out-Stationa, 
are provided with a Form, in which they are re juested particularly to note any cause 
of dissatisfaction they m y meet with on their journey, and the places where they meet 
with obstructions or irregularities on the part otthe Bearers or Subordinate Post Office 
Servants : this Fovm being sifixed to the Certificate which the Traveller has to present 
for signatute, secures its being noticed. 

V. When a Dawk has heen ordered, and circumstances may render expedient for 
the Traveller to posipone his journey, or to withdraw the Bearers entirely, he willof ° 
course be held liable tor any expence which may have been incurred on his account. 
The amount paid for the Dawk. and the amount deposited to cover Demurrage, will 
therefore remain unadjusted until Reports are received from the several fost Masters 
on the line of route upon which the Dawk was ordered. 

VL. Traveller's Baggayze must not exceed for each Banghy Burdar, Twenty-four 
Seerg; and this must be divided into ‘wo Parcels, or Petarrais, of such dimensions, as:to 
render them conveniently portable. whens ung as Banchics. 

VIL. It is to be generally understoo, tiat although Government permits their 
servants to lay Oawk Bearers for the convenience of tie Public, the State derives no 
benetit from this source; and that neither Government nor any of their Officers are 
in any degree respunsibie to the Traveller for the misfortunes and. disappointinents 
which are inseparable fiom Dawk fravelling; thus every Traveller travels at his 
own risk, and is liable to tue losses and increased expences incidental to delays and 
accidents, and that Government can in no instanee be considered Lable to make good 
any losses whatever, f - 

VIL When irregularities and consequent inconvenience occur to Travellers, 
the Post Master General, on being applied to, will immediately investigate thecom= 
plaint brought to his notice, hut this can only be done in the same manner and io the 
game end asa Superiorin any other department would interfere to enquire inte com. 
plaints preferred against his subordinates, 

7 Ja cases of surcharge atone, or charges which to the parties complaining 
might appear urjust, because arising out of some positive neglect or erroc on the part of 
the Deputy Post Master who lays the awk, it would be the duty of the Post Master 
General to investigate the matter, with a view to afford peculisry redress,

(For the Custom House Forms, Rules, and Acts, alluded to here, the Reader is 
referred to Mr. N. Campbell's Custom House Vade-Mecum.) “ 


IMPORTS. - 
FORMS TO BE OVSERVED ON ENTERING SNIPS. 


The attention of Commanders is particularly requested to the 6th Section of Act 
XIV. » £1836 by which they are prohibited uader a penalty from passing Ked; 
until they have delivered a Mavifest of their Cargo to the Pilot in charge. To 
the dolay and incanvenionce to which the observance of this form would subject a 
vessel! passing that station with a stcéng fair wind, we would recommend Captains, 
who arc ia the habits of trading to this Port, to prepare a list of their cargo, while at 
Sea, which list could be afterwards copied into theofficial form, (which form is present- 
ed by the Pilot, and dispatched by that Officer to the Marine Board, in the usual way 
by dak) without detaining the vessels long. . 

‘On his asrival in town, the Captain must prepare another Manifest for the Custom. 
House ;* th usually dove by the Castom- louse Clerk of the -Ayency House to which 
the vessel is consigned, who compiles it from Bills of Lading or Cockets.t 

Tee Manifest thus prepar ed, and two Po ice Certificates,t the forms of which will 
be found in a subsequent page. are then to be taken to the Import Department ; after 
a comparison by the Clerk of this Department of the last prepared Manifest, with the 
one dispatched fram Kedgeree, (which is forwarded to the Custom-House, by the 
Marine Board,)§ the signature by the Captain of that documen:, and the declaration 
appended 10 it, aod his acknowledgement of hiasignature in the presence of the Col- 
lector, completes the entry. || 

The Kedgeree Manifest is sent through the Superintendent of the Preventive 
Service for the guidance of the Tidewaiter on board. 

Any omission of paskares in the Custom-House Manifest, may be subsequently pro- 
vided for. by Gling, in the Inport Department, a Supplementary Manifest in original and 
duplicate, on the payment of a fee of five Rupecs. It is tene that the Collector is aus 
thorized to seizeand confiscate unmanifesced packages, or to fine the Captain, but adv ct- 
ing to the dificulty of legislating for private packages, which are often sent on board , 
ship without Bill of Lading, or even the knowledge of the Captain, the Cotlector. by 
virtue of the po-ver vested in him, gives the Act a liberal construction ia this respect, by 
the substitution of the above rule. 3 

B:fore concluding the forms for entering ships inwards, we deem it necessary to 
notice thus conspicuously the fact, that Commanders not Consignees, are, by Act 
XLV. of 1836, Sect. 12, made responuble, aud that under a heavy penally, for the due 

















* A Vessel formerly, cauld not be entered at the Custom-House until off town, but 
now she can be entered the moment her Commander comes up to Calcutta, without re- 
ference to her station in the river. :

p || Adverting to the time which is necessarily occupied sm examining one long ma. 
nifest with avother, F would recommend the Captain of a vessel to send his papersto 
the Custom-House by a Clerk for examination aud preparation, following himself an. 
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entry at the Custom-House, of a!l packages inserted in the Manifest. The section of 
this act, iti. said, bears rather hard u on a Gommander, who, on the production of 
Kills of Lading, ad payment of Freight, is bound to deliver packages t6-their respec- 
tive ewners, and, after delivery, he lias no further controul o-er them ; butegunot + 
Captain refuse to deliver cargo unters he is cffeved security tor its due entry at the 
Custom, House, and plead the Local Act in question, in a Cowt of Law as his risht of 
refusal? Moreover, the Section has not been in force for the last two years, and it hy no 
means bears so heavy, on the shipping interests in its practical application, ag theoieti- 
cally it, would seem to do. It is also to be feared that any attempt at its modification 
would ony involve incréased impediment to the uulading and to the Import Clearance 
of gship. ; 


IMPORTATION OF GOOFS SUBJECT TO DUTY. 
WRIGHABLE GOODS, 


1.—The Consignee must land his Goods on the I:nport Custom- House wharf (un- 
lees permitied by the Collector to take them to any other wharf) pratected by a Boat 
note, signed by the Commanding Officer of, ard countergigned by the Cus om-House 
‘Officer on board the vessel from which they are landed, the yatticulars of this Boat 
note are entered ina Rezister by the Ghat Aumeen stationed at the mort wlmarf gate. 

9. His next siep will be to make an application as per firm to the Collector of 
Custums to pass the Goods. 

3,—'This application taken to one of the Covenanted Officers, he writes au Order 
on it ' To report, wharf, and weigh," (the whole uf the consignment or ten per cent. as 
may be considered necessary, ) after which— 

4.—The Applicant proceeds to an Import Wharf Tidewaiter, who must attend 
to these Orders. 

6.—'Ihe application must then be brought back to the ¢ Miscellaneous Depart= 
ment,’ wherein sits a native provided with a fixed table of Tares, who ascertains, and 
atates in writing on the.application, the net weight of the Importation. 

Nore.—Ifa portion of the consignment only is weighed, and the net average 
resuit exceeds the real weight as stated ia the Importer’s private memoraxdum, he 
(the Importer) is at iitberty either to weigh a further portion, or to weigh the whole; 
or (if the out-turn be still incorrect) to ascertuin actual weight -by starting packages. 
Again, to prevent the revenue from suffering by oversight, or roguery,on the part of the 
weighmen, the Importer or Exporter is called upon, before weighment, to state on the 
face of the Apolication the weight per invoice or letter of advice, and this weight is 
countersigne! by a ‘Tide vaiter; and if any subsequent great excess is discovered 
between actual weight and that, so stated by the applicant, the goods are liable to 
confiscation. 

6 —The Applicant then goes to the Import Department to have his Goods noted off 
the Manifest,f and, 

‘The 7th form is to take the application to the Appraiser, who writes an order on it, 
to the Tidewaiter, to send up from the wharf certain selected packages out of the im- 
Fertation for examination and appraisement. 

8 —This order is taken to the wharf by the Applicant, and the cbservance of it, by 
the Tidewaiter, constitutes the 8th form of Office. . 

9.-—After examinction of the Geods, and their appraisement according to the fixed 
tab’e uf Rates or ad va'orem if not specified in this table, the application is then taken 
tothe Appraiser’s Calculators, who ascertain, and state the total value of tue Impo:t, 
to which the Appraiser affixcs his signature.

Covensnled Officer ordeis on it, the jevy of Duty at the cate affixed by Act XIV,

11..-The native Calculators in the Deputy Collectors room (two in number, the 
one to check the calculations uf the other) ascertain the amount of Customs leviab'e 
upon the whole importation. In performing this duty, they are at the same time ex~ 





* In large consignments to known Agency Houses, it is not likely the Command-

* ster are now to procced to the Persvanah Department, where the Pass forthe 
Goods is drawn out. In this document the marks and numbers, and quantity of package, 
also ‘the name of the vessel, and her commander, and nation. and the place from 
whence the Goods are imported ave entercd ; and as further identification of the Import, 
the number under wh ch it stands in the Custom-Hous2 records, is also entered. In 
this department (which is considered asa branch of the Deputy Collector’s ) two or 
three minor forms are ohserved, such as entry in Perwanah Receipt Book, and another 
entry in a skeleton register of duty daily received. 

15. —The Pass, Skeleton Register, and Application being compared with each other 
bv an Assistant in the Import Department, are then signed by the Deputy, or Assistant 
Collector, the Pass given to the Importer, and the Application is filed in the Office for 
Re_ istry. 








OUT-DOOR FORMS. 

Thus ends the in-door forms of the Custom. House, and the remaining, or ouf-door 
forms, are first, taking the Pass and Goods to the Import Wharf, getting the former 
signed, after the examination of the Packages with the Pass, by a Tidewaiter there ; 
anil secondly, taking tie Pass to the Import Check Gate (through which the Goods go 
into Town) for contersignature, entry of its particulars in his Register, and deposit 
with the Tidewaiter there stationed. 

BULKY GOODS PROM GREAT BRITAIN. 

In cases of Bulky Goods, or Gunds in Bulk from Great Britain. the Collector 
generally dispenses with their being landed at the Custom-Houre, and permits their 
boing passed «tirect for the Ship ioto Town, provi ied that afrer the inspection of official 
and auvheuticated documents such as Cockets, Invoices, or Bills of Lading, he is satisfied 
that ths weigit and quality. and sometimes the value. are correctly set forth ry the 
Amporier, In all cases of Gooils being passed direct from the Ship, Forms Nos. 1.3, 
4,7, %, first part. of the 9th, and the secon last out door, are dispensed with, but the 
pass must be taken to the Custom- Honse Officer on board. 

YMPORTATION OF DUTIABLE GOODS NOT ASSESSED BY WEIGHT. 

On Importations of Gods, not assessed vy weight, paits of Foi ms Nos. Sand 5 

are, of course, di: pensed with, F - 
FREE Goons. 

On the Importation of free Goods, which are generally passed direct from the 
Ship inte Town, that is to say, if the Collector is satisfied that they are rightly described 
in the application to pass. them,—only Farms Nos, 2 and 10 (wth this alteration of 
No. 10. that the - pplication is ordered to be registered free, instead of the rate of duty 
being affixed.)and a portion of Nos. #1 and 14 are observed.|| 

Independent of the estublisheil office forms, there are special forms to be observed

Spirits, in wood, which, instead of being taken to the Appraiser (see form No 7) is 
taken to the (auger, who. by the way, is Ex-officio an Assistant to the Appraiser, for 
report of contents in imperial gallons, and strength.

+ Amportersand Exportersare particularly requested to notice, that no sum, not 
even four annas,can be tasen at the Custom-Honse as duty without a receipted Hill. signed 
by a Covenauted Officer, beimg eranted for the same 3 and as a further security against 
fraud, the amount of the rupees is expressed on the Bil! in words as well ve in figures. 

{ Awaiting the observence of these fo: msi the most tedious portion of an Importer’s 
dury, b tt sith every disposition to facilitate the transit of Goods through his Office, the 
Collector has not been able to reconcile the dis continuance of these duplicate entries, 
with the checks which must necessari y b> adopted for the protection of the revenue. 

Tf by the Cockets of the Ship, and the Invoice presented. a discrepancy in weight 
or tale should appear. the Importer must consent to pay duty on the highest weight or 
tale stated, or he must land and weigh or count the Goods upon the Wharf,

36 CUSTOM HOUSE REGULATIONS. * . 


SALT. 
The following Forms are observed in passing Salt from Ships. 

The Salt Board's order is first obtained for the Impu-tation of the Salt, application 
isthen presented at the Custom-House, for the payment of duty on any quantity 
required to be taken into Town. After the payment of the duty the Custom.lHouse 
Bill for the duty is taken to the Salt Board, who supp!y the holder with a Salt Rowanah 
for the quantity specified in tne Bill. Captain Birch, the Superintendent of Salt Chokees 
at Caleatta is then written to by the Collector, to depute a Salt Officer to supcrintens, 
with the Custom-House Officer on board, the weighment and delivery of the Salt to the 
extent mentioned in the Rowanah from the importing vesse. The latter j3 uot to be 
commenced upon until the Rowanah issued by the Board, on payment of duty at the 
Custom-H ouse, is presented to the Officer on hoard, 

Scale and weights are sent from the wharf.*

CARGO GUNPOWDER. 
Gunpowder being a portion of the Cargo or intended for Sale, must always be deli- 
vered at the Howrah Magazine, the moment the Ship comes off town, and the receipt 
ofthe Lessee (Mr. Turner of the firm of Manton & Co.) to that effect, discharges the 
Ship from further respons bility on the score of duty. In no case can the Lessee re~ 
deliver powder in his possession to the parties owning it, unless h: sees a Certificate, 
from th Collector of Customs, that the duty on it has been paid, nor can he e' then 
deliver more than 1000\hs. to one individual at a time, and that under permission 
from the Magistrates of Calcutta. 





SPICES. 


Nutmegs, Mace, and Cloves, the produce of any British settlement. are entitled 
to free entry, (see notification dated 29th June, 1936.) provided a Certificate of the 
place of production, signed by the priucipal autuority of the place, is presented at the 
time of Importation, 

TRANSHIPS, 


Goods notintendad far this port, although they must be entered on the Manifest, 
are not assessable with duty anuless danded or transhipped. If taken away on the 
name Ship, in order to clear the import Manifest, they must he entered in the Port 
Clearance or Export Manifest of the vessel. In cases of tranship direct from one vessel 
to another, zohich must at all times be considered a matter of speciat indulgence, Goods 
will be subject to duty, and treated in the same mamer as if lan-ed, the same forms 
#s in the passing of Bulky Goods on Import being observed. with this exception, that after 
the par nrent of duty, instead of getting a pass in the Import side, the owner must‘make 
an Export application, as ia the case of Free Guo ‘s exporting under claim to drawback, 
and the Goods are sent to the receiving Ships under the usual Export Forms, as if they 
had been regularly landed, and then exported. 


DEPOSITS. 

Deposits ave sums of money toany wmountabove 250 Ru ees, (but notless) left 
under acknow edgment from the Collector, with the Cashkeeper. as security for the 
payment within a preser bed timet of the duty leviable unoncert.in Imports, such as 
Timber, Pepper. Beetlennt, &. Bulk and Damaged Goods (the vale of which can 
only be ascertained by public auvtion). A deposit isa very grew incabus on the regular 
transactions of the Custom- House, and is therefore discouraged as muci as possible. In 
the Importations just quoted, however, it is unuvoidab’e; and in proof of this, we will 
suppose the Importation of Pepper in Bulk. the exact weight of which cannot be stated, 
although the probable out-turn can be pretty correct!y anticipated, the merchant instead 
of going to the expense of first landing it at the Custom-! ous2 Wharf to weigh it, &e. 
makes an application to the Collector to passit on a deposit of the duty, the amount of 
which is calculated on the market vaine of the prob-bie ont-turn (and an addition of 
10 pee cent. is also taken, to provide against excess). On this application, (which becomes 

















* Tt oecasionally happens that, under ignorance of the actual quantity of Salt on 
board, a Rowanah'is taken out for so many maunds If on weighment a deficiency 
should arise, tre Rowanah-holders are entitied to a refund of dury, on production of 
the Custom-House Officer's report. If an excess, an additional Rowanah must be 
taken out for each excess. 

+ That is three months from the date of the Ship’s entry at the Custom-House, 
consequently adeposit made for Goods imported by a vessel, which enters on the Ist

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an office record, ) the Cash-keeper no‘es the amount of deposit* received and depositer 
gets a receipt from the Collector, which gives, in detai, the partictl 1s of the 
transaction. :

exported free. In this case, after application is made, observe Forms corresponding 
with thvse of the Import Department Nos. 10, 11, 14, and 15 ;* the Perwanah-when 
ready, is taken to the Screw (one of these mentioned in the preceding page,) where the 
Corton is lying. Itis there countersigned by the Superintendent of the Screw, and 
then sent on Board with the Cotton it protects. 


COTTON SUBJECT TO DUTY. 


If the duty paid as shewn by tle Certificate, be less than that leviable here under 
Act XLV. of 1836, than the Cotton is dutiable to extent of the difference, ond is ex- 
ported under the Rules laid down for the exportation of Duty Goods; (the reference to 
the Wharf for report and tothe Appraiser for valuet excepted 3) or under the Export 
Form corresponding with Import Forms Nos. 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, and 15.

tion at the Calcutta, Chittagong or Balasore Custom House, of the Goods specified in 
them : the aaid period of three taonths being reckoned from the production of the Im~ 
port Manifest of the Goods. That previonsly to the removal of the Goods from the 
Custom House, their deseription, quality and quantity, as well as the number and the 
marks of their respective prckages, shall have been fully ascertuined by the Officers 
attached to such Custom House. That Deposit of full amount of the Duties which 
may be chargeable on the Goods at the place of importation, shall be made by the Im- 
porters tothe Collector, pending the production of the requisite Certificate, and that 
samples of the Gooils at the discretion of the Collector shall have heen lodged at the 
aon House for the purpose of being compared with the requisite Certificat2 on ita

___No Certificate will he held to be availableifit shall not be produced within the 
time speeified ; or, if it shall, when produced, be found to he for Goods not of the exact 
description and quantity of these for which it is tendered, upon which points the 
decision of the Custom House shall he final. ;

Without these particulars no Drawbuck 
ean be given. 

4. No information whatever with a view to enable individuals to establish claims 
to Drawhack, or to Free Export, can be furnished from the office books. Ail persous 
claiming Drawback must he prepared with their own proofs. 

5. ‘The Coltactor, in cases where Exporter fuil to quote at once in their applica~ 
tion the necessary particulars to establish their claim to Drawback, need not allow 
them to carry away their application to make any addition or ulterations to them 
they please. since such particulars should be fully stated in the application before ft is 
finally presented at the Custom House, and as regards this detail of his office, the Col-

Second.—Atter wepos't has beed mate, anc the Importer agreed in writing to 
abide by these Rui-s on the fare of the Deposit chillauf® an order will be written 
on ® Certificate chilaun to to the foliow ny effect: * The Customs Officer on board 
the will pass the Timber hercin-mentioned, direct 
froin the Ship without measurement, merely ke-ping au accountoy the back of this 
document of the vusiter of pieces ofeach kind put eut, and returning the same when 
all have been passed under cover to the Superintendent,’ who will forward the same 
to the Import Sui ervisor. 

Third.— ‘Tbe Importer is then at liberty to dispose off hie Timber by “Public 
Auction, riving previous notice of th: av and piace of sale to the Coilector of Cuse 
toms, to enable him to depute an Officer to be present, should he think fit to send one. 

Fourth.—On renvering the Account Sales the Dury wi.tbhe levied onthe gross 
sale va:ue. unil the ha aucy of the Deposit returned to the Importer. 

Fifth.—The Auctioneers whose account Sales will be admitted at the Custom 
House are limited for the present to Messrs, Moore, Hickey and Co., Jenkins, Low 
and Co, and Macken je, Vy:ll and Co.

TO PREVENTIVE OFFICERS. 





Officers on being pasted to Vessels off Town will be furnished with a copy of the Mani- 

fest of Import Cargo, which will be their guide in permitting a discharge ; and they are 
, specially interdicted from allowing any Goods whatever to pass from the Ship unless they 
appear to have been duly entered in said Manifest. ' 

In the event of any Cargo being found on board which does not appear in the Manifest, 
they will detuin the same until they have made a report of the case to the Superintendent, 
which they are required to do without loss of time. 

They will receive a ruled Blank Book, in which they are required to note, as passed 
over the side of the Vessel, all particulars according to the Forms therein prescribed , and 
every Boat Note intended to protect Cargo fom the Vessel must be countersigned by them. 


In regard to Export Cargo they will take care that nothing is received on board which 
is not accompanied by a Perwannah bearing the signature of the Deputy Collector or his 
Assistant, and it will be their duty to compare the Goods so brought, with those documents, 
On finding them to corvespoad, they will then endorse the Perwannah tiius :, “ Received on 
board,” and attach their Names returning it with others every morning. Should the Cargo 
brought alongside be in part only of the original Perwannah granted at the Custom House, 
it will be accompanied by a Check bout Note signed by the ‘Tide Waiter at the Custom 
House Whart, whici they will cetain, aud in like manner others, until the last despatch, 
which will be accompanied by the Perwannah itself. iz 

This document must be atiacied to the several Check Boat Notes with a piece of 
string, and forwarded to tie Uilice by the visiting Inspector. 

Officers are probibited from erasing entries once mude in the Books ; should any mis- 
takes occur, they will simply draw thew pen once throught such mistake, and state against 
it the season for haying done sv. 

When the wile of tue Import Cargo has been discharged, they will report the same 
to the Inspector who may visit the Ship, und under the last entry in the Book the following 
words are to be written: ‘* This Ship is discharged in full.” _

c te are particularly desired tobe quite civil, and respectful in their deportment on 


board, but to allow no taiuiarity to spake the firm discharge of their duty. 

They are enjoined to pay every attention to the orders of the Inspectors in their daily 
visits, who are at liberty to cull tur a sight of the Books, and to make any remarks there 
they think necessary. “Lastly, tiey are enjoined to kee a good look-out, that nothing be 
smuggled from or to the Ship, and tu remember that neglect of duty will subject them to 
immediate suspension and probable disinissal. 

They will grant a receipt . all Books and Forms they may receive from the superin- 
tendent. 

‘When Ships are receiving Cargo, they will be careful to allow no Boats with Merchan- 
dizeto come alongside alter working hours, but they are not to insist on Boats leaving the 
Ship that may nave arrived betore tuat tine 5 it will only be requisite to satisty themselves 
by referenée to the Perwannah or Boat Note accompanymg them that they are intended 


for bona fide shipment next morning. 
They will take opportunities one or twice in the course of the night, to go outon deck 


and observe that no Woods are passing in or outof the Vessels; and should they sce any 
boat alongside beyond those they have allowed to remain, they wilt satesfy tnemselves of 
the cause of their being so alongside. 

They will beentitled to the rewards prescribed by law upon all scizures of Goods at- 
tempted to be illicitly passed, which may be cilected by them, or through their instrumen- 
tality. This varies according to circumstances trom l-oth to the entire net sale proceeds 
of the article seized and conhscated. : 


RULES FOR -THE CONDUCT OF OFFICERS PROCEEDING TO, REMAIN. 
ING AT, AND LEAVING CUSTOM HOUSE STATIONS BELOW CALCUTTA. 


. First. Préventive Officers will remain on board until Vessels arrive at Diamond 
Harbour or other Stations, as the case may be, wlien they will leave the Vessel and report 
their arrival to the Officer in ciarge of the Station. : 

Second. Officers are required to be ready to re-embark, at a moment’s notice, from the 
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’ 
ted to land more Bagage than his Bedding and a Truk or Box, dimensions of which are 
not to exdéed in length three feet, depth eighteen inches, and width eighteen. inches, and 
not more than one Servant. Allextre Baggage must be landed before the Vessel drops & 
down. : aes ‘ 

Officers carrying more Baggage than prescribed herein, will be reported for disobedience 

of orders. 
Fourth. Officers who first land at the Station will take precegjlence to return in 
charge of arciving Ships. Provided, howeyer, that stich Officers arc ready to start when 
Ships are reported in sizht. If not, the Officers in charge of the Station will despatch the 
nett in cotation, an place those who have delayed at th: battomof the list of others present, 
reporting the names of such as have failed to join their Ships, and the cause. 

Fifth. When Oilicers posted have left the shore, and shali be unable (from any after 
delay emanatinz trom themselves) to overtake Ships, they wil! lose their turn and be put 
to the bottom of those present at the Station. 

__ Sixth. Officers are on no account to |zave Ships until they arrive off the Station, and 
not then if the Pilot Anchors. Should a vesszt after landing an Officer come to an anchor, 
he will iumediately return, and not again leave the Vessel until fairly under way. 


Seventh. Should any Package’, excepting Baggage, be brought alongside a Ship pro- 
ceeding down the river without a Pass from the Custom House, they are not to be received 
on board. Should the parties insist upon it, the Packages are to be treated as under seizure, 
until the Vessel arrives at the Station, when a report is immediately to be made to the 
Office: in charge of the Station, who will report the circumstance by Semaphore. A copy 
of thes Protest 1s also to be handsd to the Commander or Commanding Officer in the presence 
of the Pilot. 

Eighth. The same rule will be observed in any case where Gonds are attempted to be 
removed trom arriving Ships ; but small Parcéls of Newspapers, cut samples of Piece Goods, 
and other Mevchandize, may be delivered to parties applying for the same, provided the 
Officcr is satisfied of the contents. 


Ninth. The Officer in charge of the Station will enter the Name of every Officer 
arriving with the date and hour, Name of Ship, &c., and will send a daily Return and 
Report of the Names of Ships to which Olicers are posted. He will be particular to stater 
also daily, how many Officers are present and available at the hour of despatch, which should 
be half an hour before Dawk closes. Should more than six Officers accumulate, the excess 
must be sent up either in one of the Custom House Boats (or two may be posted to Foreign 
or Salt-luden Vessels) orin the Government Steamers, for which an order has been passed 
by the Marine Board. See Circular, No. 43. 

Tenth. Officers will consider themselves to be under the orders of the individual in 
charge of the Station, in whose absence, or in the event of sudden illness, the Officer who 
has been longest on the highest gradation list, will send up the daily reports by Dawk, and 
will be responsible for reporting any irregularities such as absence from the Station, 
Drunkenness, &c. 

Eleventh. A book will be given to the Chowkedar, who will be directed to present 
it to each Officer coming from Ships, for the purpose of registering their Names, and when 
they come ashore. This record is to be considered as sutticient reference for adjusting all 
questions regarding priovity of being posted to arriving Ships. 

Twelfth, Should yessels touch the Ground in dropping down the River, the Officer 
may permit Cargo to be discharged into boats, or landed if the Pilot considers it mecessary, 
forwarding a Statement of ‘ argo discharged to the Officer in charge of the Station 
at Diamond Harbour or Kedgeree. In like manner the Oficer in charge of a Vessel 
which may ground in coming up, will allow Cargo to be unladen taking @ particular 
account, ot Cargo delivered ; provided, however, that in either case, he obtains a certificate 
from the Pilot, stating the actual necessity of the case.

be sent on shore to meet the convenience of Merchants the moment a Vesscl 
airives off town or at Coolie Bazer; always remembering, that they are to 
be sent in charge of a peon, whose name must be stated in the paper ac- 
companying them.

When Officers are posted to Vessels of which part or the whole of the

1. When passes for Baggage, signed by a Covenanted Servant are 
furnished to the Officers either for the reception on board of, or delivery 
from Vessels; it is intended that Trunks, Drawers, Small Boxes, Cabin 
Furniture, and bond fide cabin stores should be allowed to pass without 
examination or molestation; provided they belong to the parties for whom 
the passes are intended. 

2. Boxes soldered down, cases nailed down, and packages which may 
have the appearance of cargo, or as containing Goods, not in use, althoug! 
intended for personal'use, and not brought for sale, are liatle to duty, such 
as Millinery, Musical Instruments, Saddlery, Guns, Pistols, Carriages, 
Wines, Spirits, Plate, Glass and Crockery, must be detained, and subsequent- 
ly sent to the Custom House, in order that duty may be levied thereon in 
conformity ta lu, unless otherwise expressly pussed in the Baggay 
Perwannah, or other document. In that case the address, or other did 
tinguishing details, will be given in writing, 

Passengers whose Baggage may have heen forwarded to the 
Custom House, are required to apply in wating (for personal applications 
cannot be attended to) to the Collector of Customs for a Permit. Sue 
application should contain the number of packages, with the contents, and 
value of each, 

4, The foregoing paras. 2 and Sapply solely tothe Baggage of Pas- 
sengers arriving from beyond Sea. In passing the Baggage of Passengers 
Jeaving this port, the Officer will exercise greater discretion, and pass all 
‘Wearing Apparel, new or old, Furniture, and personal property in use, and 
stores, such 2s Wines, Spirit, Tea, Sugar, Biscuits—in short, all eatable 
and drinkable articles. 

Officers are hereby prohibited from altercating with Passengers or 
others when they find that orders are disregarded; it is merely required, 
that they should respectfully ask the name of the party who sets at defi- 
ance the Custom House instructions, and to request that the Commanding 
Officer on board will detain such packages, as ty may be wishing to 
be unshipped, or shipped, contrary to orders. Inthe event of the Officer 
refusing to comply with the requisition, the Preventive Officer will record 
accordingly in his Cargo Book, so that the Officer may be held responsible. 
On these occasions the Officers will make their report to the Custom House 
as scon as possible. 

6. tis desirable that the, Preventive Officers should show the above 
Instructions to the parties who ere unwilling to obey them, in order that 
they may make reference to the Collector if they should think proper.

In the event of Commanders or Officers of Vessels réfusing to afford 
suitable accommodation to the Oificers, they will fill up a protest, with 
which they will be furnished, an act according to the Board’s orders, as 
contained in thcir letter, dated 2d August 1836, from which the following 
is extracted :— 

Para. 8‘ The object of the Protest being to prove the act of re~ 
fusal by Commanders to aiford the necessary accommodation to the Custom 
House Officers it will, the Board thinks, be requisite that the document 
should, in every instance, be received from the Custom Huuse Officers, and 
delivered to the Officer then in charge of the shipby the Inspector of the 
division within which, the act of refusal occurred, at the time the latter 
Officer visits the vessel. The Custom House Officer, however, need not 
wait the artivalof the Inspector before drawing up his Protest. He 
should do that, and read it, or state the substance of it to the Captain, or 
Officer, in command before the Inspector arrives ; but he will wait the 
Inspeetor’s arvival for the delivery of the document. ‘The Inspector will be 
careful before delivery of the document, to satisfy himself of the propriety 
of the measure, and to atix his official signati ‘to the Protest, in confix- 
mation of the same, noting also the hour and ate of its delivery. He will 
then report the circumstance to you. Should the Inspector not have been 
able to deliver the Protest to the Master of the vessel in person, you will 
be so good as to send notice to that individual at his Agent’s or his residence 
if known on shore, that the Protest has been delivered to the Officer in com- 
mond on board, and that the vessel has come under the penalties prescribed

So many complaints are made by Officers of being insulted, and turn 
ed away from the ship’s table, that it is only a matter of surprize ‘and 
regret that Officers so well paid, as those in the service of Government 
should so far forget their peculiar position, as to expose themselves to such 
treatment. Ihappen toknow that many Officers appreciate independence, 
aad a sense of duty, too highly, to place themselves at the mercy and 
charity of Commanders and Officers of ships, and such Officers are never 
insulted, for the best reason in the world—because no obligation has passed 
between the interest of Government and the interests of the ship; for 
the fact is too palpable, that from the moment an Officer condescends to 
become a dependent of the cuddy table, he places himself under obli- 
gation, and is no longer a free agent. 

Thave been under the necessity of bringing to the Collector’s notice 
several complaints of Officers preferred only, when they have been. discard- 
ed from the cuddy table ; and Jam directed to intimate to all Officers the 
Collector's disapprobation of such conduct, and further, that no attention 
will be paid to complaints of this nature, or the least support afforded in 
such cases unless it can be carefully shewn that the Officer has been, as 
he ought to be, independent of the ship’s Officer in regard to food. 

No. 32. 

The personal degradation to which Preventive Officers are constantly 
subjected by accepting the proferred hospitality of Commanders and 
Officers of ships was pointed out by Circular No. 31, preceding. 

2. ‘The Collector regrets to find that there are still many Officers, 
who adopt this sort of charity, in preference to the advice conveyd in 
the circular referred to ; and, as many of those unpleasant controversies 
(which are but too fcequent between command. and Preventive Officers) 
have been traced tothis cause, when a package is siezed, or the Rules of the 
Service set at defiance by the Commanding Officer, under an impression 
that it is but fair to exact one favor to counterbalance others; the Col- 
Jector desires that after the circulation of this Order, no Ofticer will de- 
mean himeelf by living at the expence of the ship whether he be invited 
or not; as it is quite inconsistent with tbat feeling of independence; which 
ought co regulate the conduct of the Preventive Service. 

8.—Setting aside the ground of personal hostility, which is engendered 
under such an arrangement when the interest of Government and the ship 
happen to clash, upon the sightest deviation froma mutual understand. 
ing, these disagreements give the Collector and Superintendent an infi- 
nite share of trouble and unpleasant cortespondenee, and a simple deviati- 
on from prescribed usage, or an attempt to pass illegally cargo from ar to 
a ship, (which in all probability would not be attempted in the absence 
of this kind of obligation) is magnified into the most serious mutual recri- 
mination, bringing with it nothing but a bad feeling towards the Service 
and weakening the authority of the Collector, who, from a desire to sup- 
port his Officers, frequently finds, after a voluminous correspondence, that. 
the cause originates in some personal pique. 

4.—While the Collector points out these circumstances, as the ground 
of insisting upon Officers living on their own means he has no desire to 
confine them to any particular arrangement. There are some who find 
their own mess, altogether independent of the hours and society of the 
ship, and others who contribute their quota, and join the mess, All the 
Collector requires is, that they shall ixvariably adopt either the one or 
the other, Neither does he wish to prevent a free and unreserved degree 
of sociability, consistent with their duty, by an Otticer refusing occasion~ 
ally a complimentary invitation to dine with the Commander; for these 
civilities the Collector thinks may be participated in, without any harm, 
provided that as a general rule, Preventive Officers insist upon bemg inde- 
pendent, and the exhibition of this Order will, at ali times, show that no 
offence is meant by a rejection of proferred hospitality. 

5—With reference to the adequate scale of remyneration. enjoyed by 
the Preventive Service, the Collector considers it no hardship to insist 
upon Officers paying for their share of the mess, or finding themselves, 
while he regards the present system adopted by some, as calculated to 
bring the Service generally inte contempt.

The Rule 
now adopted is provided by the following paragraph of a letter from the 
Secretary to Government, to tge address of the Board of Customs, hear~ 
ing date November 30, 1836. 

“ In the case ofa Tide-Waiter however being absent, the entire ex- 
pence of his substitute will fall on the Government.” 

‘* His Lordship applying the principle he believes to be in force in 
England to the case of these Officers, cannot consent to allow to those ab- 
sent from duty, on account of sickness a large proportion, than one-half 
of their fixed salary, and that only for a limited period of six months.” 

Officers who may apply for leave of absence on any other plea than 
sickness, which must at al! times be verified under Medical certificate, 
will do so on the express understanding that the whole of their pay will 
be forfeited, but it will be competent for the superintendent to refuse such 
applications unless he can do so without detriment to the public service. 

The plea of sickness has been lately urged in one or two instances, 
with no other motive than to be relieved from (what Otficers consider) 
uncomfortable ships, which to say the least, is dishonest as unmanly, 
and cannot fail to weaken the claims they might otherwise have, when 
their merits come under consideration in contrast with those of others 
for promotion. 

Dr. Stewart has been appointed by Government to the medical due 
ties of this branch of the service exclusively. » Officers may therefore 
avail themselves of his services. Dr. Stewart's residence is No. — Chow- 
ringhee Road adjoining the Durrumtollah Bazar. 

When Officers apply for leave of absence on the plea of urgent pri- 
vate affairs, no attention will be paid to such applications unless’ the 
object for which leave is solicited be specified. , 

These applications arc to be addressed to the Superintendent who will

Should the Collector think fit to grant leave, it must be distinctly 
understood that no degree of merit will exempt such Officer from the 
forfeiture of ull pay ; and that all proferred substitutes, will, under no 
circumstances, be permitted to act.

“The Officers of the Preventive Service should at the same time be 
informed, that if at anytime a boat with Goods should be ascertained 
to have been allowed to remain alongside a ship, without a Perwannah, 
being provided in the manner spectiied, and the Tidewaiter on board 
such ship cannot satisfactorily account for the circumstance, he will for 
such neglect of duty be held siaple to immediate dismissa! from the service. 





No: 46. 

Officers who object from conscientious or other motives to work on 
Sundays, and an Extra Officcr is in consequence appointed at the Ship’s 
expense, such appointment by no means enables the Permanent 
Opficer to leave the ship, or to relax his generat superintendence, 
as Government look to the Permanent Officer on duty, and not to an 
‘Extra Officer, over whom they have little controul for the prevention of 
fraudulent or irregular transactions.

10. All goods required to be passed as Stores, must be 
accompanied by a Boat Note, or Ticket describing the 
quantity, quality aad prices of the articles, the Diones 
Supervisor after satisfying himself that all is correct, will 
permit to pass. Articles which may be liable to duty, 
will be charged at once prior to the grant of Port Clear. 
ance. The Dhonee supervisor will enter the articles in a 
Store Book to be kept for the purpose, with which he 
will compare the Store List prior to sending the clearance 
application to the Supevintendent. To check attempts 
at fraud the Supervisor of Dhonees will occasionally. reter 
to the Appraiscr of the Custom House, and to the Bazaar, 
for the vaiues of articles usually taken on board called, 
Stores, but in reality the private ventures of the Com 
manders and Crews of the Native Craft. 

21. When a Vessel shall have completed her Lading, 
the Export Clearance Application, Marine Paymaster’s 
Certificate, Police Certificate, Import Certificate and Store 
List are to be presented to the Supervisor of Dhonees, who 
will compare the Perwannahs with the Clearance, Appli- 
cation, and dispatch them, under cover, to the Superinten- 
dent.

ACT No. XVI. OF 1887. 


Passed by the Right Honorable the Governor General of India in Council, on the 
3d July, 1937. 


1. It is hereby enacted, that from the Lith day of Suly, 1837, Regulation XV. 1817 
of the Bengal Cotle, shall be repealed. 


Il And it is hereby enacted, that when the Customs’ Duties fixed to be levied upon 
Goods exported by Sea from any port of Bengal ssa shall be ad valorem the value 
of such Goods shall be declared by the Exporter in the manner prescribed by Regulation 
VL. 1888 of the Beneal Code for Goods imported into Caleutta by Sea, and the provisions of 
thet Regulation for cases of disputed value (excepting Soction IV. thereof, which preseries 
the levy of duty when the Goods are taken tor Government) shall apply_ to Goods intended 
to be exported by Sga in like manner, as for Imported Goods, and the value so te be declar- 
ed te the Kxnorde. shall include the puckages or materials in which the Goods may be 
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Hi. -And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Governor of the Presiden- 
cy of Fort William in Bengal, from time to time, by notice in the Official Gazette, to fix a 
value for any article liable to ad valorem duty, and that the velue so fixed by the Gover- 
tior of the said Presidency shall, till altered by a similer notice, be taken to be the value of 
such article for the purpose of levying duty on the same.

7. Any sum not less than One Rupee will be received in Deposit. 


8. Whenever the Sum deposited by any one individual shall amount to 50 Rupees, 
the same, er so much thereof as may be necessary, will be transferred from the 
Bank to the Government Agent, subject to the rules which obtain in his Department, for

sshall not appear to be made out in the name of, or be regularly indorsed to, the person 
deposting it. Persons desiring to depasit their Government Securities shall make ther ap- 
plication to the Goverument Agent in the form hereunto subjoined, No. 1; and the receipt 
of that officer will be given in the form No. 2. * 

4th. The officer abovementioned will receive the interest on any Goverament paper

The Fund shall be supported by the contributions of the Company’s Cover 
nanted Civil Servants on the Beuzul Establishment now subscribing or Who may here. 
alter joiu the Service, aided by the donation of the Hon’ble the Court of Directors ; 
it-being, as heretofore, at the option of such of the Subscribers as were admitted to the 
Service prior to the 17th of January 1823, and have not. in pursuguce of a Resolution 
passed at the General Meeting of the 23th of July, 1817, signed tke declurateon of a 
determinution to continue their contributio.s to tie Fund during the whole periot of

Fourth.— \1\ pensions to Wilows shall be diseontinned on their re-mafriage, But 
in the event of their being again left in a state of Widowhood without an adequite eee 
vision for their support, and of their appeariny to be proper objects of this Pand 
they may be again sdmitted to the benetits of it under the sume provisions and limita~ 
tious »s on their original »dmission, 

Fifth.—The Pensions to Widows who may be admitted to the benefits of the 
Fund shull be paid in advance half yearly to themselves, or to their authorized Agents, 
but the ackrowledgement of the Widow herself shalt be taken for all sums paid on 
Ner behalf, and sii! contain a solemn declaration that her entire income, including 
the pension received by her, does not exceed the sum of Four Hundred Company’s 
Rupees per mensei if she be resident in India, or Four Hundred Pounds Sterling per 
annuin if she reside in Europe, or elsewhere.

ei that, from and after the 30th of April next ensuing, Anauities will he granted to 

retiring Members of the Service, entitled to and claiming the same payable to the 
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date of decease, on their entering intoa written engagement binding. themselves ta 
pay, if so required by the Hon'bie the Court of Directors, a sum equal to half the Va-~ 
Jue of the-benefits derived under thia condition—The computation of the said value 
will be made according to the annexed ‘table unless otherwise ordered by the Hon’ble 
the Court of Directors, to whose corgection the calculations are subject. 


For every Annuity made payable to the date of decease under the above Rule,a 
sum equal to the discount value of the additional payment stipulated as entered in the 
Table annexed, (or in any corrected Table that may be substituted for the game, if 
the Court of Directors, shall direct such substitution, )shall be transferred in the ac- 
counts of the Tnasti:ution to the bead of appropriated Assets, in order to cover the 
additional charge to the Fund arising from such payment.

Previously to the enactment of 53d Geo. 3d. Cap. 155, it was our practice to for« 
ward to you Lists of the relative rank of Writers appointed from time to time to 
your Establishment, Under the authority of that enactment, regulations were framed 
for the Government of our College of Haileybury, one of which provided that the 
relative rank of \Writers should be tixed in the College Council and specified in the 
Coliege Certificate ; subject however, to loss of such tank inthe event ot the Writers 
failing to proceed to Inuia within a specified time. List of the rank of Writers 
under this regulation are now periodically forwarded to you. 


The offers of the Annuity upon retirement are to be madein the same order to

If by the sanction 
of the Honorable Court they be established as permanent rules of the fund, it shall 
nevertheless be competent to a majority of thowubscribers in India, whenever they shall 
be satisfied thatthe number of ‘aunual retirments from the service is such us’ to require” 
that all the annuities of each year should be reserved to meet the applications of cundi- 
dates in future years, to suspend the operation of the abore rules by a Resolution to 
that effect, duly passed at a General Meeting.

40,—Ia modification of the rules adopted by the service on the 7th March, 1834, it ig 
hereby provided. in conformity with the fastractions of the Honorable Court of Direc~ 
tors, that Annuitants ‘desirous to have their annuities paid to the date of decease, or to 
have them paid quarterly, will be entitled to these advantages upon payment, in addi- 
tion to the halfor quarter value of the annuity, as the case may be, of the full value 
stated for the same in the ‘Table annexed go the said :ules; but no Annuitant shali be 
permitted to take the quarterly payment ‘alone without at the same time taking the 
benefit of the rule for obtaining payment to the date of decease.

Axe. 17.—A Subseriber, of whatever rank, who may proceed to Europe on Sick 
Certificate, und who may not _be allowed Passage Money from Government, shall be 
authorized. to apply to the Military Fund for the sum of Rs, 1567-9-1 to defray that 
expence, provided his application shall be accompanied by a sincere and solemn declara~ 
tion that he does not possess the sum of Rupees 5000, or property of any description 
to that umount, and also shall b2 entitled on his return to India to receive from the 
Agents in England, the sum regulated for the outward passage” ou the production of a 
similar declaration. 





Aws. 18.—-A Subsoriber so proceeding to England on Sick Certificate, shalt be 
authorized to apply for the further sum of Rupees turee Hundred for his equipment, 
his application being accompanied by a solemu and sinucre declaration of his not 
being possessed of the sum of Rupees 2008, or property of any description to that 
amount——but no allowance will in such case be made for equipment to a Subscriber re- 
turning to India.

Ant. %.—It having however been deemed necessary to set limits to the claims 
for gratuitous Passage Money, Equipment Allowance, and Income to Subscribers 
procceding to England on Sick Certiticate, no Subscriber shall consequently be en- 
titled to this indulgence more than once in eight years, reckoning from the renewal 
of Indian subscription. : r 

Arr. 21,—Subseribers proceeding to England from any place not under the Pre- 
sidency of Bengal, shall be entitled to the personal benefits which have been above 
enumerated. provided they shall have complied with the local Reguiations, and shall 
make immediate communication of the circumstances to the Directors of the Fund, 

‘Arr. 22.—The second Class of benefits, namely, those granted to Widows of de- 
ceased Subscribers, are absolute, not dependant on the decision of the Directors, but 
controlled solely by the Regulations of the Institution, 


Art, 23.—The Widows of deceased Subscribers shall be entitled to receive the 
Aunuities specified in the annexed Table. .

Provided that nothing @ontained herein, or in any other part of these Rales of the 
Institation, shalt be considered to entitle to the benefits of it, any Widow who may 
have been legally divoreed or separated from her Aurband, for udultery, or who, at 
the period of her Hushand’s demise, may have quitted his protection, and be living in 
astate of notorious adultery, though not divorced or separated from him by law, or 
who subsequently to her lustani’s decease may be living in a netortous state af incon- 
tinence. 

Arr. 24.—If a Widow Pensioner on the Fund marrics, her Pension is to cease 
during her coverture ; bur in the event of her again heceming a Widow, she shall be 
re-admitted to all the benefits she may have enjoyed from the Fund during her first 
Widowhood, in like manner as if she hud not re-married; but subject of course to all 
the limitations and conditions prescribed hy the Regulatiens in the first instance. If 
the second ‘Husband shail also have been’ Subscriber tothe Fund, the Widow will 
receive however only one Annuity, taking that which may be the greatest, that is to 
ay, according to the Rank of the first and second Husband, whichever may be the 
higher. 
£ Arr. 25,—Every Widow benefiting by the Military Fund, and not provided with. 
a passage to Europe at the expence of Government. shall be entitled (for one passage 
only) to an allowance of Rupees 1567-9-1; the claim te be determined by the fol. 
Jowing rule. Ff the money possessed by a widow exceed the sun of Ks. 12000, the 
same being available for immediate expenditure and entirely: at her disposal, she 
shall not be entitled to the benefit of passage money.

SECTION Iv. 


GrneRat Recunations, 


Arr. 27.—The Bengal Millitary Fund is to be administered by a President and 
Twelve Directors, to be chosen annually, on or about the J5th of January, hy a Ge- 
neral Meeting of all Subscribers who may be present at the Presidency. Subscribers 
who may be absent from the Presidency may vote for Directors by Proxy. on ad- 
dressing tothe Secretary, Letters containing the Names of the person for whom they 
wish.to vote, or by transmitting such names under tieir Signature to the General 
Meeting by the hand of any other Snbscriber. ‘The Directors who shall be found duly 
elected shall then choose their President from among themselves ~The precise day 
and place of Mecting shall ' notified by the Vresident, in the Calcutta Gazette, at 
least two calendar months: ore hand. 

ART. 28.—At the Annual Meetings the Accounts of the Fund and Proceedings of 
the Directors for the past year, shall be laid before the Meeting, for inspection and ap- 
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proval by the Subscribers present, who were not of the Direction; after which the 
Meeting at large will proceed to choose Directors for the ensuing twelve months, 
‘The accounts to be published for general information, %: 


Ant. 29.—The Directors of the past year are eligible to be re-elected. . 

Anr. 30.—All Subscribers, who may have contributed to the Fund hy ‘paying Do- 
nations and Subscriptions in their respective yanks, during six continued months be~ 
fore any meeting, are entitied to attend to examiné the Accounts and Proceedings, and 
to vote for Directors. 


Arr. 31.—In the event of a Vacancy in the Office of Director occuring in the in- 
termediate period between two Annual Meetings, the Directors may choose a Succes- 
sor from amongst the Subscribers of the Presidency, who may be eligible to the Office. 


Ant, 32.—On occasion of any particular and important business which may ne- 
cessarily require the opinion of the Society at large, Special Meetings will be called 
crone Subssribera at the Presidency (others voting by Proxy) as provided for in Ar- 
ticle 26. Orif any alleged mismanugement, or other emergent cause should occur 
to any twelve Subscribers to require the notice of the Society at large, Special Meet- 
ing shail be summoned by the President on the written requisition of such twelve 
Subscribers under the forms above prescribed. 


Arr. 33.—The Directors shall have a Secretary chosen by themselves, who also 
shall be an Accountant, with an Establishment upon such allowances as shall be deem- 
ed adequate tothe respective duties. 


Ant. 34.—The Secretary will be expected to have an Office at his own Residence 
for the accommodation of the Meetings of the Directors, for the preservation of the 
Records, and for the purpose of affording access to the Officers of the Army at large to

Aur. 35.—The Directors of the Fund will hold regular Monthly Meetings ; but 
no Meeting of the Directors consisting of a smaller number than five, shall be com- 
petent to the transaction of business, and it will rest with any Director, ov with 
the Neeretary, to represent the occurrence auch necessity to the President, who 
will convene a Special Meeting within ten days from the date of his receiving the 
application; but no special Meeting shall be called with the view of re-considering 
Resolutions which may have been already adopted by a former Meeting of Directors, 

tunlessthe requisition of a number of Directors greater than that which attended 
such Meeting. 


An. 36.—The Secretary will invariably lay before the Directors, either at the 
Regular or Special Meetings, all letters that may have been received by him since 
the last Meeting, Minutes of the Proceedings of all Meetings will be recorded and 
authenticate. by the Signatures of the Directors present. ‘She Secretary will also 
submit to the Directo 5 who attended, drafts of all the letters which in those Meetings 
he may have been desired to write. Letrers demanding an immediate answer, when 
gnch may be. of an ordinary nature, may be replien to by the Secretary, without 
writing for a Meeting of the Directors; but every letter proposed to be dispatched by 


the Secretary, must previously receive the syecial sanction of one Director, signified 
py his initial to the drafts, which willbe sent him for consideration, 


Ant. 87,—The Secretary will keep the sct of Books in use in the Military Wi- 
dows’ Fund under instructions which he may receive from time to time from the Di« 
rectors of the Fund. 


Ant. 88.—The Books and Correspondence of the Fund shall be at all times open 
to the inspection of Subscribers. 


Anr. 39.—When any new Reguiation shall appear to the Directors to he advis- 
able, such Regulation shall be circulated to Corps for consideration, and the affir- 
mative or negative of the Majority of individual votes (to be ascertained at the ex- 
piration of four months) shall decide its adoption. 


Art. 40.—If any Subscriber or Claimant on the Fund shall be desirous to appeal 
from the decision of the Directors to that of the Subscribers at Jarge, upon any subject 
which may not be specifically defined by the Regulations, such appeal, provided it be 
approved by three Dircetors, shail be referred by the Directors and decided upon in the 
manner prescribed in the preceding Article, and the decision on such appeal, or that 
of the Directors in cases not appealable, shall be final in all cases whatever ; any 
further agitation of the question by a process of law or otherwise, being deemed in 
jtself to be an absolute forfeiture of all claim on the Fund.

At a General Mecting of the Members and Subscribers of the Bengal Military 
Witows' Fund held at the Bank of Hindoostan, this-day, Monday, 18th Au- 
gust, 1823.

The following resolutions were proposed and unanimously agreed to: 

lst. That the following Extracts fram the General Letter of the Honorable Court 
of Directors in the Military Department, dated 26th February 1823, and forwarded. 
with Lieutenant Colonel Casement, C. B. Secretary to Government's Letter of the 24th 
ultimo, be read, viz. 

« 1% ‘ We now proceed to convey to you our sentiments and orders relative to 
our contribution to the Military Widows’ Fund.” 

_13. “It app-ars from the Statement of the Managers (Letter 30th July 1820,) that 
the Subscribers to the Fund have greatly decreased in number’; those in the unmarried 
Class having almost wholly withdrawn their Subscriptions, while several of the 
married Officers have entered into other ‘fontines ; notwithstanding the patronage 
which we have given to the Fuad, and the advantage which it possesses of a large annual 
contribution from us.” ‘ 

14, © All the other Funds established at your Presidency to which we contribute 
are, as far as the provision for Widows is concerned: framed upon principles similar to 
those which were laid down in our Military letter of 22d February, 1811, and the Milita~ 
ry letter of 22d February, 1811, aud the Military Funds at Madras and Bombay which 
are exclusivedy confined to churitable purposes and embrace a greater variety+of such 
objects, are supported by nearly the whole of the Officers of those Establishments.” 


15. ‘ We areef opinion, that a Military Fund upon the General Principle of those 
of Madras and Bombay, is equally suitable to the Officers of your Establishment, and 
would be attended with equal success.” 

46. “You have therefore our authority upon the receipt of this despatch, to 
offer tothe Subscriters of the Benga! Military Widows’ Fund, the allowance of the 
encreased rate of Interest solicited upon their Securities, upon the condition of adopt 
ing as the basis of their Regulations, the principle of the Military Funds of Madras 
and Bombay, except in respect to the provisiog for Orphans; an object which is 
already adequately provided for by the Military @rphan Society of youe Establish- 
ment, wnd the exclusion of which justify a proportionate reduction in the rates of 
Subscription.” 

17. © These funds besides embracing the important object, making a liberal pro- 
vision for distressed Widows and Orphans, provide also for the payment of passage 
money for their conveyance to England, apd also for passage money to and frem 
England, and support there, for Indigent Members of the Fund, labouring under ilt 
heulth, and the Military Fund at Madras has lately commenced granting Pensiens to 
Officers having served more than 10 years in India, who have been compelled to leave 
the Service from ill health, without being entitled to full pay.” 

18 “Theseare provisions of advantage tothe Service generally and holding out 
strong inducements to subscribe to wmarried Officerson whose support the prosperity 
‘of these Funds so much depends.” iH > 

"19. © Our wishis, that if you are not already in possession of it, you should refer 
to the Governments of Madras and Bombay, for full information in regard to the 
Military Funds at those Presidencies, and the principles upon which the scale of 
contributions have been fixed, in reference to the advantages which they respectivoly 
hold out to their Members; in order that the managers of the Bengal Fund after 
making due allowance for the absence of any necessity to provide for Orphan Children,

Whether 
we view the case of these Subscribers in yeference to the above considerations, or to the 
security of the Fund, we have no hesitation in expressing our opinion that they onght

99, “We admit, that the arguments used by the Managers in favor of the pro- 
position for opening every class of Subscription to the service generally, are correct as 
applied toa Fontine supported o..ly by the contribution of its Members.” 


9g. “Bvery Subscriber’s Widow is, on that supposition, likely to benefit in pro« 
portion to the amount ‘of the hashand’s Subscription, and the sooner that Subseriotion 
commences, the better for the Fund Fut if the Fund'be aided by Charitable coutribu~ 
tious or by the contributions of the Parties not deriving heveft from the Fand; the 
Widows of those who subscribe to the higher Classes will, by obtaining a larger shaxe 
of these contributions diminish protanto the share of the infericr Classes 


24, “We are disposed however, so far to relax the principle of our former in- 
structions as to consent to your allowing Officers to Subscribe according to thei 
Army Rank, as was requested by Captain Faithfall, in his letter to the Managers, dated. 
4th Mareh, 1620. In our instructions of 22d February, 1811. we did not particnlarly 
treat of the difference established botween the rates of contribution of married or un- 
married Subscrihers,—With a view to encourage the contributions of the Jattet Class, 
we are prepared to sanction a difference of rates for the two Classes.” 


96. “ We decidedly object to the principle sanetfoned by the new Regulations 
which requires & fresh Certificate of heal:h, for every rise of Glass; a condition. which 
however proper when each Class of Subscription is open to every Officer, although re- 
maining stationary in rank, would operate with peculiar hardship when avplied to rise 
Sy proniotion, as it would deprive the Widow of an Officer of the Pension of her Class, 
jn casc her husband should suffer in his health, in. any stage of his promotion ; either 
from climate or the nature of the public service in which he might be engaged.” 


98. « We have lately resolved to render it obligatory upon all Civ.] Servants ap- 
pointed by,us in future, to subscribe to the Civil Fund of their resvective Presidencies 5 
and to communicate to such of those Servants, now in India, our wish, that they may: 
subscribe, and our determination to refuge compliance with any application sor relief 
on the behalf of Widows or Families of such Servants as shall refuse to contrpbate to 
the Fund.” 

27, “ Itis our intention to adopt similar resolutions in regard to the Subscription 
of, Military, Medical, and Ecclesiastical Servants, appointed for the Presidencies of 
Madras and Bombay, to the lunds established for their respective services, and we shail 
be prepared to follow the same course in favor of the Bengal Mititary W idaws’ Fund, 
when its constitution shall have been revised upon the principles explained in this letter.”

14th. The object of this Fund being clearly confined to sending Home pistREss- 
xp Families of deceased Officers, with a view of preventing these painful appeals for 
assistance tothe public, at once so humiliating to respectable individuals and the 
Queen's Service in India, it is earnestly hoped that allranks of Staff and Regimental 
Officers will support it, 


15th. But to prevent doubts and misconceptions which might possibly arise here- 
after it is distinctly declared, that no Widow who is notin distressed circumstances, 
or no lady tontinuing to veside in this country after the death of her husband, can ex- 
pect any provision or pension for herself or children from the Fund further than is 
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stated in the 8th clause of the Schedule of Awards. It is also declared that no Widow 
is entitled to passage money or allowance for travelling, unlees she shall actually 
proceed tosea or on her journey ia the manner for which any allowance may have 
been drawn; and should she have received such allowance she will be required to re- 
fund ; and further, that no Widow under any circumstances shall be entitled to any asi 
tance from this Fund, untess the ap;lication shall be made in the usual form within 

moaths after the demise of her husband. ¢ 


26th. Orphan Children are eligible for the _benefite of this Fund, but awards for 
them must be specially madeby a General or Sub-Committee, and sanctioned by the 
Commandar-in Chief of the Presideney, who is requested to appoint some eligible 
Person to take care of them, and provide a passage, &c. &c. 


V7th, -Thet the General Avents in Calcutta shall furnish an annual acount of the 
receipts and disbursements of his Fund, agreeably to forms annexed, to the Adjutant 
General of her Majesty's Fosces; and that, Officers be applied to, to circulate the same 
amongst the Subscribers, and the several officers ef Government at the three Presi- 

lencies. 


18th, T at Commanding Officers of Her Majesty's Regiments b2 requested to 
pay particular attention in causing the regular quarterly remittances to be made to the 
General Agents, who are requested from time to time to apprize Commanding Officers 
whenever any Cosps may fail in making such remittances, 


19th. That no general Rule or Regulation of this Fund shall be altered, except 


recommended by the General Committee, and approved by a majority of the Sub. 
ecrivers. 


26th, In taking the opinion of the Regiments and Staff Officer of Her Majesty's 
Forces in India, a very general wish has been expressed that aff Widows shall have 
their passage to England, &c. &ec, defrayed. The Fun s will not now admit of it, but 
should the positive standing balance of the Fund ever umount to forty thousand 
Rupees (40,000) the Committee will again put the question for the sense of the Sub. 
scribers with a provision that such charge should again cease on the balance falling to 
thirty thousand Rupees (31,000); and asin that event all married Officers will have 
acclaim onthe Fund, their subscriptions should then be augmented. As an Officer 
ceases to he a Subscriber on leaving India, all claims on the Fund must in like manner 
cease the tame period, but an Officer going to sea for the benefit of health, being entitled 
to his Company's allowances, wili be considered as a Subscriber during his absence.

2, That the onject of this Fund be, to provide for the maintenance of the Widows 
and Children of those who shall subscribe to it on the terms anil conditions specified 
below, or auch others as may be substituted in liew thereof, with the approval and 
consent of the Majority of Subscribers, t 

3. ‘That the Governor General of India be the Patron of this Institution. —. 

That the management of the Fund be vested in a ‘Committee of 13 Direetors 
to be chosen annually from among the Subscribers at Jarge at Annual General Meet- 
ings of the Fund. “That the Directors meet for the dispatch of business once every 
month or oftener if necessary, and that five be competent to form a quorum to transact 
the ordinary details of the Pund. 

$. Thatthe Secretery and Accountant keep a set of Books for the Fund under the 
direction of a Sub-Committee of 3 Directors. who will act a8 Auditors of the Fund. 

6. Thatshe Rooks and Accounts of the Fund be open to the inspection of Sub- 
scribers every week day between the hoursof 6 a. m. and 6 P. M., but no document ar 
copies of documents shall be permitted to be taken away by the Members without the 
pertnission of the Direetors for the time being, or @ Majority of them. 

7. That the Secretary shail circulate all papers that are received by him inmedi- 
ately, for the information ‘and orders of the Directors, and shall also lay them before the 
Piractors at their ordinary and special Meetings. Minutes of the Proceedings of all 
Meetings will be recorded and authenticated by the Sixnatures of the Directors present. 


8. That all Christian Men, not otherwise inteligible by any other clause or—regu- 
lation of the Fund not being under the age of 19 or above the age of 60 who at the time 
of becomming ~ubscribers to this Fund, are in the Service of the Government of Bengal, 
the North Western Provinces and the Eastern ‘settlements of Penang, Singapore and 
Malacca, including also permanent Section Writes and Uncovenanted Pensioners are 
eligible ag Subscribers.

EXPLANATION OF THE TABLES. 


It would in the present instance be superfluous to attempt a labored definition of the 
term‘ Life Annuity,” as it is by general acceptation known to mean a early payment 
of a certain sum of money for life or for a term of years in return for an adequate amount 
received which amount is called the present value of an Annuity and depends upon the 
manner in which it is presumed a large number of potsons similarly situated with the pur- 
chaser would die off successively. Various tables of these Deerements of Life as they 
are called have been constructed from observations made among different classes of Life. 
But for India. two only have been produced. One prepared by Mr. Curnin from official 
returns procured at the India House, the other from statistical results obtained by the 
gentlemen of the Committee of the late Government Insurance Institution. The average 
mortality of the latter being less than in Mr. Curnin’s table and ascertained from actual 
Jocal data, it has been preferred in determining the table that is azeaed, as the ground- 
work of a family Pension Fund for the Uncovenanted Servants. It will be seen therefore 

, that the table “in question has been computed strictly upon the recognized principles of 
Annuity Societies, than which nothing can he more equitab! re safe, more free from 
speculative theory, and less liable to be affected by adventitious circumstances. A refer- 
ence to the table will doubtiess lead to the conviction that the rates have not heen) ea 
culated at & venture, when the nicety and close approximation with which they vaty as 
the expectation of life is great or small, is observed and to a person conversant with suelt 
calculations, an examination will satisfactorily prove the accuracy with which the table 
has heen computed. 

















To facilitate calculation, the rates have been worked per annum, and as the heading 
indicates, are intended to give an Annuity of 100 Rupees. per annum to the Wife to com- 
mence on the death of the Husband, and to continue during the term of her natural life, or 
until her re-marriage. Parties ure not, however, as has been supposed by sonte, of neces 
restricted to the amount of Aunuity given inthe table, that may be increased at.

RULES RELATIVE TO THE GRANT OF SUPERANNUATION PENSIONS TO 
SUBORDINATE UNCOVENANTED OFFICERS IN THE CIVLL DEPART. 
MENT. % 


First. Superannuation Pensions will be granted only to the superior classes of Pub- 
lic Servants indicated in the annexed list. Inferior Servants, Suwars, armed or organized 
Peons, including Jemadars, and other ranks, Lascars,* Boatmen, Artilicers, Labourers, and 
menials, are to have no claim to such provision. 


Second. With the exception of Native Judges and Law Officers, the supplicant 
must have-been employed in the Public’ Service for a period of atleast twenty years. 


Third. The Public Servant, whatever may have been the period of his service, must 
be incapacitated for further employment, by old age, protracted ill-health, loss of sight, or 
other bodily ov mental infirmity. 

Fourth. The character, conduct, and past services of the Public Servant must be 
favorably certified by the Oflicers or Oijiecr under whom he may have been employed, and 
must appear to be such as to entitle him to the favorable consideration of Government. 












i ‘Whenever it may be judged expedient to grant a Pension to a Public Officer 
whose cause nuiy Come Within the forezeing provisions, the amount of the Pension shall pe 
limited as follows :

1. The Library is a Public Library of reference and circulation open to all ranke 
and clusses of the community” 

2. ‘The propertyeof the Library is vested in trustees, for the benefit of the 
share-hokters. 

3, The use of the Library is available to subcribers as well as proprietors, under 
rules hereafter specitied. 

4. The mana sement of the Library is entrusted to a Committee of three Curators, 
chosen by the proprietors and first class subscribers of one year’s standing ; & meeting 
in the month of February in each year, to be called by advertisement, by tue Curators 
for the time being. : 

5. No reaation of the Curators, disposing of the funds of the Society, exceeding 
jn amount one thousund rupees. shall be ‘carried into effect until the accounts have 
peea on tue table of the Library for the space of one week. 

6. All proceedin.s of the Curutors ‘shall be entered in a book, which shall always 
be on the table of te Library, for the inspection of proprietors and subseribers, 

7. AR accounts shall be made up yearly, and be audited and approved by tha 
Curators. and sulinitted to the yearly meeting of Proprietors and Subscribers. 

8. Upon all pecuniary questions, each sliare shul! have one vote. Upon all other 
matters, each Proprieter shall lave only one vote. And upon allsuch other matters, 
euch subscriber of the fist cla-s und of one year's standing 8 pall have a vote.

ACT No. VI. or 1889. 


1. The existing Charter of the Bank of Bengal having been found in many rete 
pects inconvenient and imperfect, the Members of the said Corporation have by their 
irectors applied to the Governor General of india in Council for the amendment 
thereof. hy a new Chacter or Act of Incorporation, tendering the surrender thereupon 
of tue said Charter, and the Governor General in Council having assented to such sur- 
render, and te the continuance of the said Corporation as hereinafter declared ;—It is 
hereby enacted, that from the Ist day of May next after the passing of tsi Act the 
Charter of the said Bank of Bengal bearing date the 20th May 1823. and the Acts No. 
X1X. of 1846 and No. XXIV, of 1888 relating thereto, shall respectively cease to have 
effect; and the same are hereby from that day cancelled, save a8 to such particulars as 
are herein mentioned or referred to, 

IL. And it is hereby enacted, that the persons who at the time of the determina- 
tion of the said Charter and Acts aforesaid shall under the provisions of the said Char- 
ter and Acts, be the Proprietors of the Capital Stock ‘of the said Bank of Bengal, shall 
notwithstanding the determination of the said Charter and Acts continue to be & core 
poration, body corporate and politic by the name of the Bank of Bengal with verpetuat 
succession to them and their successors Proprietors for the time being of the said Bank 
as hereinafter mentioned, and to possess and enjoy all the rights, privileges and im- 
munities incident by law to a corporation aggregate. 

Ill. And itis hereby enact d, that all property and securities for property. claims 
and demands whatever @r now vested in or held hy the said Bank of Bengal, under and 
by virtue of the said Charter and Acts, shail immediately on the determination of the 
raid Charter devolve on and become vested and continued in the Bank of Bengal, 60 
continued and incorporated by this Act as aforesaid, aiid that the said Bank of Bengal 
su continued and incorporated as aforesaid shall be snbject to all debts, demands, claims 
and liabil ties ou'standing against the said Bank at the time of such determination of its 
gaid Charter as aforesaid, and that no suit or proceeding at Law or in Equity then 
pending shall cease or abate in consequence of such dete:mination of the said present 
Charter, and of such renewal and continuance of the said Bank by virtue of this Act. 

TV. Andit is hereby enacted, that the said Bank so renewed and continued shall 
and may sue and be used by its corporate name aforesaid, and shail and may have and 
use such common seal as the Directors of the said Bask shall from time to time appoint, 
and shall be competent to acquire ‘and hold either absolutely or conditionally, for a term 
or iu perpetuity, avy description of property whatsoever aud to transfer and convey the 
same. 

YY. And it is hereby enacted, that the Capital Stock of the said Bank as con- 
stituted under the said present Charter and Acts shall on the determination of 
the same by virtue of this Act contioue to be the Capital Stock of the said Bank so 
renewed «nd continued as aforesaid, provided however that it shall be In the power 
of the Governor General of India in Council from time to time, by resolution 
notiGed in the Calcutta Gazette, to authorize the said Capital Stock to be increased 
and to make such order and direction for the opening of subscriptions towards such 
iuerease of capital as to him may seem fit. giving due notice thereof to the Proprietors 
of the said Bank for the time being, and allowing to them a period of not less than 
twelve months to fill up such subscription themselves, and likewise to prescribe in what

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man ner and form the Proprieto-s shall subscribe and pay into the said Bank the pro- 
portions of new Stock to which they may respectively be entitled, and to make such 
‘ordsr end di ection ts to him the said Governo- General in Council may seem fit for 
the disposal of the amount of new Steck that may not be subscribed for and paid up ia 
the manner and form 80 prescribed. 


WI And whereas the capital Stock of the said Bak which by the said Act No. 
XIX, of 1836, was tixed at seventy-five lakhs of Rupees divided into 1.875 shares of four 
taousand Rupees each, has by the Resolution of the President of the Councii of Indiain 
Council, issued and notified to the Proprietors onthe 17th October 1838, in conformity 
with act No. XXIV. of 1834 heen ordered to b> increased by one-half, and whereas a 
book is now open for sebscriptions and payment is now being made of such increased 
spapital in the manner and under the te’ms and conditions authorized in the said Act 
No. XXIV. of 1838, and prescribed in the said order and notice of the President in 
touncil. Is is therefore fiorehy enacted. that the Capital Stock of the said Bauk shall 
‘on the said Ist May next when this Act shall take effect for the re-incorporation of the

divided into shares of four thousand Rupees euch, or into quarter shares of one thov- 
sand Rupees cach in the manner declared and proviled by Act Nu. XIX. of 1836, and 
the shares of the said C: that may be then registered in the name uf the Governor 
General of India in Council, shall be the property of the said Governor General of In~ 
Wia in Council for the time being on behalf of the Vast India Company, together with 
any new ehares or quarter shares for which subscription may be made on account there= 
of, ander she option reserved to the said Governor General 0: I-dia in Council to that 
effect in the said order and notice, and the shaves and quarter shares registered as be~ 
Jonging to individual Proprietors shul, continue to be the property of such Preprietors, 
andthe said Proprietors shull respectively Le in the prop-rtion of their several interesta 
Froprietors of the Bank of Bengal as re-incorporated by this Act, and shall hold and 
enjoy iu respect to their several sha es and interests the same precise rights and pri- 
vileges as regards the subscription to fresh Stock, under the order and notice referred 
to; as they would have done if the Bank of cengal had cuntinued under the Charter 
and Acta referred to, tue re-iacorporatioa of the seid Bank by this Act notwitustand.

Andit is hereby enacted, that the Directors of the said Bank shall 
cause the hooks of the said Bank to be balanced on the 30th day of June and the 3ist 
of December in every year, and that a settlement of the balance on every such day, 
signed hy a majority of the said Directors, shall be forthwith transmitted to one of the 
Secretaries to the Governor General of India in Couucil. and that the Governor Gene~ 
ral of India in Council shall at all times be entitled to require of the said Directors any 
information touching the affairs of the Bank, aud the production of any documents of the 
said Bank, and that the said Directors shall comply with every such requisition. 


XXXV. Anil it is hereby enacted, that an account of the profits of the said Bank 
shali be taken half yearly on the Ist day of January and the Ist day of July in every 
year, and that a dividend shall be determined by the Directors ofthe said Bank on the 
ground of the actual profits made by the said Bank during the six calendar months 
preceding the day up to which such half yearly account shall be taken, provided that

XXXVI. Anditis herelw enacted, that onthe first Monday of the month of 
August in every year, a General Meeting of the Proprietors of the Capital Stock of the 
said Bank shall be held, at which the Directors of the said Bank shail submit to the said 
Proprietors a statement of affairs of the said Bank, made up tothe preceding 30th of 
June, and such General Meeting shall be competent to pass resolutions, and frame 
rules and directions relative to the affairs and conduct of the said Bank which shali be 
binding on the Directors and Officers of the Bank, and on the Proprietors thereof, 
‘until rescinded or modified respectively by any subsequent General Meeting. 


XXXVI. Andit is hereby enacted, that any three of the said Directors of the 
said Bank, ot any ten Proprietors of the Capital Stock of the said Bank, may at any 
time convene a General Mecting of the Proprictors upon giving fifteen days’ previous 
notice of such Mecting, and of the purpose or purposes for which the same shall be con~ 
vened as well tothe Directors of the said Bank for the time being, as also by publie 
advertisement in the Caleuita Gazetie. 


XXXVIIL. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Bank of Ben- 
gal, with the sanction of the Governor General of India in Council, to establish 
Branch Banks at such places, and under such rufes and restrictions as shall be determin~ 
ed by the Proprietors at their General Meetings, provided however, that such Branch 
Banks when so established, besides being subject to the rules and restrictions that 
may be imposed by the Proprietors, and to the control and orders of the Directors of 
the Bank at Calcutta, shall be bound by the same rules as to the description of busi- 
ness in which they are to engage and the manner of conducting such business, and 
likewise in respect to the issue of notes payable on demand and the retention of cash to 
meet the same, aud in all transactions and matters herein above referred to, ae are 
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. XXXIX. And itis further enacted, that if any of the sait Proprietors shalt bee 
come indebted to the said Pank it shall be lawful for the said Bank to witi-hold pay~ 
ment of the dividends on the shera or shares of such Proprietor registered as his 
or her own property, and not as heidin trust, or as executor, or administrator, untit 
Payment of such debt. and to apply such dividends towards payment thereof, and that 
after demand and default of payment and notice in that behalf given either to such 
Proprietor or his or her constituted 4 gent, or by public advertisement in the ¢ aleutta 
Gazette. it shall be lawful for the snid Bank to refuse registration of the transfer of 
any such share or shares of such Proprietor, until payment of such debt, and if the 
same shal! remain unpaid for the space of s'x months after such Notice ; to advertise 
for public sale, and to sell such shave or shares or so many as may be necessary, and 
to apply the proceeds thereof towards payment of such debt with interest. at the rate 
of six per cent. per annum, paying over the surplus, if any, tu such Proprietor or to 
his or her lawful representative, 


XL. And it isfurther enacted, that the said Bank shall continue as herehy con. 
stituted until the kt day of M: i i in the year of Our Lord 1846, and 
shall thereafter continue in like manner until duly dissolved or modified, provided 
however, that after the said Ist day of’ May 1846. the said Bank shall not, except upon 
the application or by the consent of the Proprietors of the said Bank be dissolved, or 
anywite modilicd without previous notice of twelve months at the least being given to 
the irectors of the said Bank for the time being of such intended dissolution or modi 
fication, provided also that in the event of the said Bank at any time suspending such 
payments the benefits granted to the said Bank by the present Act of Incorporation 
shall be thenceforth forfeited.

BENGAL CHAMBER OF COMMERCE, 


Ast-—That such an association being intended to watch over and protect the generat 
interests of Commerce, it is highly desirable not to recognise any principle of exclusion, and 
that all merchants or persons engaged in the general trade of Bengal, therefore, shall, upon 
Payment of the Subscriptions and fees, and signature of the Rules and Regulations,-be ad- 
missible as Members in the manner hereafter described. 


2d.—That the Society shall be styled the « Bencat Caameer or Commerce,” 


3d.—That the objects and duties of the Chamber shall be generally, to receive and col- 
lect information on ail matters of mercantile interest, beating upon the removal of evils, the 
redress of grievances, and the romotion of the common good. To conmunicate with 
authorities and with individual parties thereupon. To take such steps as nity appear 
needful in furtherance of these views, which may be done more eflectively by suci an asso. 
ciated body. To receive 1 “rences on matters uf custom or usage in doubt or dispute, de- 
ciding on the same, and recording the decision made, for future guidance. To form, by 
that another means, a Code of Practice, whereby the transaction of business by all en- , 
gaged in it may be simplified and fucilicated, And, finally, (should it be practicable.) to 
urbitrate between the disputante wishing to avoid litigation, and willing to refer to, and to

That, where an appeal is made from the decision of the committee of Arbitra~ 
tion to the General Committee, the fee which the latter shall think it right to charge on 
such appeal, shall be borne by the appellant, in all cases where the award of the Come 
mittee of Arbitration is not reversed. 

Std. ‘That, on other reference to the Chamber, a fee of 5 rupees shall be charged. 

4th. Where parties resorting to the Chamber for the settlement of questions in dis- 
pute, are not satisfied with the provisions of rule 17, they are free to nominate any Mem- 
bers of the Chamber, without limitation of number either by a concurrent nomination, or 
by each party’s making an equal selection, and where the whole number so named is even, 
these have the power, at any time, of choosing one other from the Members of the Chamber, 
or, if they cannot agree upon that one, and such addition is requisite to prevent the inde- 
cision of a balanced: division, the General Committee appoints him to be associated with 
them in effecting an award. The members thus appointed to officiate, elect their own 
chairman, who has the castivg yoice in the event of a numerical equality of votes A 
majority determines the submission. 
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NEW INSOLVENT ACT. 


ANNO QUARTO AND QUIN10.—GULIELMI IV. REGIS, 
CHAP, LXXIX. 
AN ACT TO AMEND THE LAW RELATING TO INSOLVENT DEBTORS IN 
; NDIA. 





14th August, 1834, 

Whereas an Act was passed inthe Nimh Year of the Reign of His late Majesty King 
George the Fourth, intituled An act to provide for rhe Helief of Insolvent Debtors in 
the Kost [udies until the first day of March one th: usand eight hundred and thirty« 

+ three ; and by wnotrer act passed and in the second yeur of the reign of his late Ma- 
jesty King William the Fourth the said act was continued in force until the tirst day of 
March ove the usand eight han red and thirty-six 5 and whereas. in and by the said 
act to provide for the relief of Insoivent Debtors in the Bast Indies, ecrtain provi-ions 
were enacted as toa commi-sion of bankruptcy issuing against any snch insoivent 
Debtor as therein mentioved, and as to the proceedings cousequent thereon; and 
among-t other things it was anacted, that a Certificate oitained under snch Commissie 
on as therein provided should have the same force and effect in all places situate with. 
out the limits of the Evst India Company's Charter, as if the sume had heen ouly sign= 
ed in the usual ways after such bankrupt hus duly surrendeved aud passed his late exa~ 
minatin 5 und it was also by the suid act amonyst other things provided and enacted 
that whenever it shall be made to appear to the satisfaction of any court for relief of 
Insolvent Debtors, upon the application of any insolvent, his assigi.ee, or _a9siunees, or 
any of his or her creditors, that the estate of such Tusolveut Debtor wiich shail have 
come 10 the bands of the assignee or assignecs, »hali have produced sufficient to pay 
and discharge -hree fourths o: the amount of the dcbts which sliail have been establi h- 
ed in such cuurt, cr that creditors te the amount of more than one-half in number aud 
value of the debts which shall have been so established shall s guify their consent in 
writing thereto, it shali be lawful for such Court to inquire into the conduct of the said 
Ansolvent, and if it shall appear to such Court that the said Insolvent has acted fairly 
and honestly towards his or her creditors, such Court shali be fully authorized and em- 
powered thereupon to order that the said Insolvent shall be for ever discharged from 
all liability whatsoever for or in respect of such debts so established, as aforesaid, and 
such Court shall, in the order to be drawn up, specify and set forth the names of such 
creditors : and after any such order shall have been so made no further proceedings 
shall be had in the matter of the petition before the Court, untess upon appeal made to 
the Supreme Court of Judicature of the presidency where such Court for the relief of 
Jusolyent Debtors shallbe holden as thereby authorized ; and it was by the said recited 
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act also provided, that no sych order as last aforesaid shall prevent any creditor who 
shall not have been resident within the limits of the Charter of the said United Com- 
pany at any time hotween the filing of such petition and the making of such order as last 
mentioned, and who shail not have taken part in any of the proceedings under the said 
petition, from bringing any suit or action in the Hast Indics tor the purpose of obtain= 
ing execution against the goods, estaté, or effects of such insolvent for any unsatisfied 
claim of such creditor, nor from bringing any suit or action tor such claim in any Court 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Frelund, or elsewhere without the li- 
mits of the said United Company’s Charter, against such insolvent, in the sume man= 
ner aud with the like consequences and effects as if such order as last mentioned had 
not been made ; and whereas it is expedient to extend and add to the provisions of the 
said acts so as to give to insolvent debtors, being traders, who shall have acted fairly 
and honestly towards their creditors, and additicnal and more complete discharge, and 
also to render more effectual the means of obtaining such discharge, and at the same time 
to preserve to such insoi vent debtors such relief asis already afforded by the said recit« 
ed acts, and whereas under the provisions of the act passed in the first and second years 
of his late King William the Foarth intituled an act (0 establish a Court in Bankrupt~ 
cy, a fiat is issued in bankruptey in liea of a commission of Bankrupt in every case. 
where the Lord Chancellor, by virtue of any former act had theretofore power to issue 
a commission of bankruptcy : Be it therefore enacted by the King’s most Excellent Ma. 
jesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and ‘Temporal aud 
Commons, in this present parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, that 
any person who now is or who shall hereafter become an jusolvent debtor within the 
intent wd meaning of the said act of the ninth year of the reign of His Majesty King 
George the Fourth, either upon petition filed, or by adjudication on an act of insolvency 
as thercin provided, aad who at the time of such petition being or filed adjudication 
made as aforesaid shall have been or shall be a person who, by an act passed in the 
sixth year of the Reiguot His late Mujesty, intituled an act do amend the Laws relating 
to Bankrupls, or by any act hereafter to be passed would be deemed a trader liable to 
pecome bankrupt, shall be at liberty, at any time not earlier thau three months from 
the making of such assignments in the said’ act, intituled au Act fur the Relief of In- 
solvent Debtors in the East Indies, directed, or from any such adjudication of insol ven. 
¢y as therei mentioned (as the case may be) to apply by petition for his discharge to any 
oue of the said courts, in the ast Indies for the relief of insolvent debtors, in the said 
last- mentioned act asshall have already jurisdiction over the matter of his insolvency ; 
and the principal officer of sucl court shall cause a notice of such petition to be forth. 
with inserted in the Gazette of the presidency within which such court shall be holden, 
and the Chief Seeretary of the Government of such presidency shall, withont delay, 
transmit to the Court of Directors of the said United Company, by different ships, two 
at least of every such Gazette which shall contain such notice as aforesaid who shall 
without delay cause such notice to be inserted in the London Gazette und all creditors 
of the sa‘d insolvent, cither alone or asa partner with any other person or persons, and. 
either within tle limits of the said Charter of the said United Company, or elsewhere, 
who shall not, within fourteen calendar months, from the filing of such petition for a 
discharge as aforesaid, have given notice to the said court of his dissent from such in~ 
soivent having his discharge, shall be taken to have assented tiereto ; and thereupon 
and at the expiration of the seid fourteen calendar months from filing of such petiton, on 
discharge as aforesaid, if it shall appear to such court that the suid insolvent lias acted 
fairly ani honestly towarcs his creditors, and unless a creditor to the amount. of one 
sixth nuniber and value of the debts that shall have been established in such court 
shall huve given notice to their disuent as aforesaid, or unless a fiat in Bankruptey (not 
being a fiat issued under the provisions of the said recited acts.) to provide for the re- 
lief of Insolvent debtors inthe Hast Indies ; shall have been issued out in England 
against such Inso. vent within the time herein-after provided such Court shall be au- 
thorized and empowered to order the discharge of the said Insolvent from liability for 
debts, claims, and demands of and against such insolvent ; and such ordet shall operate 
(save as herein-after provided) as a release and discharge from all debts, claims, and. 
demands for which such insolvent was liable at the time of his petition for relief being 
filed, or of any such act of insolvency committed as aforesaid (as the case may be), and 
whether within the limits of the Charter of the said United Company or elsewhere, and 
whether such debts, claims, and demands shall or shalt not have been established in such 
court as aforesaid : provided nevertheless that such order shall not operate as a release 
ov discharge ef any person who was partner with such insolvent, or jviutly bound or 
liable with him. 

Ul. Provided always, and be it further enacted, that in case any fiat in Bankruptey 
shall be issued in England against avy such insolvent trader as aforesaid, under the 
provisions of the said act iutituled an Act to provide for the Relief of Insolvent Deb- 
tors in the East Indies, or under the provisions of any other act passed or to be here- 
after passed respecting insolvent debtors in the East Indies, then in such case such order 
fog discharge as aforesaid shallnot operate aga discharge of the debt, claim, and demand 
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of any creditor whoshall not have been resident within the limits of the charter of the 
said United Company at any time between the filing of such petition and the making 
of such order ag Jast mentioned, nor shall any such creditor be debarred from bringing 
any suit or action for such debt, claim, or demand in any court of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ire‘and, or elsewhere without the limits of the said United Com 
Ppany's Charter, against such insolvent, in the same manner and with the like conse= 
quences and effects as if such order as Jast mentioned had not been made, . 

TU. Proyided nevertheless, and be itfurther enacted, ‘That in such last mentioned 
case, upon any application made tothe commissioner acting in such fiat as aforesaid, to 
sign the certiticate of such insolvent, and after the same shall have been signed by the 
requisite number of creditors under the provisions of the said act an Act to provide for 
the Relief of Insoivent Debtors in the East Indies, or in any other act passed or here- 
after to he passed respecting insolvent debtors in the Hust Indies, then if it shall be 
made to appear to such commissioner that such order fora discharge has been made 
by the court in the Hast Indies as aforesaid, and if such commissioner sign such ceri- 
ficate, le shall also certily in writing upon such certificate that such insotrent “has obe 
tained such order for discharge in the Hast Indies as aforesaid, and thereupon such

dence jn al] courts and places whatsoever of all the proccedings precedent to, such 
order being made, and of the same being duly obtained; and if any such insolvent 
trader shail he taken in execution or detained in prison for such debt, claim or dew 
mand, where judgment has been obtained before such order of the court for his dise 
charging as aforesaid, it shal} be lawful for any Judge of the Court wherein such judg- 
ment has been chlained. on such Insolvent producing order as aforesaid, to order ony

fat shall not inany manner afect, invalidate, or interfere with the proceedings under 
the iusulveney previously existing in the Hast Indies, nor shall the astignees under such 
fiat acquire any right or title to tuke possession of, demand, ene for, or recover any 
property or interest, reai or persoual, wheresoever siluated which belonged to such insol-

And whereas by the said recited act of the ninth year of the reign of his 
Inte Majesty King (teorge the Fourth it is exacted, that all such insolvent debtors as 
therein mentioned shail within the time also therein mentioned, deliver into thecourt « 
a schedule containing a falland true account of their debts, estates, and effects ax 
therein mention and which schedule is thereby directed to be forthwith filed in the 
said eonrt : and whereas it is expedient that the creditors of such insolvent debtors 
residing out of tie limits of the said Company’s charter should have the means of 
inspecting such § ule with equal facility with eveditors of such insolvent debtors 
yesiding within the limits of the said charters be it therefore further enacted, that the 
principu officer of the said respective courts for the relief of insolvent dehtors shail 
without delay, transmit to the Court of Directors of the said Company by different

RULES AND ORDERS. 


To regulate the Proceedings of the Court for the Retiefpf Insolvent Debtors, made 
and passed at Fort William in Bengal, om Tuesday, the Sth September, 1887, pur= 
suunt to the Act 9, Geo. 4, Cap. 73. ade 
The Kules and Orders, with the Table of Fees, which have hitherto subsisted in the 

Court for the Relief of Insolvent Debtors are revoked and annulied ; and instead of them 

the following Rules and Orders and Table of Fees are established by the Supreme Court 

at Fort William in Bengal. 

I All Summonses, Piecepts, Rules, Orders, and other mandatory process shail run, 
and be in the name of our Sovereign Lady the Queen, and shall be sealed with the 
Seal of this Court, and shai have and bear the attestation of the Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court of Judicature, or in the vacancy of the office of the Chief 
Justice, the Puisne Judge acting as Chief Justice. naming him and shall be 
prepared, made cut, and signed by the Chief Clerk of the Court; and all Petitions, 
Affidavits, and other pruceedings shall be filed by the said Chief Clerk of 
Records, and the offices of the said Chief Clerk and of the Examiner shall be open 
every Monday und ‘thursday, between the hours of ‘Ten ia the forenoon and Four in tha 
afternoon, anion such other days and at such hours as the Court shall hereafter direct. 

1.) That inevery ease the Attorney shall personally, and not by his clerk, accept the 
reta‘ner of a prisoner, and that the prisoner shail sign the retainer and at the same time 
the Attorney shall sign his acceptance thereof, provided that in case of the illness of 
sitch Attorney or of his absence from Calcutta such retainer may be reeccived and ac 
cepted for him by some other Attorney of the Court the cause thereof being stated in 
such a: ceptance. 

Til. ‘That the Attorney of every prisoner or other person applying for relief under 
this Act of Parliament, shal! cause his Bill to be taxed by the Taxing Officer and deli- 
yered with the allocatur thereon to 8! prisoner or otter person applying for relief 
one weck at least before the hearing of his or her petition, and the Attorney in all cases 
on taxation of his Bill of Costa, when the same shall exceed the amount of one hundred 
rupees, shall produce and leave with the Taxing Officer an afiviavit proving the payment 
of ailgums of mouey charged in the same as paid out of Pocket, and the trath of each 
aud every other charge for any proceeding or attendances or letters charged therein, 
aud that the same were actually necessary to the prisoner’s discharue. 

IV. That no Attorney shall directly or indirectly employ the Gaoler, Deputy 
Gaoler, Prisoner or other person confined or residing within any of the Giaols ag Clerk 
or Agent to solicit retainers, or to transact any business whatever relating to proceed 
ingsin this Court touching the relief or discharge of any Prisoner om pain of being 
semoved from the rolis of the Supreme Court, and that no Attoruey shalt practice as 
an Attorney whilst he shali himse:f be a prisoner for debt or other cause, 

¥. That all petitions of prisoners shall be left one clear day before the same shall be 
signed with the Examiner of the Court for examination who will thereupon in every 
such cace prepare the Conveyance and Assignment of the Estate and Eliects of the pri- 
souer anc that all petitions shall be signed and all Conveyunces and Assignments execut~ 
ed by the prisone nthe presence of the Examiner who for that purpose and for tak~ 
ing affidavit will attend at the Gaol in which the prisoner shall be contined between the 
hours of Nine and Ten of the ( lock in the forenoon on Tuesdaysand Fridays and on no 
other days, and if the fourteen days allowed by the Act fos*presenting petitions shalt 
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expire between such days of attendance as aforesaid, any prisoner may sign his 
petition on the next day of attendance without a special application to the Court, and 
that every petition when signed and every assignment when executed shall be forth- 
with filed by the Examiner in the office of the Chief Clerk of the Insolvent Court. 


VI. That in all cases when the petitioner is in Gaol there shall be filed with the 
petition a Certificate from the Gaoler of the day or days, and cause or causes of de- 
tainer against the prisoner; and if the Prisoner shall be in custody solely on a surren- 
der in the discharge of his Bail there shall also be filed at the same time a Certifi- 
cate of the plaint and state of the cause. 


VII. That the better to enable the Assignee to obtain on any assignment imme- 
diate possession of property and effects belonging to insolvents. It is ordered that 
with all petitions left with the Examiner for examination, there shail be delivered an 
Hatate paper signed by the Petitioner and witnessed by his Attorney, containing the 
hest account which can be then given of his Estate and Effects, especiatly of all such 
real and personal property as ure in his possession, or under his controul, ready to be 
delivered up, or of which immediate possession can be given in his behalf; and ‘that if 
there be no such property the latter circumstances shall nevertheless be so stated at 
the time in writing and left with the Examiner as aforesaid. 


VIFI. Thatevery application to the Court for leave to file petition after the 
expiration of the fourteen days allowed for that purpose shall be supported by the 
affidavit of the prisoner in which shall be stated the degree, profession, or trade, and 
the last place of aboie of such prisoner, and the time of his or her first arrest in the 
action, wherein he or she is then detained and the time of commitment to the prison 
where he or she isthen coafited, together with a Statement of all monies paid or 
spent and of all property apent, sold, or made over, assigned, disposed of, or in any 
manner parted with by ‘him or her since such first arrest, and in what manner and to 
whom and also the cause of not having presented ench petitian within the said four. 
deen daya, and such application shall be made either by petition with the said aftidavit. 
»mnexcd or hy motion in Court with the said affidavit, exhibited. and there shall also 
he annexed or exhibited sach aeconnt in writing of Estate and fects us in all cases 
required by the Seventh Rule of the Court to be filed with this petition which 
Recount shali be verified hy the said affidavit, and on such application being granted 
the duplicate of the said-account shall be delivered te the Officer of the Court at the 
time of filing the petition. 

1X. ‘That every application tothe Court for leave to file any Schedule after the 
expivation of the thirty days allowed for that purpose shail be supported by the affida- 
vit of the prisoner in which shall be stated the cause of not having filed such Schedule 
within the said thirty days, and if the prisoner shall have filed his petition without a 
special application to the Court the said affidavit shall also contain such statement con- 
cerning the arrest, commitment and property of the prisoner as is required jn an affidavit 
made on application for leave to file petition, 


X. Ifany Insolvent shall require farther time for filing his Schedule he shall be 
at liberty to apply for such time as he may require either by petition or motion on an 
affidavit setting forth the facts and stating that such time is required to enable him to 
tile his Schedule, and that such application is not made for the purpose of unnecessary 
delay and all such application shall be made before the expiration of the thirty days. 
herein before allowed for filing such Schedule. 


XI. That assoon as any petition, together with the Schedule, required by the 
Act, shall have been filed, and an Assignment shat! have been duly executed hy the pe- 
tittoner or petitioners or as soon as any adjudication of Insolvency shall have been made. 
‘The Court upor the application of the Petitioner or Petitioners, or of the Creditor or 
Creditors, upon whose application such adjudication shall have been made, shall direct 
what notices shall be given and by whom and in what manner in eouformity with the 
provisions contained in the 33d Section of the aforesaid Act,—provided alwars that the 
notices which in the said last-mentioned section are directed to be published in the 
Gatette of te Presidency shall be so published by the Examiner and provided always 
that services stall be made and proof of notice shuil be given and affidavit made and 
filed in manner following :— : 

Ast. No proof shalt be required at the hearing of advertisement in the Government 
Gazette which is ordered to be inserted always by the officer of the Court and by no 
other person. 

2nd, Proof of all other advertisements shall be made by production of the News- 
paper in which the same were published. 

aie ‘The proof of the service of all notices whether personal or by post shall be by 
affidavit, 7 
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4th. That all personal service in Calcutta and within five miles thereof shall be 
made by Messengers of the Court wno shall make affidavit of the same, the copies of 
orders tor hearing to he served, duly addressed and numbered according to the number 
orice Schedale, aust be delivered to them five clear days at least (exclusive of Sun- 
day) before the Inst day of service in cases for adjourned original hearing and two days 
at least exclusive of (Sunday) hefore the last hearing, and at the same time shall be 
Uclivered the original order for hearing, together with a list in duplicate of the per~ 
sons to be served, the entrics in which list will correspond with the directions written 
onthe notices. 

5th. All services by the Post, together with theaddress and delivery of each copy 
of the Order so sent shail be verified by the affidavit of the Messenger. 


Gth. In all cases tohe heard by the Court all such affidavits and advertisements 
as aforesaid shall be filed at the office of the Chief Clerk five days at least before the 
day of hearing in original cases, and two clear days at least before the hearing in ad. 
journed cases. 


XH. The appearance at the hearing of any Creditor or other person entitled to 
notice shal} be deemed a waiver by him, her, or them of such Notice, when there shail 
have been none er of any defect or irregularity in the form or service thereof untess the 
Court shall otherwise direct, , 


XILE. No Creditor shall be allowed at the hearing to oppose the discharge of a 
prisoner unless he shall have given notice of his intention to the Chief Clerk three 
‘clear days before the day of hearing, and the Chief Clerk shall make an entry of such 
Notice in a Book to be kept by him for that purpose. 


XIV. That the Petition and Schedule of any Insolvent Debtor or Debtors and the 
Rooks and Papers filed therewith shall bo produced hy the proper officer for inspection 
and examination upon payment of the ordinary and established fees for search upon all 
Mondays, Wednesdays, aud Fridays, between the filing of any such petition and the 
Jast day allowed for entering Notice of Opposition thereto between the hours of Ten 
and Four, and notice to produce such books and papers at the hearing of any such pe- 
titions must. be given to the officer having the custody thereof on or before the day pre- 
ceding the day of hearing. 


XV. Ordered that the Assignees of every Insolvent’s Estates at the end of three ° 


montie at the farthest from thetime of his accepting any assignment or conveyance of 
the Estate of such Insolvent and so from time to time as jot: shall require and the 
Court direct, shall make up an account of such Insolvent’s Estate and make oath jn 
writing before the Court. ‘That such sccounts contain a just and fair account of the 
Estate of such Insolvent got in by or for such Assignee aud of ail payments made in 
respeet thereof and thatall payments in every such account charged were truly and 
Donafide made and paid, which accounts so sworn shall be filed by the proper officer of 
the said Court. ‘ 


XVI. Ordered that the Accountant General of the Supreme Court for the time 


being be, and he is hereby appointed Accountant General of the Court for the Relief of 
Iusolvent Debtors. . 


XVIL. Ordered that upon all monies ordered to he paidinto the hands of the 
Accountant General with the privity of the Accountant General of the Court the Com- 
Mission of the Accountant General of the Court be one per cent.

A.vule, ordinance, and reguiation for the good order and civil government of the settle- 
meut of Fort William in Bengal, and for regulating*the number and fare of Teeka 
Palankeens and Teeka Bearers, in the town of Calcutta, made and passed by the Vice 
President in Council, of and for the presidency of Fort William in Bengal, the cighth day 
of March, in the year of Our Lord one thousand, eight hundred and twenty-seven, and 
registered in the Supreme Court of Judicature, on the 27th April, 1837. 

Whereas, it is considered just and expedient to regulate the number and fare of Teeka, 
Palankeens and ‘I'ccka Bearers, in the town of and to place them in such manner 
under control of the Police, as may tend to the preater convenience of the public. 

1. Be it therefore ovdained hy the Vice President in Council, of and for the presidency 
and settlement of Fort William in Beugal, and by virtue of the powers in him vested, by # 
certain Act of Parliament passed in the thirteenth year of the reign of Ilis Majesty King 
George the IIL. entitled “ An Act for establishing certain regulations for the better. ma- 
nagement of the afluirs of the feast India Company, as well in India as in Europe,” and by 
certain other Act of Parliament, passed in the forticth year of His said Majesty King 
George IL. entitled “ An Act for estublishing further regulations for the government of the 
British tervitories in India, and the better administration of justice within the same, that 
thirty days after the due publication und registry of the rale, ordinance, and regulation, in 
the Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort William in Bengal, with the consent and ap 
probation of the said Supreme Court, if the said Court shall, in its discretion, approve of 
and consent to the publication and registry of the same, no person whatever shall let out or 
keep for hire any Tecka Palankeen, or serve asa ‘l'eeka Bearer within the limits of the 
town of Calcutta, without having obtained a license for that purpose, signed by two of 
His Majesty’s Ju of the Peace, acting in end for the town of Calcutta. 

IL” And be it farther ordained hy the authority aforesaid, that it shall and may be 
lawful for the aforesaid Justices of the Peace, to license such number of Teeka Palan- 
keens and Teeka Hearers, as they the said Justices shal! deem suflicient for the said settle- 
ment of Fort William in Bengal, and that such licenscs shall he granted for the term of 
ene year, and shall aud may be recalled by any two of the said Justices, at any time within 
the said year, for avy great misconduct, or muishehaviour of apy persons to whom suck

license shall have been granted ; and that if any persons within the said settlement of Fort 
William in Bengal, shail let out or keep for hire any Teeka Palankeens, or serve as Teeka 
Bearers without having obtained such license as is required by this rule, ordinance, and re- 
gulation, or after any licence which he may have obtained shall have expired or been recall. 
ed, such person shall, upon conviction before two or more of the said Justices of the Peace, 
forfeit for each and every such offence a sum not exceeding thirty rupecs, and in default of 
payment, shall be forthwith committed to the Common Gaol or House of Correction, for 
any period uot exceeding two months, unless the fine shall he sooner paid.

IV. And be it further ordained by the authority aforesaid, that it shell and may be 
Jawful for any four or morc of the aforesaid Justices of the Peace, from time to time, as 
they may deem fit to fix and settle the dates, and hire of Teeka Palankeens and Tecku 
Bearecs within the said settlement of Fort William in Bengal, and that such rates and 
hire shalt be published in the English aud Bengalee languages, twice in the Government 
Gazette, wd allixed at the Court House, Bankshull, Police Oflice, and other public places, 
for fifteen days before such rates ov hire shall be considered as fixed and settled ry sui thas 
if the owner or person in charge of any Tecka Palankeen, shall refuse to hire and let ou 
the same at the rate and price so fixed by the suid Justices of the Peace as aforesaid, or 
shall receive or require any larger rate or hire, the person or persons to whom the license 
for such palankcen shall eve been gyanted, sbull forfeit for each and every such offence 
any sum not exceeding twenty rupees, and in default of payment, shall be forthwith com- 
mitted to the common Gaol or House of Correction, for a riod not excecding one month, 
‘unless the fine shall be soower paid; and if any Te Be shall refuse to serve at 
rate ot hire so fixed as aforesaid, or shall receive or require larger price or hire, every 
such person shalt, for each and every such offence, forfeit any sum not excceding ten rupees, 
and in default of payment, shall be forthwith committed to the comman Gaol or_Hg if 
Correction, for arly period not excceding liftcen days, unless the fine shall be sooner paid, 
provided always, that no person shall be decmed or taken to be subject to the penalties in 
the section enacted unless the fixed and settled rate of hire shall have been tendered and 
offered to him or to some oue acting on his behalf. . 

V. And be it further ordained by the authority aforesaid, that if any person shalk 
refuse to pay to the owner of any Teeka Palankeen, or any Teeka Beaser, so lice 
aforesaid, within the said settlement of Fort William, the hire earned and due to the 
owner of such ‘Leek Palankeen, or to such Tecka Bearer, according to the rate and hire so 
fixed as aforesaid, or if any person shall wilfully break, cut down, deface, or injure any Teeku 
Palankeen, such person sally upon conviction before two or more of the aforesaid Justices of 
the Peace, forfeit a sunt not exceeding fifty rupees, and in default of payment, shall be forthe 
with committed to tlie. Common Gaol, for any period not excecding fourteen days unless the 
dine shall be sooner paid; and if the fine shall be paid, it shall and may be lawful for the
